drossed as such, have beon boyont Tiowtsin, Tho 
*Fronch visundiores, Boing ablirod in a modifieaton om 
male costume, wore prohably novor reconisud as bolong-

Tho weather continuing as fino as could bo, desired, 
wo left Yang-isun about, half-past clovon in tho foros 
neon, taut our departure excited as inuch curlosity ag 
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our arrival did yostorday ; *ospecially amongst, the 
females, soveral of whom I noticed running wih their 
little cramped foot in a mannor that thoy perhaps had 
novor done before, in theiy anxiety 10 see their sisters 
from. the West, 

On golting cleay of Yang-tsun we passerl over ten 
miles of country similar 1o that described yesterday, 
and shortly aflor ond ontered the village of Nan- 
tai-tsun, which it took about fivo minuteg to pass 
through. This village, like the ofhers that, we have 
soon, is built on a raised embankment, and its a large 
Buddhist temple at its northern ond, situated amongst 
grovegwf trees, which when in folinge muct have a very 
pretty appearance, ‘The treos now are only comméneing 
to bud, About an heer before reaching this village 
Madame de Bourboulon left, hor chair, and got into a 
britazka which tho Russian mission at PekMg had con- 
siderately sont down for her use, This carriage was 
originally sent out through Siberia by the Enmporor of 
Ruasia, as a present to tho Grand Lama, or the pdpe 
of Thibot, but ho dicd before it arvivedy anc it was 
iltimatoly sont dn to Poking; aud was used for tho first 
timo, I believe, on this occasion, 

After Idaving Non-lepi-toqn a change in the country 
ia poreoptible. * Ib hocomes more undulating and 
wooded ; the undulations appurontly xesalting from 
sond-drifis which havo bocome the soat of brushwood 
and ofhor Hight vogolation, About two o’clock we came 
ont bank of the Poi-ho, but soon diverged from it 
into the country, and half an.lour afterwards we halted 
for a short Lime amidst a clamp of treos,

In tho course of tho day's journoy we struck the 
rivor several times, and tho portion of itwhich came in 
sight after leaving Nan-tsai-tsun recalled the Nue 
strongly to moentory ; the scenery altogether about, hore 
vominding one forcily of Egypt, Tho countr} we 
assed over was covered wilh funereal tumuli, many of 
thom of considerable size, having smaller ones around 
them, ‘Those indicate the graves of the hoaus of fami-

© Shortl} after our arrival, a dinnor similar to that 
supplied at Yitng-sun was brought in ready cooked. 
Fle tomplo afforded us oxcollent quartoys; ib is the 
ono whoro Lord Elgin resided during tho time he was 
in 1 Tgo- R00-Woo, awaiting the courso of events as the 
army was advancing towards Trmg-chow, It was hore 
that he heard the news of the action of Chang-kia-van, 
and the capture of the prisoners, ou the eighteenth 
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‘of Syptomber, 1860, immediately on tho reevipt of 
e which }p started on horseback, and joined Sir Lope 
‘eGrant’y head quarters on tho aftornoon of tho following 

day.

ing the bank af tho river, Io acvomipnied my too 
boas tation, where some dozen men or more wore 
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assomblod about a shed apparently used for the recep- 
tion of goods, hoy immediately crowded rgund me4 
and carefully oxamined my clothes, A pair of white“ 
corduroy ivousors I had on excited much attention, and 
appeared to be greatly athnired, Tho t®xture seemed 
to be altogether novel to them, and was subjected to 
repeated manual examination, Their wholo bearing 
was that of quiot, inoffensive people, prompted only by 
® natural curiosity, and actuated by no desire to annoy 
or offend, 

The general aspect of the town of Hoo-se-woo is 
that, of having suffered sevorely from thé passage of the 
allicd armies through it; the absence -of population 
and tho numbers of gutted and deserted housed testi- 
fying to the ravages asmmitted by the troops both on 
tho march and during the time the towh was held’ in 
occupation, A. souvenir of the latter I same across, 
on walking to the top of a sandhill at tho end of one 
of tho main strocts, whore I found myself qpposite a 
detached yamun, on the front wall of which, paintedsin 
largo whilo letters, figured tho logond “Canteen,” I 
walked about the place for some time, and in the main 
atreol found a little trade going on, consisting chiofly of 
{ho solling of grain nnd agriculiural implements, ‘The 
articles exposods for sale in tho shops wor for tho most 
yart confinod to tho moro nocossnyios of lifo, , While Twas 
in this stredt an old man came upand seized me by the 
shoulders, and in good humour made some remarks, as 
fa? of L could undorstand, on the difference in colour 
botween his beard and mine, 

On xolurning to the igmpla I found the district 
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miagigirale of Vang-lsnn athore, Tfo had eame on to 

+ Tloo-sueqvoo Lo seo the ministers Ubrough his district, 
€which is that of Woo-tsing, being the ono adjoining 
Tion-isin, "Cho namo of this official is Soong. Ha is 
of short stalin'e and portly proportions, Ono of his at. 
tondants okvorving mo taking a hurried sketelh of hin, 
informed him of it, and ho immedintely requested Chat 
T would show it to him, whieh 7 dtd, Ho seemed mach 
amused, and declared it to be “ how,” moaning good, 
Through Al, Wade T was enabled to ascertain (rom 
Seo-ong, who appeared to bo a vory intelligent and 
woll-informed poison, the following facts about small 
pox :—Lho inhahilanty of Unis part of China ingeulato 
their children with sinali-pox matter between tho agas 
of threo and four, which is consequently tho period of 
lifé ab which tho mass suffer front bhab disunse, ib boing 
thus artificially given, Tho natural disansy, howovor, 
con bo tukon ab any age, thongh it id nob common 
amonget lulls, A potion, given cighleon days after 
bith, composed of a portion of the umbilient cord 
stowed with eertuin horbs, is in greab veputo as pre- 
ventive of the disease. Seeeong asked imo to fool lis 
puke, T did’ so, and told him it was a vory gook one, 
‘Tle thon presented the wrist of the opposild hand, tes 
have an opinion on tho charactor of tae pulse thore, 
Mx, Wado explained to him that wo have oly exe 
pulse; on hoariug whieh le remerkad, that it was cor. 
iainly a more convoniont arrangement thine theirs, 
whieh was a very complicated one, the pulses boing so 
mumorous, uccording lo Chinese doctors, ay to amounb 
in all to four hundred and une, 
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Whilo wo were talking to Soc-ong, one of the Chinese 
caitors belonging to our train was brought tome with * 
a bruised fingor, which I cleansed and bound up with? 
some lint, As ho scemgd unwilling 10 go away, I 
inguired ag 40 the rcason why, and was told that the 
man could not bring himsolf to believe tha? his injured 
fingor could possibly have received duo attention, or bo 
placod in a fair way for recovery by local treatment 
only, and ho was vory solicitous that some healing 
potion should be administored to him internally. 

As an illustration of tho docility qf tho northern 
Chinese, and their amenability to order, I may mention 
that-shorlly bofore leaving Hoo-fec-woo this forenoon, 
My, Wado and mysolf got into the Russian cdtvinge, 
which was standing ii? ono of the outor yards of the 
domple, to shade ourselves from tho sun, While we 
wore sitting in it, a considorablocrowd gradually formed 
yound il, and as the attendants who weie moving back- 
waids and forwards from tho baggage carts wert begin- 
ning 10 be incommoded by the crowd, Mr, Wado addled 
tho Chinamon, to willdray, which thoy at ence did, 
without » murmur; the ouly remark thoy mado being 
ono, apparontly, of respeetful surprise, namaly, «Truly, 
fhe apealts mandarin |? meaning the Peking or Court 
dialect, 

“Wo loft TTeo-soe-woo at nifon, the dain of carts 
having been sont on about an hour before. On reach- 
ing gho village of Ati-ping, six miles beyond Hoo-see- 
woo® wa found that all the carls had halted. The 
explanation of this was, that’ the local authoritics 
having ynopared a lunch dor tho ministors, the catters 
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thought they might as Well wail also, Aftor boing 
4 tho ply cobukod by Myx, Wado, thoy started off, aud wo 
“followed without availing oursulvessof the hospitality of 
the municipal anthorilios of, Am-ping. Alter leaving 
thi village a considorablo alteration in Uo charnetor of 
tho comnry“ivas poreuptiblo, it having become undulating 
aul more wooded, 

About two o'clock wo roached’a sinll village enllod 
Ghuen-pirg, or the “ isteblishmont of Peneo,” whigh t is 
ten 1i* o* three miles from the lown of Maetin, ab 
which placo we,grrived ab half-past threo, On entering 
tho town, bo tho loft wo sew written up in large charac. 
tors, © G0th Rifles,” As wo passed through tho phweo a 
lamcntabls pieture of desolation presentod  itwell— 
mygios of inginoratod bricks afl charred ruins lining 
each sido of tho long streeb wo had to traverse, from 
tho charactdh of tho xuing, the houses dostrayod ap- 
peared Lo havo boon of superior construction, Chis 
unfortifiate lown hud to pay tho ponally of sumo 
people i ina uvighbouring village haying fived on a party 
of soldiozs, who, ib ia slalod, were out, on thei own 
account plundering, A. roporb was made to tho Com 
manderin-Chiof hab a party had hoot fired ab from & 
village, and with Une view of chogking auch veonrronees 
for tho futuro mi order was tasnud thi it was Lo bo 
dostroyed + tho officer Sutrualted with tho earrying dit 
of which order direetod that the largest and boxt village 
in tho vieinily shoud be Tnunéd, as na ono goud 
indieate the preciso place where the alleged outtuge 
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was committed, Had Sir Hepo Grant been in pesses- 
sion of the full facts connected with this a®air, his 
woll-known kindness of heart would have revolted from‘ 
issuing tho’ ordor, which, ruthlessly carried out as it 
waa, reduced lo ashes tho homes of thousands. Thavo 
heard the burning of this placo, from not kaowing the 
propor village to burn, laughed at, and characterised as 
one of the “jolly larks” of the campaign—also of a 
young officor of Sikh cavalry, who, on passing,through 
ils charred ruins some months after its destruction, 
dilated in animated torms on this quegtionable feat of 
arms, in which, according to his own account, he had 
played a brilliant part, and the fecollection of which 
appeared to afford him so much satisfaction as to" lead 
him to oxpross a wish t my informant again to have 
an. opportunity of spearing ity defonceless inhabitants— 
so insatiable was tho thirst for glory of the terrible 
little saben to whom I refer, 

After passing through Ma-tan, which is over‘half a 
milo in longth, wo halted immodiately beyond it, in’a 
sort of ravine formed by two sand-banks thougk which 
tho road passos) A. crowd of peasants soon formed 
on the top of ono of tho sand-banks, and Tooked on in 
sont wortlor at the barbajan females sitting in the 
carringo, Close by whore wo had halted, there was o 
perthlly-bumnod coltago, with its ¢lour-mill outsido, the 
stone romaining as it had beon arrested in the act of 
grindiyg somo grain, *Noar this cottage were the re~ 
inainwof a Lomple, tho deitios of which, in a half-con- 
sumed slate, wore acattored about amongst the ruins. 
As 1 wandered ainidst theescone of desolation whith 
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ovorgwhoro was prosont, tho thought suggestod itsell— 
Cen thisbe the work of a Chrisuian people, who hope 
to ostablish and propagate thoir faith in a land they 
have so needlessly devastated | 

Asconding Sno of tho sand-hills, T had a taiy view of 
tho surourtling comtry. ‘Cho horizon was bounded. by 
largo patchos of Tight timber; in some places xo close 
ay lo form alnost contignous afasses, ‘Tho soil hero 
yolning tho samo charactor as hab in the agvighbour 
hood of Uion-tsin, and oxtensive fields were in course 
of being plongheil. ‘The Pei-ho was close to whore wo 
wore, but from the level nature of the country, and also 
from the broadth oft tho river having considernbly lox 
sone, iis proximity was nol apparent until wo gob 
within a fow yards of the bunk 

The noxt villages wo passed through wore those of 
Pjon-ehung? and Woo-tion, Ab a quarier-pust fivo wo 
reached Chang-kin-wan, having proviausly passed evar 
the mend whore the action was fonght on the (8th of 
SWptombor of the provious your—~tha keane of it huing 
w fing plains horo mul there evvored with some light 
brushwood, Chang-Iein-wan was once’ a places of cons 
siderable importance, thoro boing two towns, sopurttid 
from oach other by wv atremn, over which therd id goad 
stono bridge, ‘Sho strewn ix av bteneh df the Pei-he, and 
il forms acbond ab Clang-kia-wan, the liternl movwesdig 
of which is tho “bey (or bod of the river) of the 
family of Sinith”—tho Changh occupying 1 position 
in the consus of China annrlogous lo that whigh “oho 
Smiths oesupy in the eonsus of England, Chang-kin- 
win, like Ma-tan, prosental large inassos of burned 
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ruins, though not on the sme oxtensive senlo; the 
conflagrations having been, it is stated, the yesult oft 
accidents that occurred whilo tho town was in course off 
being plundered. Prior 40 coming on to Chang-kia- 
wan, wo saw jn tho distance a range of “lofty hills, and 
about eight wiles in front of us the pagodagof the town 
of Tung-chow, whore it had been arranged we wore to 
spend tho night, 

Towards sundown we arrived undor the wall of 
Tung-chow ; two sowars (troopers) of Paif's Horse 
wore waiting outside the gate to conduct “fi to the 
temple, which had beon prepared fr" the reception 
of the party. It proved to be the ono where Mr, 
Wade had tho interviow with the Prince of 1 and 
Mu-yun after Mr, Pagkes’ capture on tho 18th of 
Septombor, Coloncl Neale and tho other memlfers 
of the Logations, who had preceeded ws with the 
cavalry escort, were located in “another temple nearer 
tho rivor, 

March 25th—This morning I strolled out carly#to 
havo a look at tho placo; and found that jhe temple we 
“vera occupying was situated iva suburb about a mile 
from tho cily wall, and at no great distifico from the 
giver. Tewalkod down to tho bank, where the boats 

from ‘Tien-tsin stop afd discharge thoir cargo, prior to 
Hasboing carted a shorl distance to a annal, whero 
it is replaced in boats, and taken direct to Poking 
hy water, T then west a shorl way into a suburb in an 
opfpagito direction, and came to a sort of grain-market, 
whero various kinds of lentils wero exposed for salo, in 


sacks, in front of a building, on cach side of the door 
YOU, I. e 
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of which was suspended a yellow beuner with black 
chavaclerg upon ib indicating commerce, 

+ Altor breakfast 1 visited the walled city of Tung- 
aa to vouch whieh Lhad bo walk up a suburban slrect 
nearly v mile falength. As Frowwhed one of the gatos, 
o& number of cruels wero passing ou, Tadton with tire- 
wood, Inside the gateway, a vender of betel-nat lad 
erogttd his stall, and was ougugetl, with a strong pric 
of seissors, chopping the nut into pieces of a size snitalile 
for being chowed, ‘Tho wall, which is about forty-lvo 
foot in Noight, i is asconded hy inclined pluies on cach 
sido of tho galeways, which are protected by gireular 
bastions, having a gato on one side, ufter tho stereo 
typed form of Chinese mural defonce, ho guard at 
tho gate by which | entered eGered no objections to 
my going on the wall, and | this had an excellent view 
of the surmundiug country; i6 seen cavered with 
little hamlets, shaded ‘by groves of light timber, whieh 
ip the gourse of a month or two, when tho (oes aro in 
foago, inusl present a very beautiful appearaned. 

Ting-choy,tppems Lo he a town of considerable ox 
(ont, but not very regular shape, the welt in some places 
being built inthe form of a curve, sos lo suit the bends 
of the Pei-ho, whieh flows immodiately undementh ib 
No brendth of tho wall at“tho Cop is Uvonty-fone foot, 
Li slopes: pantly downwards, making tho Uniekaesaieedl 
the haxo thirty foot Tb consists, dike the walls of 
Chiuexo cities gouerally, of an tuner aud an outer} lniek 
wall, eneh about wo feet thick, the interval Instavct n 
thom being fle. ap by firmly compressed oartiwork 5 
the lop paved ovor with syngre brickwork, andl finished 
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off with a parapet a foot and‘*h-half thick, ho wall in 
many plages is in bad topair, and a good deal ef the par 
tapet is gone, At some parts it is so much dilapidated, 
from the inner brick wall having , given, way, and the 
consequent wgaring down of the carthwvorl, that one’s 
progress along tho remparts is tuterrupted? As T ap- 
proached ono of these chasms, some of tho townspgople 
underneath called out’to mo, and showed me a pathway 
by which I could come down, and then indicated another 
by which, after passing tho chasm, I couldaye-ascend 
the wall and continue my walk rougd, the ramparis, 
While I was thus under the wall in an out of tho way 
part of tho town, altogether unprotected, and appyently 
amongst tho lowest class of the population, not an 
offonsive word or gestu®% mot mo; but, on the contrary, 
the greatest desire was shown to aid me in gratifying 
my curiosity, On some vacant ground in‘this part of 
the town, tho preparation of dricd manure was going 
on, tho process consisting of reducing the mamerg to 
consistence of paste with water, and then forming it 
into circular cakes, which are exposed in tho stn until 
they become quite dry, 

Thaving ro-nsconded the wall, T proceeded along 
tho rampitrls, whore ovpry thing Detokoned eomplote pa- 
ralysis of all millimy energy, Tundreds of small cannon 
offiative manufacture were lying about it heaps, and 
jn one magazine, over & gatoway facing tho north, I 
coynigd upwards of tifico hundred guns of various sizes 
lying*about in confusion, amongst then a fow brecch- 
loadors, intended as wall picces. Near this gate is the 
pagoda which wo saw in Ro disianco yesterday, as “We 
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were approaching Chang-Rinewan, Tb eonsials of fonv- 
(oon atoréys, and looks aa if it was of soni ago, Ch is 
Fill on av mound inonediately continous bo Che wall, 
aud the ouly entrances to it ays Cour doors, raised thirby 
foob from tho ground, and placed one op each of its 
aspeels, ‘These doors have no communication with the 
ground, and ean only le reachad by long ladders, ‘The 
pagoda is built of Drick, and has & good deal of painted 
work abort il, wow much defrecd, but which, when new, 
must hay had a vory ormunental appearance. 

As [ progresyed on my way round the wall, hy 
degrees a considerable crowd formed behind me; and 
on xeyeral ovensions T eunte to gaps in the will Unt 
required to bo crossed with great enre, and, in so 
doing, [owas invariably assisted by some of the 
crowd, who prossod theiv aid upon me, and, had they 
hyon so inclined, might easily, hy prolonded accident, 
have precipitated ime some forty fect, Tho wall is 
inyesid dy a web ditch, thirky foot wide, on those 
aspeets neat whieh tho river doves not flow, ‘Che enn 
of ils doeny Gooumt to ho sebdements of the abstr 
tvs, causing (ho brickwork portions of the wall to slide 
Jownwards, 

Deseonding from tho well, ghout two inlles frou? 
whore 1 originally aseonded i, T passed through tha 
town, following the course of a canal, on tho hanks ol 
whieh a good deal of petty tule was going ony barhers 
and keepers of gambling stalls i nmibers wore plying 
their vocations, likowise Iiwwkers and propriotdts al 
portable restamants,  ‘Tungechow, being the port of 
Poking, is necessarily a plevo of considerable dmport- 
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ance, all the supplies for thé capital coming from the 
south, haying to pass through it Business,*however, ' 
at the present tino, seems not to be in an over-flourish” 
ing stale, a great many of the shopg being closed, 
owing to the disorganization of trade caused by the 
war; alko in somo measure to tho fact, fat tho im. 
port trade has been ab “a stond-still whilo tho Pei-ho 
was frozoy, and that it has nob yet recommnced, 
Some of the shops in the chicf streets presnted ola- 
boratoly carved fronts, which at one time gust have 
been very handsome, but which nogy, have a rather 
dingy and tawdry appearanco, In one gf theso streets 
I saw two mon undergoifg ptnishment, with their 
hoals in the same caugue, accommodation for two 
having been provided*by the introductign gf an oxtra 
hole. ‘hoy wero exposed to public view at the door of 
one of the polico offices, The gown is tfhversod. from 
enst to west and north to south by main streets, intor- 
secting cach other at tho centre of the city? These 
streets are paved with broad and massive flag-stones, 
On my way back to the tomplo T mor Count Kicis- 
kousky, Seerotwry of tho Tronch Legation, who had 
just arrived from Polcing, whore ho had been. residing 
for the thst Uyree wyoks, anaking the proliminary ar- 
rangements for the reeoption of the Limbassy. 
“Ti having been decided that the two Legitions showld 
onter Peking separately, it was arranged that the 
Ywough should go if first, as Mx Bruco had alroady 
beoft intwoduged to the Prince of Kugg by Lord Elgin, 
having reached Peking the day before the allied armies 
wore withdrawn, in November, 1860, M, de Bourboulon 
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nob kaving arrived at the? Pei-ho in time, his presente 
tion coukl nob bo curried ont hy Baron Cros, With 
Mr, Beruec’s pormission, T aceompaniod tho French 
Legation to (ho eapitel, We left Tung-chow ale (wo 
o'doek in tho afternoon, and in about Jal! an hour 
ronchol theond leading to Poking, whieh, al ity com 
moncemont, takes a course belwoon (vo cmbankunents, 
and # in bad vepaix, being fall of deup rts, On aseenid- 
ing to the top of one of these ombunkmonts, fanereal 
tumuli were seen iv every direction ay far as the oya 
could roach, Oy gotting clear of theso embankments, 
tho country qpens obs and, with the exception that 
a few plones ave now neen Gying about on the suelo, 
there 1s no change int tho gonoral character of tho soil, 
At this yplut wo inet a train Of twelve cnnelsy, gods 
towards Tung-chow, ladon with limestone, 

Aba quarter past four o'clock we reachad tho bridge 
of Pa-lee-chow (the cight li bridge), and, prior to 
cossing 4t, wo oune down on tho wood whore the 
Chineso artillory wore conceded diving the action of 
tho 21st of September, ‘Tho bridge js a handsome 
structure 5 it ja built of stone, and the parapet here 
and there shows marks of yound shot, 

From the Inidge of Pa-lee-chow the roud pavtually 
asconds 5 and a shorb distance from it, ou (ho right, we 
pressed a large temple, situated amidst a thick grovd'of 
fir tweos, About five, wo camo bo a sorb ol nyuddy 
raving, anid crossed a swamp by'a sill stone lade, 
Up bo this point,sineo leaving Pa-leo-chow, the coufityy 
had been steadily risiug, Tb now beeame more level, 
and bebtler supplied with limber, ‘The whole ling of 
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road was thickly populated By poor people; theighabi- 

tations Lore and there clustered Logothon, forming small® 
villages, In many of thom there were little inns, with? 
open-air resturants in front, where carters and the 

poorer classy of iravellois were silting 2 thoir meals, 

Our gonoral impressions, as wo apmoacheé the capital, 

wore not favourable, farther than as regaids the quiet 

and respectful bewriig of the poor population that we 

passed though; and, but for the change of aspeat in 

“tho country, ono would hardly think he was mut of tho 

suburbs of Tion-tsin, 

At half-past five the shaft of Madame glo Bourboulon’s 
carriage broke, after ascending sme heayy ground, and 
the sedan chairs had again to be made use of, 4A great 
crowd, as usual, avseinBled to look at the females, the 
Chineso women displaying, if anything, tho largest 
amount of curiosity, At twenty minutc$ past. six we 
gol into some bad ground, which looked more like the 
bed of # river than a road; and, as wo weyc@passing 
through it, a long lino of cmbrasured wall came aiffily 
indo sight, and tho looming mass of a gateway (ower 
appeared, which told us thal wo were approaching the 
tormination of our journey, and that Pacing was now- 
*heforu ws. Ab, & quarter ) seven we approached close 
to tho north-tastemn angle of the Chineso city, there 
hding the ruing of a Lomplo on tho left, amongst which 
sovornl slone figmos and a broken column of marble 
remained, ‘Tho military’ excoré was now formed in 
ordty by M, Metayer, tho officer commanding it, and we 
passed mmder a tower on tho angle of the wall, and 
found oursulvoy on a cawsowayed inclino, lending 10 
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a stony bridge crossing a Ganul, thet appeared to enter 
tho citys On passing over the bridge, wo euno ont 
“portion of bad road, rmmaing under the wall, and pro 
cveded along it until the gata was reached by which 
wo woro to entor, ‘The party halted a short distance 
from it, atl Lieutenant Metayer gave the word, 
* Tambow, anenee! Urompelle, sonne!” on which 
the frnmpelor went in front, and blew three blasts. 
Some Chinese officials, along with Count Kloiskousky, 
wore ab the gate, and the procession was direeted to 
ontor, just as it was beginning to gob dusk, ‘Tho gato 
was tho one known as tho Mastern Couveniones gate of 
the Chineso city, aut on passing through ils massive 
portals’ we tol ourselves in an ordinary-looking’ street, 
lined with shops and paved with broad flags, After 
proceeding along this streek for about one hiadred anid 
fifly yards, we turned off ab right angles, and passed on 
to an opon space, wilh a high wall on tho right hand 
sido, antl a dry canal on the left, beyond which there 
was a denso mass af low aud poor-looking Chineso 
dwellings Tho wall on tho right was the outside of 
the southorn face of tho Turtar city; the canal on tho 
left, the ditch surrounding it, After provovding along 
wadorneath the wall for about a quarter of an Trou, wo 
reached one of the gates of the Tartar city, whieh Til 
oen kept opt by the authorities om purpose to lot the 
Trench Legation enter, as al commutmiention bobween, 
the two cities closes at simsot, If was now quito dark, 
aud in about bap minutes after having entered “tha 
Tartar city wo reached the Tsin-koong-foo, or palace of 
the Duke of ‘fsin, a building thet has beon hired from 
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tho Chinoso Covormmont, a& tho permanent Legation 
of Franes at Poking, aud which, for about theoo wooks” 
procoding ow: arrival, had eon undergoing extensive 
repirs and allerations, 40 as to ronder it suitable for 
tho residonog of Muropeans, 
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Tho Pekingeso auans~ hoiv chateto<Viow fem tho wall of the 
‘Vnter eity~ Sheet sights Anitval of the Mayggdish Geyation--

Havok 26th—On awaking this morning about soven 
o'clock, and lgolcing into the courl-yard fronting the 
building that Thad slept in at tho Freeh Logation, 1 
found ib covofed with carpenters’ benches and weod- 
work in various stages of proparation, My fivat iinpres-« 
sion of tho Pokingesa was, thab tere mukb bo minabhers 
of thom withsnothing to do, from the courb-yurd hoing 
full of apparoutly idlo people, standing about ine Tisiloss 
attitudes, smoking their pipes, andé looking ab nolbing 
in particular, In a short tine, however, a compaete 
change camo over" tho scone; tho listless arowd heenmne 
animated, and seb about picking wp matting-biskets 
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containing thelr duols, &,, #od moved off in different 
directions to resume their wou, In a few méuutes the’ 
placo way alive with tho hamming of voices and thé 
sounds of planes, hammers, and sus, in inharmonions 
concerL, These T Joarmad were tho attizany, ww tho 
number of upwards of six hundred, employed oxccuting 
tho repairs mul allomtions on the building, under the 
atiporintondence of Cpptain Bouvior and tivo soldiers of 
the French Mnginoors, The workmen brealgist on the 
premises, their meals being provided for thow,by a cou- 
tractor, who has ostablished a& Lomporgry resteurant on 
tho spot, After hrealfast they snoke e pipo, and com- 
mience work at half-past seven, ‘going on until, iwolve 
v’elock, when they leave off work and devote an hoy 
bo cating and smoky, and thon resumo work until 
half-past five, when thoy toko their evening meal prior 
lo proceading lo thoir homes, Amongst tho carpenters 
T noticed ono with a remarkable staining of the skin, 
same portions of his face and neck beings iMLensely 
Dronzed, while other parts remained quite fair, giving 
the mana very unsightly mottled appearance,» Tn plain 
lorms ho was auormonely freckled, the stuined skin 
heing uhout the average colour of the faces of the 
*urbiaan and labouring clases in the north of China, 
Vis disflyrroment consequontly arofo from. the refusal 
of tho whole of the exposed portions of his‘body equally 
tu take on tho br ons process, T mado him show me 
his fitin whory habitnally yoteeted from tho sun, and 
it Was as fair as au Marepoa's, RB 

Tho Poking tradesmon aro divided into guilds, and 
honeco a difficulty arises int iInsnaging workmen by those 
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who @uploy them, The paper-hingors aro stated to bn 
a diffieule class lo dent with, being rather tnelined to 
lake work easily, Tho masons and, earpouters are con= 
sidered: tho best tradesmen, hut Chey are nob lnokod 
upon as equal to those of the aonth of tho empire in 
aetivily, ‘UNts, however, very probably acises frome (he 
uovelty of the seene arom thou, and the amerous 
inducements whieh nt present oxist to look nbont then. 
Vheir oolware of similar construction Co ttuse in the 
south, "Troy have a very nea and efvotimed modo of

Before broaktist 1 visited: tha Loung-koong-foo, the 
building whieh bas hoon seleoted for the Uritish began 
tion, and in clare of which Mv Adkins has reside at 
Poking diving the wines, Phe Leang-koongeloa, or 
plage of the Duke of Leary, was onigimelly an iin 
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porial residence, given by the Emperor Kang-hai, (who 
died in 1722) to one of his thirty-three sops, whose « 
descendants are known as the Dukes of Leang, ‘Thee 
prosent ropresontutive of tho fumily, and owner of the 
Loang-koong-loo, holds a command in the neighbour- 
hood of tho great wall. Tho Duke of Learg has let his 
family residoneo in perpotuity to the British Govern- 
mont, alan annual reit of fifteen hundred tacls (5001), 
no rent lo he paid for the first two yours, owlng to the 
oxteusive repairs and altorations required. Qu going 
out of the French Legation, T found myself in a broad 
street, running parallel with tho south wall of the 
Tartar city, the shops being of a poor description, do- 
voted chiefly to tho salo of tho minor necessaries of life, 
Following the dircctio#s I had recoived, I passed down 
this street 10 the westward about half ¢ mile, until I 
came Lo a stono bridge over a diy canal, which I crossed, 
and iurned np ils bank; about five hundred yards 
furthor on T camo to a court-yard, with two large stone 
ions on each side of the front buildings, which was ‘the 
guide given mo for finding tho TLeang-koong-foo, 
Aftor sponding’a short timo with Mr, Adkins I returned 
to tho French Legation, and found that Hang-Kti, 
*Assistat, Minister of Forgign Affairs, and ‘Tsoon-Luen, 
a special Vieo-Presidént of the Boal of Revenue, wero 
there, conveying a congratulatory message trom tho 
Princo of Kung to M, do Bourboulon on his safe 
arriyal. s 

J tho forenoon I went to the gate that we entered 
tho Tartar city by, known as the “Ha-to-mun, On 
both sides of it an inclinod plane or rathp leads to the 
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top oftho wall, o gale hottig at tho bottom of each of 
Unem, T,indicated by igus to a soldier, who waa in 
chargo of one of those gates, Unat [ should like to go on 
tho wall. ‘Ho at once assuntei, and accompanied ime te 
tho top, and I'Dvailed myself of the oppgrtunity thus 
afforded of aoting my first viow of Polcing,* ay sean 
from its wall, 

Looking duo north from the Ti-tn-mun, which ia the 
most caslyn of tho threo gates on the south face of tho 
Tartar city, 2 long ang very wide streot is soon, crowded 
with people, the houses and shops without exception 
being single-storied, and of ordinary Chinese constue- 
tion, Casting the oye to tho right, a field of honse-vools 
mixed wp with trees as yot dostiluto of leaves meats the 
view; the horizon bonded in io distance by a line of 
ombrasurod Wall, with here and there a vasl galway 
towor loomieg in tho distance, Tn front, the horizon 
consists of house-roofs and Wvees, tho northorn wall uot 
being vsible from this point of viow. 

Th tho distance, a little to tho loft, a lofiy building is 
seon, which seems to be in the contro of the town; this 
is known as Lho Drtwn ‘Lower, and beyoud it is another 
pile of building, the Bell Towor, CGlancing more to 
the loft, a woodod Lill, stated, lo be of artificial forma.” 
Vion, apponrs in the horizon, with Coo pagodas peoping 
owt muidst immagy of wees, ‘Chore avo pleasure-grounds 

* Poking literally means “ oth royel rexylonee,” as Nanking moans 
‘south voyal residence.” Though uauelly apelt Pekin, it ln datobe 
hove tho enatom to add y tv il, Neithor, however, ta earieal, Shas 
amteh ag the Chinese themselves ponte ib Patching; Poking thei 


foro fa an approximation only lo eoucetitess, whieh Tis heen recently 
adoplod by Sinologues, as the prefabs mudo of apolling it in Mngliah, 
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and tomples alinched to the Tmporial palaco in, the 
contre of the Tinporial city, which is an inclosuyo within « 
the Tartar one. Alitile lo the left of tho hill, a mo-e 
aumontel struchure of a Tight colour, wd shaped some- 
whut like a bottle, is soun amongst a 16 of Lrees, tho 
intorvouing space being vecupied by hongo-rooly aud 
trees, prominant amongst which are the brilliant yellow- 
tiled rools of Khe {imperor's paluce, ‘To the left, in the 
distance, & Jong and bold ontling of lofty hills is scon. 
Thus may be formed some idea of tho vast, oxtont of 
Peking, when but tho limited portion of w foro do- 
scribed can bo made oul from tho 6p of its wall, a 
huight of about fifty Leot, 

As I was jotlints down these notes in my fromo- 
randum-hook, a considerablo crowd formed at my back, 
closely watching my writing, and bohaving with the 
uluost decorum and civility, one of them s4eadying the 
book, for mo a4 T was wriling in it on the wall, 

On my way back to tho French Legation J olserved 

“a Punch aud Judy show going on in the streot, ‘Pho 
figures were of tho usual Chineso theatrical stamp, and 
the whole peylormance closely resombled our own, I 
also nel several alrings of cunls, convéying loads of: 
dine out of the cily, Uicir destination, T am told, boing 
an iinporial burial-grétnd, called the Eastern ‘Lombs, 
somo milex from Poking. ‘Thoso lombs arenew under 
ropair, tho Limporor hrving rocontly intimatod bis in- 
tqntion of procvodingdhore for ancestral worship on his 
retuan to Poking. ‘ . 

Al threo o'clock in tho aflernoon, Mt, Bruce, Colonel 
Nealo, and tho othor members of tho English Logation, 
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arrived in Poking, escorlad by the detachimont of Sikh 
« cavaliy. al'bis morning tho Fronch flag was hoisted 
aovor the gale of the Tsin-koong-foo, and on Mr. Bruco’s 
arrival the Union Jack was hoisted over the entrance 
to the Leang-Roong-fos, ‘Thus has heen pergcally con- 
summatod jhe establishment of the representatives of 
England and Trance at Peking. 

March 97th —Now is commencing porliaps the anost 
difficult part of a permanont English vesidoney at 
Poking, namely tho satisfying tho Chinese that wo aro 
a tolaabdly harmless and woll-inlentioned people, in~ 
clined to live with them on terms of amily rather than 
tho contrary, and that tho dosive of our Govermaont is 
that iG} subjects should respedt, as nitich as is connialent 
with reason, their national projralicos, 

Tho first thing pul into My, Braco's hand. on avriving: 
was a commynication from the Prince of Kung,* stuling 
that Lin, magistrate of tho Wan-ping district of Poking, 
had mado a complaint 10 tho’Princo in person, “that a 
British officor namod Thomas Dick had insisted on his 
supplying a cart and horses, alleging Uhat ib was for tho 
purpose of going to the Ku-yung-lewant a paas in tho 
Groat Wall, #0 shoot.” ‘Tho Princo Uion goer on to 
romark, “thal by tho ninth clauso of tho cumunereinb

Taking all the circumstances into consideration, Mr, 
Bruco has determined to request Brigadior Staveley lo 
rofrain forthe presunt from giving any further leave 
lo officers to visit Peking, from tho fear that casual 
visiis on the part of slrangors onxions to gratify 
curiosity may prove antagonistic Lo tho esteblishinent 
of an hémonious feeling at the opening of a new era

This forenoon, the Archimandite of the Crauk 
Church, tho head of tho Russian ccclesiastionl mission 
ab Vbking, dressed in his full canonicals, ealled on M.

Tho omy part of the day was cloudy, the thermo- 
meter standing at 47°, About one o’clock snow com- 
mengod to fall, shortly after which tho sun began to 
strugelo to show itself, and tho day slightly improved.

hoiled rive, tho supply of which ia unlimited. ‘he 
wator ingvhich it has bean boiled is vuserved du a ensk, 
and on aoplenishing Uheir bowls with rice from a loge 
flat basket placgl in tho contro of whero they ont, they 
moisten tho rico with somo of this water. Their other 
articlys-of food consiat of vegetables propared like piokles, 
and salt fish.

Quasintietion, ov Pomplo of Light, which is a largo 
ceclesiaatien) oxtublishment, consisting of a number of 
vourlg ayd Lemples in Uf) rear of ono anothor, but dif- 
foring Mom ony of tho tonyples 1 have syeb seen, by 
having a handxomo circular pagoda in front of the en- 
troueo, Tho roof of this pagoda is covered with Liles of 
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a Wrilliant light bluo, and is surmounted by a gilt globo. 
Two nearble terraces invest Une pagada, one above the 
othor, and aro ascondod by six equidistant fights of 
marblo stops; each (eiracof lias twelve stops in every 
flight, making o total of one hundred mud forty-fowe in 
tho to; She pagoda is conrequently reached hy six dine 
tinct flights of stains, onch. having twenty-four stops, 
In the interior thors is tho figdre of a god Hitting on an

Tosthis neighbourhood, at no great distance frum tho 
Qua-min-tjen, is the Poi-tang, or chituch of tha north, 
as already stated, the site of the groal esteblishmont of 
the Jesuits in formor dpys Like tha clinroh of he 
south, the ground on whieh (fe Poi-tang stood tina been 
restored to Hranece by the Convention of Peleg, mud 
takon possession of by the Wrench Roman Citlolie 
Mission, During tho short Liffe that hax olapyl, pyery 
oxortion has Peon mado to convert the ordinary étfnese 
buildings fonnd on the gromuls into an ecclesinationt

has beon erected, and tho imissionary bishop, When at 
Peking, resides ab this plagg, 

Onr visit lo ib was a very interesting one, Ad pre 
sonb the establishment is supotintended by the Abbé 
Smovingburgh, assisted hy the Abhd Thierry. Forty 
Ohinesw youths ae now gesiding there, inchuling fifteen 
aindiucives, ov auudent priests, Tn one square ava the 
dormitmios and ytudy. Th the former the bol-places 
are favo foot wide, and separated froin cach ithe hy 
high bonudings, open at the lop for ventilation, tho front 
boing scrvoned by a blue curtain, Adjoining tho dor- 
mitory, which is a long room partitioned off, the ASné 
Smoringhugh has his ron, through tho wall of which 
a wicket opons, onabling him to observe what may be 
passing in tho dormitory, Allogether, the arrangemonts 
tor the pupils seemed both judicious and comfo luble in, 
charneter, 

Wo text visited the chapel of tho institution, UW 
boing Cod Widay, all the papila wore assembled, along

ever, indications of greater auceuss are becoming ap-

Easter the whole of them asfeuble there that eve at

Tho Abbés Smoringurgh and Thierry have bath 
adapted tho Chincao gath, shave Uho front of tha head, 
and woar tails, Wo were most courteously received by 
thom, and kindly furnished with refieshmonts, consist 
ing OC Chineso fruit, preservox, aud confectionary ; also 
a liqnour resembling noyeau, prepared from_a xpirtb dise 
tilled from millet. Cho Abbé Snorighwegh is a Dateh 
man, and a person of grog energy and appareitly 
prectienl ability. Tn addition to superiitending the 
cslablishment generally, ho ix now kelively employed

Murch 30th—TDnring tho night we wore disturbed 
hy a good deal of heavy fiing in the neighbourhood,

Returning from the vbsorvatory, J endeavoured to

March 31a—This morningy T heard an amusing ine 
tration of tho difficulties councelod with interproting, 
owing to fo many of tho Chinoso words meaning tho 
samo thing, tho only distinction between thom hoing 
the intonation, Hor instance,"the word ping means & 
soldior, ico, a jar, a disease, tranquillity, and panels, 
Whilo“Lord Elgin was at Peking, ho was strack with 
the superior quality of tho Mongolian potatoes, and 
requested My, Adicins to order two hundred cuttios of 
thor (about two hundrod and forly poms). Shuai 
yu is the word for potatoos, bub it happens thet, with a 
slight variation of tone, ib dso mean cols, two him 
dyed cattios of which woro brought in pluco of the 
potatoos, Mr, Adkins having wifortundloly pronomnend 
the Shang-yu with the cel accent 

Afcemmunication was sont from Mr Bruco to-day to 
Wan-so-ang, drawing lis attention to Uhe hooling and 
stonowthrowing which occurred yestorday. 

This afternoon T visited, for the first Limo, Cha Chinese 
city, and walked wp the main street, whigh ris due 
south from the central guto of tho south wall of sho 
Tarlar city. Th is of considérable width, md hast 
mised causoway in tho contre, Gho intervals on eneh side 
botween it and tho pavement whieh frets the shops 
boing veeupicd hy yhalls, hooths, de. as on ipo ain 
streals of Utes Tartar city. Those on tli oastotie sides 
of the slreeb appemr to be ontirely devoted to the aude 

of pouliry, vegetables, and fish, of whieh Chere sooner 
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to bo wm amplo supply. Amongst tho vegolablas T 
noticed carrots, Lurnips, cubhage, polatoos, onioas, aspa- 
ragns, harrical beans, lontils, und a species of yan, the 
grealer portion of which must Tuo been pedsorved by 
some special process diuing (ho winter, ‘Cho fish con 
aisled chielly of Grout, honings, eels, wh@tings, and 
oouklox, Tho shops in this slreot ave all single-storied, 
wil most of them are decorated in front with curving 
and gilding, which, whon kept in repair, gis thom 
w handsome and cluractoristic appoarmice, ‘Lh sirect 
torminaes abont a milo from tho south gato of tho 
Tartar city by a bridge crossing a dry ditch, on the 
opposite sido of which a slong causoway commorcos, 
and proceeds straight to the central gale of the wall of 
tho Chinoso oily facing ifie south, On cach side of this 
eunsuway avo tivo largo onclosures—that on tho right 
having within ib tho ‘lomplo of Agriculture, that on 
the left containing the Templo of Teayvou, Tho former 
is enllod in Chineso tho Sion-nong-tan, or “Emixeteo of 
Vonorablo Agviculturists,” and is tho placo where, in 
accordance with anciont custom, tho Limperor preceeds 
ovory apring, antl, with the object of doing honuw to 
the ealling of the Tashbutdinnn, directs with his own 
hihi the plough ina xinadl fold wvé apart for tho 
purpoxo, ‘his coremony is doxeriod hy Staunton, in 
lis account of Lord Macartnyy’s embassy, as follows — 
“ Afioy Ilia Majesty Tuas directed the plough for about 
an dong, & group of portant chanting ab the samo time 
ron hin hyn in praise of husbandry, the princes 
of his court ay preat oflicers of state, follow his

tho vicissitudes of seasous frequently oecasion, whou he 
yecollocts that his calling has heen dignified in boing 
adopted by his sovereign, who is therefore invorpeiated 
amongst tho most numerous and usolul alas of lis 
subjects, aud scoms to wequird e eommun interest with 
them,” The Templo of Lloavon, surrounded with igh

April 1at—Tho Teang-koong-foa may bo deseribed 
nv consisting of two sets of quadrangular courts, running 
porallel to ench other, north mud sonth, with a covered 
pisango helwveon them, ‘These courts contain blocks of 
buildings, built in the tndinary Chinexo style of archi- 
toebire, ‘The aol of squared on the cnstorn aido form 
tho palatial portion, and contain Cho slate apartments, 
Phe reoft on this side aro covered with groen glazed 
ties, “and aupporled hy heavy column of wood. ‘Tho 
walla of the Iuildings consist of strong brickwork at 
tho lneks and sides, ‘The fronts are ouly bricked about 
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thréa foot from the ground, tho remnindor, iueliding 
the dooas, boing formed of light latticuework, covercd 
with paper, ‘The windows have large panos of glass in 
tho contre of the Inttice-work, which in the principal 
rooms is of vory ologant design, ‘Tho interior, Uhiaygh 
out of ropaty, is alill vory handsome ; tho coiling of the 
stato apartmonts shoing boantifully ducoratedt with poled 
dragons, within oireles on a blue ground, which again 
avo in tha contros of small snares of groon, sopmrated 
by inte.socting bax in veliof of groou and gold, 
Tho wostern division of the Too is composed of build- 
ings of a loss showy kind, bub nevertheless ftted mp 
avitl@greal clogames and tusta, ‘Cho roofs avo caverod 
with ordinary groy,tiling, It is ina fair stato of re 
pair, and is et present ocoupiod by tho Legation, Mord 
sentimonts, painted in gilt loblors on ornamental boards, 
aro placod over the outrances of Ue various Inildings 
in the differant courts, Some of them Mr, Wade tne 
lated”tormo this morning, ‘hat over tho door of! the 
apartments occupied by Qoloncl Nealo and iysell 
moans; “ Hall for tho nourishmont of virtue,” and tub 
over tho house roserved for Mrs, Roynolds, the Logution 
housckeopor, shortly oxpoetod from Shanghai, is“ Half 
for tho siudy and dovulopment of politeness” Tr addi« 
‘tion to those over tho ontrmnens, moral sentiment are 
hang up in thé datorior of all the prineipal rooms, Thu 
domain is surromided hy a high wall, oxtending 760 
foot from north to sonth, and 878 foot from enst ku west, 
Tho goneral character of the huikling is Ub of afiines, 
once prineoly, rapidly filling into decay, 
Arrangements heve bev made with a Chinese builder, 
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name Choon, for pulting the whole in thorough repair; 
and ib hae heen dedermined to convert the epalaual 
portion into the Legation, wesidonce, retaining as mich 
as possible its Chinese charactor, Tho other division of 
tho [oo is to be fitted up partly for the Chinese secre 
tury’s dopartments, partly as vosidonces dor to student 
fiterpraters, who aro in fature to learn the longnago ab 
Poking under the sitporvision of My. Wade. The general 
suporiutendones of the reprirs and alterations leas boon 
undortakon by Colonol Nowe, with tho aid, ae*intor- 
preter on tho works, of a untive of Poking, who hes beon 
some time ab Shanghai, and who, partly from having 
beon in Ma, Wade's servico there, partly from hing 
made a voyage to England with tho Rovorond Mr, 
Filkins, has piekod up sone knowledge of Hnglish, ‘Chis 
iuilividual rejoices in tho mune of Low-yoong-cluen, 
whieh, rendered into Mnglish, means, “ Low-—tho oyor- 
bubbling fomlain” ‘The name, howoyor, ho yoes by in, 
tho Legation is Svc-on-leo, which originated whet he 
was ab Shanghai, from a hibit he hid of saying, “Shall 
Bomort-loo do Uhia ar de that?” See-ou-leo mieane 
“dho Jie ong,” and was axed by him te au expression 
of Innailily. ‘Pho mmo having thus slagk to lim, by, 
it ho will fn future be montioned i in the colitsa of the 
numitive, 

This afternoon Mis, Reynolds arrived from 'Tien-tsin, 
wider the enve of Mr, Gibson, of the interprotorial staff, 
New tho south-western gales of the Chineso ‘city by 
whieh “dhey ontored with thoir train of surly, they had 
to pass the spot whore Gonoral Shung-pow is ab present 
eneunpud with his force, A largo number of soldicrs 
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imfied out to Jook ab them, dnt, fortunately for Max, 
Reynolds’ comfort, sho had brought up from Shanghial a 
couple of tnnkoy-cocks, whigh, being ahgerved hy the 
Chinese soldiors, attractad such an amount of attention, 
that in their oxeitement and auxioty Lo seo the foreign 
birds sho Gseapod almost wimoticed. “Shey were ovis 
donily tho first birds of thoir species Unb have heen 
scon on tho Poi-ho, as Mr. Gibson doxeribes (ho curtasily 
of tho poasantry Uno whole way from Tion-tsin to seo 
thom Ts having hoon remarkable, Shuyg-pow resides 
in a small lomplo near his enmp, and iy tho Chinese 
genoral who commanded ab tho action of Tel chow 
on Ctho 21st Soplomber, L860, Th was by his urdois 
that Captain Brabazon and tho Abbé de Law were 
bohoaded, on his army vetreating, 
April 2ud—T'o day Mx, Brueo paid a eomplinune 
tary visit to the Princo of Kung ab the Hoveign Otlleo, 
Jolonel Neale, Messrs, Wade, St. Clair, Wyndham, 
and ingself accompanied him, ‘ha whole party wert 
on horsoback, and a fow mounted men of the Bist 
Rogimont, under Tioulonant Gow, formed the excurt. 
Wo loft tho Leang-koong-foo about ono o’eloek, and, 
taking the samo route as that deseribed ly me on the 
occasion of the ronal wtinister’s visits we cence the 
Voroign Offteo ab tive o'clock, aud exnedly Cho smu 
modo of xeesption ocourre:dt as narrated hy me on the 
28th of March, ‘Tho Princo crmo out lo the yard, 
and very cordially mot Mr. Buneo,  Kwoilinagy owas 
there also, leaning on Tis aitendanis, and enue fore 
ward Lo mneot him. 
The general arrangements were Che sere tec fan the 
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reception of Mousiont de Bourhoulon, After schis 
wero takon, conversation commenced, prior tu@ which, 
however, Mis Bruce introiced us severally to the 
Princo of Kang, Mr. Wado iuterpreting our nanies and 
raspeclive posibions, alvering: Tatders so as ds enable 
aur names to bo intelligible to them,  T &as intro- 
daved us Lounio Msmys (18 being a Teller they carat 
proneunen or unederstuel),  Tang-Ki inmodiately cor 
revlod Mi, Wado, saying “Tri-fou,"” tplying @ higher 
Jogree of prvfiverionwal quilification thet is convefed by 
the tomm “ Hsiung,” whieh is the word generic in China 
for an ordinary medical practitioner, In addition to 
the Prince, Kwoi-liang, and Lang-I<i, Wan-se-ang, ohd 
‘PsoonsLuton wero vlso there, ‘Chey all had changed 
thor slylo of drosy, which was now of w lighlor doserip- 
tion, pueo-colonred plush ovor-coats Naving eeu sub- 
stituted for the fur ones they wore a fow days ago. 

Jonvorsttion was opened by Mr. Brueo conveying, 
throngh Mr, Wade, his thanks to the Prines for* tho 
ablention he had received from the various local antho-~ 
vition on his journgy to Peking. ‘Tho Prince tien made 
Sono Diquivios vospeeting Lhe progross we wore maling 
i gotlingg our resideneo in ordor, maul obaerved: that 
thofigh (ho size, mad consei@atly necommedation, was 
gvontt, alill Chat ho fonrod the repair wer but indifferent, 
the plea tab having haan oaeapied far wa yeuve prior 
(o dls boing Jeb to the British Government. 

‘Ma Bane inquired if the lamplo they aro at presont 
using f& intended to be the permanent Roveign Oftvo, 
The Prince snid No, thab they wore yetling a lew one 
Duilt ab the portion of the Lown whore the other public 
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Dortds avo, aud whieh was net fir from thie Lisa 
koong-6o, Mr, Brno expressed his: milistietion nt 
heaving that ib was to he sp near the Legation. The 
Princo Inughed, and anid, Yos, but it would bo fiether 
for thom 10 go, as their residences wore tie Che opposite 
direction, famely, near he Compl ab prescart i Une, 

Conversation thon tured on tho Cifieultios atlorlings 
tho learning of the Chinoxe hingaage ‘The Prined re~ 
marked that the best way of acquiring a wudimentary 
collogRial acquaimlaneo with it woukl be to peta Coneher, 
and write down daily tho worly leaned during dhe 
losson, according to thoir Maglish sound, with the tims. 
lation undornoath ; and, with the view of Hiether dnpress 
sing ib on tho memory and Javilifating sefaence, fe 
anuex also the Chinese charactors, [le thon went on 
to say, that a vocalmlary of Mnglish and Chinese world 
‘bo vory useful, if constructed out of Gho Manchin diakeet, 
as they would thus he able to gpell the Enylish words, 
the Manchu being an ulphabeutiow lugange* 

After tea and confectionery had heen taken, hob wine 
was handed round, and at interchange of conplinents 
accompanicd its being drank, ‘Tho ablempls of seni af 
our parly to uso chopsticks gave rise lo sumo litte 
worriment. Towards the ond of the duterviow, the 
Princo made an observation Loforring: lo foroign wines,

Prior do My Brneo leaving, Kwei-Hang andl Wan-so- 
ang inlined their intontion of euling upon him, to- 
morrow, if convoniont, for the purpose of paying hin a 
visit of coromony, and that dhe Prince would do so the 
following day, This being avrangod, tho interview lor- 
mined with the samo férmelifies as whon Monsieur do 
Bonrhoulon book lis leave, 

Allogethor the meoting passod offwigh great ajaparent 
covdiality on the part of Ute Princo and his colleagues, 
and, 14 fiw as they are individually concorned, I am not 
aware thab Lhoro aro any grounds for doubting tkoir 
sincerity, now Unt wo aro thrown into immediate and 
permanent contact with thom. Noithor is it desirable 
that wo should doubt it; on the contrary, now that tho 
war ia Lorminated, and thoy have had tho fullest domon- 
alvation of our superiority in arms, wo should give them 
fall erodit. for good intentions until overt indijengions 
display thomsclyes, warranting different views being 
ontoriained ; moderation in demands, and a conoiliguory 
Dearing, heb méro likely to convineo thom of our real 
eiviliantion (hen poriodio oxhibitions of destructive 
powers, 

April Sre.—Up to the present time tho woathor hag 
hoon very fing, ‘This morning, however, was dull, with 
aoino light wind, and about one o'clock wo had idther a 
amingt gquicl-sLorm, Whtilo out this foronoon, I was 
avcoslad hy wloy with a eat for sale, To followed no 
to the Legation, mad] gave him cighteon-pence for his 
ctl, and Landed it over to tho escorl, In one of the 
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simpcts Tancb a carl containing a huly. Tt was covereil 


with gwen cloth, and fabricated so nd lo depresets a 
xodan chaiy, , 
Ab two o'clock Kwoi-liang and Wan-semg artived 
ab the Legation with a long tutin of followers, Wane 
so-ang came in his carriage, which is one of the ordinary 
Peking curls, of superior construction, and covered witht 
blue cloth, Tle got out of ib A the gate, and momited 
a pony gvhich had boon brought for him by one of his 
ailendants, and aodo up to the door of the yecuption 
voom, Kavei-liang eum in his chair, whieh was covered 
with green cloth, having the lower part covered for (ie 
depth of a foot with searlet calico, to protect the eloth 
from boing splashed with amid, Ma, Braee ail Me, 
Wade received them at the door of the reception rama. 
Nothing of ony interosh oceurred during the inter 
view. * 

This aftornoon I devoted to an examination of a por 
tionvof the ‘Tartar cily wall, eommoncing will the 
contral gato on ils south face, which [ take to he the 
chief.gato of the eily, from its boing called in Chinese 
tho “ Moridian Gato 3” also from tho Tet, nlveuly men 
tioned, of its having a gute in tent of the Inetion 
which is never oponodl ng for the Emperer, Over this 
gato is a casomaled lower, ith fom rows of party, 
thirteon.in cach row in front, and four rews with fon 
ports fa each, ab the two ends, Tn Une rene af’ this 
tower Unere ix a enelosed spfivs, formed hy lus fins 
tion, on both pides of whieh agate opin to t® cust 
and tho west, and the cily is entered by a thint 
gole, which is tho one belonging to the city wall 
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Over this gate is a luge building, about sixty fect 
high, gandily painted, aud of charactovistie Vhinese 
wehitectaro, Over erch of tho lateral gates theru ave 
sinall caxomaled towers, With two ows of ports, six 
in eel cow, 

Tho southern aspeck of Uno eity wall is fced by a 
dry diteh, about one lrurdeed feot wide and tvalve tect 
deep. This diteh enn bit filled with wator wheu neces 
sary, by Titling corluin luks tia enn which Jends to 
the luke of the Yuonaning-yuon,  ‘Lhq wall is puevided 
with flunk defoneos in the shape of square bastions ab 
regular intervals, Bobweou the foob of tho wall and 
the margin of tho ditch there is a cleus space, about ano 
humaved and tvonty fet wide, On the opposite side of 
tho ditch tho buildings of the Chinese town commence. 
In front of the contial gato the diteh is crossed by a 
xtono bridge, with marblo balustiades, As tho errango- 
mont of Che basitous diflias w Httle on ench face of Ure 
vily, T shall desqvibo (hom in detail, 

Proceeding west from Uhe central gate, ata short 
distanee fiom it, (hore is a lage Imation, formed, like 
three sides of wsqitare, Pu front ave dwolve smd] embra- 
sitres, auton ench ide nine, The faeo of the bastion 
mensuires ony Ttndied nud thirty feat, and ils depth is 
fiom forty-live to dilly feat, Beyond this, ab regular 
intervals, there is siies of fiyo smatiox bastivns, alse 
of angiliar ship, wilh six cmbaasuyes unt each of Ghoir 
Qaeg aides, thera hetug’kevar feat betwaon each em- 
brea” Another large Instion now ingervenes, aul 
thoy continue in thid manner lo the oxlont of oighteon 
bastions, three large wad fiflvon small, until the western 
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geo of the south wall ix reached, which corresponds 
exactlyto the ono alrondy deseribed on the enslorn side, 
and called the Ha-ta-ntn, 

Midway botwoon tho central and western gatos a, 
brickod canal or drain, twelve foot wide, and about the 
same in dwpth, ontors tho eily, the porlion af ib which 
passes under tho wall being protected by double gates, 
which could readily bo blowh to pieces by common 
field aptillory, and an ontranco effected withont the 


troulte of breaching the wall, 

At tho west gale, the public ontyance in the bastion 
faces the cast, whilo al (he east gate it fheos the wert; 
iueboth instances another gate in the city wall having 
to bo passed through, Iwont some way up Uta wide 
stroot that runs north from il A aountebunk was 
porforming in the contre of a argo crowd, lo Tuul 
a little Soy with hin, possoxsorl of astonishing flexibility 
of limbs, admitling of their boing distortod in a mumer 
that it was painful to look at. 

Troturned to the Legation by the eontral or moridian 
gaic, as thero is no communication between the west 
and tho cast of the city, oxeepl by nfulcing a datour to 
the noth or tho south, no one being allowed to eros 
the imporial domain, which oxtonds frome a pola fine 
hundred yarda from the certral gato for exactly one 
milo and threo-quartora north, tn the emrse of ny 
walk T frequently stopped to uke voles, nnd rowed 
always formed rownd ine, cagérly watching mie writin, 
No desire to gnoy or insult. me was poreuplibler 

April 4th. —Vho public repart this farenaont was thick 
the Mmporor leaves de-ho to-day, ant that he will he vight 
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days on his journey io Peking, About ono o'cleck, 
howover, Timg-Ki and ‘Tkoon-Lnen camo to the Le 
uation to say that the Princo of Sung would not be 
able to como hefore Ciwed o'clock, in place of da, ag 
provionsly mamnged, owing to his having: buon deiined 
ab tho Foreign Office, consulting with hisgeolleaguos 
reapeetings tho anawer ta be returned to an Tmpeial 
Aeareo, or shang, wliehhad been received the evening 
before, and of which tho following is a tanslggion by 
My, Wale, from a copy given hy TangsKi, 

“On the twenty-socond of tho second moon of the 
clevonth year of Hion-fing (st April) the Muh-koh 
(Grand Seerelariav) had the honour to recaive Ae 
following inyperial decree > : 

#<Whoreas, in the course of the first maon, wo issued. 
a decreas, Lo the offuct that tho Imperial carriago should 
move homewartls on tho twonty-third of thes socond 
moon 3 wa subsaquently, in consequanee of slight indis- 
porition, changed tho day for tho commnoncempnd of 
mur journey to tho twenty-fifth of tho moon (bth 
April), During the Jast ton days wo have grined gomo 
atrongth, but wo ate still obliged to keop our niind at 
ertae, tl Huljoet orself ta medical Geatment, ‘Che 
princes mad ministers ahout ys have besought us, on 
the ground thet tho lei of aur porson is nob yeb 
fully yertored, to stay ow homeyard jonmoy for tho 
present. Their representations were so earnest that wo 
could nob bub yield to thair prayer; and our journey

Ab threo oelock the Prince of Kung eamo in his 
chain, y » Kas envied up lo tho door af tho yom 
impo fitted, up for the reception of Chinese 
visitors,’ fr, Bruce camo oub and reevived him, wd 
conducted him into tho apartment, Pho Pehuw tovked 
troubled, and by no means xo Guay as when we Au hin 
to days ago, JLo oxpressed his regret at not being 
abloeto come ak the hour originally appointed, mbdingg 
that the canso of his datention was conncetud with 
tho uon-rotuin of tho Hmporor to the eapital, whieh 
wes a source of anmoyauco and voantion to lin He 
took somo (va, immediately after whieh one of his 
attendants, a inendarin ‘of infmior guuly, browcht in 
a lighted pipe, fo which he took ne fow whith, and 
thon ant it away, Aller this som champs was 
handed round, ‘Tho Prineo drone a Tittle off it, hut 
seched cautious; and probably ho was right, leentne 
ho had just left the Erench Legation, whore le lad 
alsa, boon atter(ained with chumpagne, whieh, as 
woll as the culfve, he is stated ib have apparently 
onjoyed. ' 

Tho Princo looked about tho room, and mmele pamie 
renurks on sever of the ‘articles of furnitnie that 
wero nob familiar to his oye, Tho carpet pr tioularls 
atlracted his attention, and he enatudly observerdt that 
there was not the sane objection (a stone Kfoaeatat jue thies

On my way back, 7 walked along the bank of the 
ditch on tho sida nest ty the?

himself to Mr, St, Clair, and fraquents his rou, ‘Phis 
morning bis Chineso servant was endenyomring to px~ 
plain to him somothing conneated with the movements 
of a gentleman that he denaminnted “Cha-ta-lowyn 5” 
and it was some timo bofore it ocomrred to Abn St. 
Clair" that it was tho dog Charlio ho moant, which it 
turned out to be, tho literal rendering of the wards 
beihg, “His Tonowr Charlie,” who, by the way, fx le- 
ghming to bo known in tho streots of Puking hy the 
name of tho “foreign wool doy.” 

Lascorthinad to-day that {he canal whieh rims dowa 
the centro of the street in whieh the Lentigekoungetad 
stands, is tho Yueleang-ho, or Thyporinl yraiielin

Aprit ih—T availed myself of thy beautiful clear 
weather, and walked down wastroot ruming parallel with 
the south wall of the Imperial city, until iv’ iAvorsocted 
tho untin alrvat iu te oastern division ofthe city, 
Talcinys a comme dows: tho lator, T emme (0 is suction of 
it ontiroly dovotud to suuldluns! shops, i whieh large diss 
plays of all kinds of suddlery and harness were exposed 
fiw sale. I passed soveral oxtensive futoredl ostiblish 
nionta, aud sonta gunsmiths’ shops, whera matehlocks 
wore in process of boing mado, At tho timo, the work- 
men wero engaged amoothing and rounding tho béfo, 
which was offvolud by a laborious procoss of working 
o hand-drill down it, About tivo miles to the north, 
Unis stout is tlorseetod by another, which runs to tho 
xowth gato on the easter faeo of tho city. On forching 
the gato T foun the building near the inner gatoway 
covered with sealulding, and in course of Doing ro- 
decorated, Uhiv is supposed to be connected with the 
return of Che Hanporor-—tho gto in question being the 
one that he would probably lave ontered by, had he 
carried out is debention of coming hak to Peking, In 
othor respoots thin gato and itm defimecs art tho same 
as Chase deseriled on the kuutliern aspect

April Silt. —Last night, about lone o'clock, wo we're 
disturbed ‘by shouting, boating of gougs, dri, and 
bamboos, ay if tho town was iy a suite of genoral in- 
surrection, An hour aflerwarda, these noises were 
followed? by heavy firing, which continued for xome 
timo, ‘This mommy again fring recommenced at eloyen 
o'clock, and a succession of volloys were fired with great 
precision, On inquiring as to tho cause, we found Chab 
it Was a body of militiamen at drill in tho neighbour 
hood of tho moridian gato, who, ib appears, have heen 
rocontly raised as & Poking Volunteer Corps, hy a goutles 
mon of means of the name of Chout-soo-pay, and whe, 
in consioration of the sorvieo thus rendered, lias been 
invested with tho rank of  Militin-General, Tt ta to 
this ‘gchtleman that wo are iudobted in a considerable 
measure lo many disturbed nights that wo live had of 
lato, though not altogothor so, ay the regilar anny, 
undor Shung-pow, have heen ulxo having sowe neil 
night drills ab tho south-western myde of the city, 

Walking this forenoontin the Chinas city, ] saw a 
flock of about four hundred ponies driven Whe sheop hy 
Mongolians, who are Inown hy their broad few, ais 
burnt commbonances, and fiustrinmnel eaps, They are 
distinguishad ata ghee from the Chines and Tania. 
Ono of tho pAnies gob seprentod from thy flack, atl 
holtod wy a wrong stroot, upsolting a afl kept by an 
ald man, 6 vendor of feuit mul other oibles, de dimes 
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diatoly seized by Une bridle ono of tho ponies, on which 
ay dvover was momited, and Gvisting the bridle round 
his hima, refused to allow the man to proceed witil ho 
was indemnified for the iujury which had boon done his 
property. Tho Mongolian appoured to miderstand tho 
case of lis detention, but did not know witht the man 
was saying, boing ignorant of tho Chinoso langnage, 
With great coolness ho pulled ont his pips, and, having 
lighbod fl, sab quietly on his pony amokingy having 
malo up his mind to lot ovents inke tHoir toursc! ‘Tho 
Mongolian’s companions had all gone on in front, and 
ho malo no effort whatever to oxtrieato himsolf from 
tho grip of tho old man, who held on firmly to tho 
pony. T did not wait to seo tho result of the affair 
Todo in the afternoon to the northern ond of the 
main streot of tho castorn division of the city, with the 
view of reaching the An-tiug gate, which ia the most 
castor of the two novthorn gates, aud tho ono before 
which the allied arnites look up their position. ® On 
gotling to the end of the street, T found thet ib did nob 
comumuutieate dircet with Uke Ateling gato, but that i 
wits necessary to burn weslavard, Larongh some row 
Kivouls, ub Ha grea distances fram the north wall Tn 
one of These atreets an ald woman held up her fingor to 
me tb feat P thought in’ a repraaelifal manner, but 1 
ford tat ib war to abdrnab my attention, Sha thon, 
hy sigue, dudientod suffering, and pointed to the neigh- 
jouvhood of hor hearts bub whathor her distress waa 
wentat or phystenl £ came say, T gawe hev a trifle, 
for which she displayed unequivocal signs of gratiliude, 
whieh is net always the cage with Ge Chinese, whet- 
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ovor they may feel, but rathor the contrary, as they aro 
by no mana a domonslyalive people on the reeotpb of 
charity, I was nob Jong in reaching the An-ting gate, 
and passed out of il, ils exit boing on the eastern side 
of the bastion which fronts il, Within the space one 
closed by tho bastion, a number of cixenlar marks are 
seon on the ground; theso aro tho remains of the 
tronches Unat wore dug round tho tents of the soldiers 
during #ho time wo were in oceupation of tho gate, 
which,‘in gohertl appenrancy, is the seme as the othor 
gatos that have boon doseribed. Thore is a suburh 
outside of if, and the ditch in front of it is dry, * 

Prom the An-ting gato I rode on to tho Torche 
mun, the gale that J was wiable to reach on the Guk 
instant. T found it to be tho countorpart of tho An-ling 
gele, Outside of it a youd deal of second-hand saddlory 
was for solo, and, hanging upon a treo near ib wero Live 
square woodon cages, cach containing a human head, 
the fofnains of malofactors who had beon executed for 
offences committed in the neighbourhood, Close by 
this gate the water which flows round Lhe north-wostorn 
anglo abruptly torminatos, On ontoring tho city hy 
the Tor-cho-znun, on my way homewards, I found that 
the main street of the western division of the eily docs 
not proceed direct to this gato; as T thonght, but termi- 
nates a short distance from it, liko the vorroaponding 
streut on the caster side, amongst a nuniler of narrow

Mosars, Wyndham, Adkins, aud myself rode to the 
sont gate on tho oasturn fice of the city, ofr intention 
Deing lo visit aw small camp which a fow days pro.

tion with the anticipated return of the Emperor On 
passing oub of tho gate, wo crossed @ vuhning’ stream 
hy a very good slono bridge, and found durselves on a 
pavod*cnuseway in a crowded suburb, containing somo 
handsome shops, ‘This causoway is tho paved fond 
which procoads Uho whole way lo ‘ung-chow, wp which 
Lord Amherst's Hmbassy was brought in 1817 to the 
geto of Polcing, and thon taken round tho northorn 
portion of the city lo Yuen-ming-yuon, Where the 
unsneeessful ablomph ab an interview with the Emperor 
was mada, :

April 18th—Mr, Bruco paid his first business visit 
to the Prince of Kung, ‘Tho affairs disenssed rolated 
chiofly to tho misconduct of tho Tantai of Amoy, who 
ig stated to havo been conducting himsolf a liltle after 
tho’ old Canton fashion; amongst other things, when 
oidered by tho Vicoroy of tho province ty promulgate 
the treaty of Poking, culling ib in half, and pasting it 
on tho wall with the hinder, part first, so that ib could 
not bo casily road, ‘Cho Princo oxpresaod Linself very 
reasonably, and said that measures would he adopted 
io have tho matlor investigated.

Tn the afteneot rode with Messious Wyndlian 
mul Adkins Unangh {lus ninin Atvoot af Che Obtineke 
city. mad peso abefweor tho temples of Heaven and 
Agerien tiie to thee ventyal santh yatee af the lown, Prom 
Tiers we went inte the eountty in xemtherly direction 
for eotpley of miles, pradooding alongs a fine byonl road, 
leuling ta the entrauee of the Burporor's hanting- 
grou, Phos are onelowd within forly miles of high 
Drink wall, and contain a hinge amber of deur, xeveral 
of which wo amy hy getting on the lop of some sund- 
drift nea the wall, whéeh ouabled ws to sea into te 
interior, Near thy entrance, four wooden enyges werg 
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hafging wp, cach containing tho hod of an executed 
criminaP ‘Cho gate was opon as wo npproneched ; bub ax 
soon as wo wore ‘observed, the peopl in charge of it 
eamo oul and alosod it, from tho fear that wo aight 
rido in, and consequently got them into wouble, On 
returning vo look a different route, and passed Unrough 
a yillago whore a friy was going on, Booths wero 
oreoted along both sides of the road, contnining shows 
aud strolling theatrienls, ‘Tho strovt was very orvwded, 
and ovory Assiiiauco was givon us by tho erowd to 
cnablo us {o pass, Not to incommoade us, they slruok 
a small tont that blocked up tho way; tho truth being, 
tht wo woro ondeavouring to pasa on horseback whore 
horses wore not intonded to zo, bub which way neel« 
dental on our parts, as wo wore under tho impression 
that thoro ivas 2 rond in that direction, 

tho giitos of tho Chinoso city and its Wall aro inforior 
to those of tho Tartar city, Rach gato haa a small ease

April 16th—T rode with Masaiours Wyndham mul

rounding the north-western augke of tho wall we camo 
upon Shyng-pow’s camp, ontrenched in the neighbours 
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hood of a largo pagoda, having a bemplo attached 18 il, 
where the general ab prosont hes his lead-quarters, 
The soldiers are disposed ina series of «mall nul on- 
tronelancnils, within which their tents ava pitched, aud 
algo some niutbinge hints erected. The soldiows we saw 
word dreskol in blac jackels with red hifidors, the 
dosignition of the corpy behysgmuoked on a cidular 
hadygo worn on their chests fora and aft. 

As we wore returning home on the ontaide of the 
south wall of tho ‘urtar cily, a munbervftyouths wera 
amusing themselves amongst the sand-drifis that are 
common abl the base of tho wall, at athletic oxorcises, 
benring howover a alrong resemblance to the feats Bf 
mountebanks; thoir evolutions consisting of tumbling, 
jumping, throwing someranults, do,

Admiral Flope’s visit lo the Princo of Kung tool 
place to-day, as proviowsly arranged. Brigatlior Stnyo- 
loy wont at tho samo limo, and Mx, Wado accompantod 
thew as intorprotor, Cuplain Corbett and mykelf wore 
also present, ag well ag Livutenant Carnac, of Mine's 
Horse, who was in chargo of a fow aowars (hal recon 
panied tho Achniral as agi cxcort from ‘Lionetsin, ‘he 
sama corumonials wore gone ‘through ex thew which 
ocourred on the orcasion of tho tivo ininistertal visite, 
and the sano people wero presont, They wera all in

The chop- 
slick enso, purse, and porch containing their keys, hang 
on the othor side—alse tho spectacle-casy, whon glasses 
are work, In this arrangement wo seo anothor iistaneo 
of the contrarivty of tho Chines eustoms to ony own—

Tho conversation which passed at the interviow was

thoy invitett mo forwards, and took mo to a division in 
tho contral gato through whiely 1 could sve distiuwtly 
tho front gato of tho palace, ab the ond of the walled 
avonuo Igading up from near tho Moridian Cate.

Doing now healed they aro desirous to rebum bo their 
homes, and have aceordingly requostod him lo inform 
Elis Highnoss, so as bo provent any misapprehonsion 
ag to the circumstances which have occasioned their 
absonco, 

T visited tho mon to-day with Mv, Gibson in the part 
of the Foo whore thoy have been lodged mud fod sineo 
their arrival, I ascorlained the following items of 
information about thom individually +-— 

Ist. Ching-shong, a Manchu soldier of de-ho, Cu 
wag wounded in the left shoulder and right log and foot 
at the action of Pa-leo-chow, on the 21st of September 
last, His ago is thirty-five.” Tho has aw wife mul two 
childron, His fathor and mothor resided with him ab 
J oho. The former is » bannorman, and tho gonoral 
rule is ghat tho sons of soldiers practiso archory from 
an 1 oatly ago, until they have acquired sufficient pro- 
ficioney to admit of their being omployarl ag aoldiors * 
when occasion roquires their sorviees, To has Ieun 
borne on the strongth of the banner forea of do-ho 
since the ago of ninoledn, Dut hea only ben recently 
actively omployed, His first “sorvieo wax wider Sri 
ko-lin-sin, against tho rebols in THo-nan, shortly before 
our dofeat at Va-ku, in Juno, 1859, Alter that eveut, 
as thero was every prospect of war, the forco he belonged 
to was moved ‘up to tho Poi-ho, and placed in an one 
tronched camp at ‘Ta-ku, in the rear of tho forly, With 
roferonco to this man, Mi, Wade told mo yestorday that 
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ho talks oxeollont Mandarin, and haya good knowledge 
of writing, Te therefore made proposals to him to 
aly hore al (ake xervies with ws. ITis reply'was, thet 
judividually he would he very glad, indeed, bo do ao, but 
thet in addition to haying a wife and two childzen, he had 
his fiathor and mothor living mudor tho seme rool with 
him ab do-ho, to be new whom ho proferred snerificing 
his more inmediate intoreaty ; in feet, that ib was his 
duty a4 a son to do so, for whieh he took no avddlit. 

Bud, oor-lin, a Mongol saldier of pho Cha-har trike, 
Tla was worded in the right leg ab the battle of Chang- 
kin-wan, His ngo is twonty-one, By profession he is a 
small farmer, having somo land aud cattle of his own. 
Ho was ellled on to sdrvo mndor tho fendal systom, 
which atill provails in Mongolia, and followed! his chivf 
to battle, whose name wit Shay. ‘This man atte 
was found by Mr, Morrison five days after tho action. 
Tfo had hoon exposed caving tho whole of that period, 
and hid had no sustenance, except a single apple, . 

Bed. Mun-tsin-tsai, a Chinese soldier, of the province 
af Shoesen, Ug was worded in dhe hack and in “the 
night leg ab Paelowchow, To ix Chinty-live yours of ago, 
and has served for soventoon years as a soldier, Ho 
wea drewe by the Covermmofit for the army, and waa 
provionely an agriondturikt, like the roxt of his family. 
Ye haa a wile and children, and, like tho othors, ia vory 
anxiona to veln heme. 

4th, Ma-yuleloo, » Chineso, and native of the Nang- 
pai district in tho ‘Mon-isin profoeture, No iy a pedler 
hy trado, and was sevoroly wounded in the head ab Pa-

and thon rotumning, lv is n widower, and has uo chile 
dvon; consequontly bing withoul special local abtach- 
mont, ho has been told that if fie comes bo (he Logntion 
on his rolwen from Mongolia, ho wiJl bo provided with 
employment, should it suit him lo aceopb it, Tle goes 
by tho name of tho Old Podlay of Pa-loe-chuw, mid he 
has proved a most kind and abtontive nie to his 
wounded comrades sinco his own conynleseoncy, 

Aftor interrogating the wounded nen, May Cibxon 
paid a visit to a Military Mandarin vosiding nen tho 
Anting Gate, to whom he had onderod somo asainteucs 
during oir occupation of the locality, 'Thix Mandarin’s 
house was ono of thoso told off to lu occupied by our 
troofis, but ho could not porsuado his mothor Wo leave 
the houso whon the rest of the family did, so he cano 
to x. Gibson, who was with tho anny aa inlorprater, 
and beggod that his mother wighb uob ho disturb, 
Mx. Gibson brought the circumstance under the noties of 
Sir Robort Napior, who c&mmanded at the Anting Cute, 
and ho humanoly not only acéuded to thy Mandutin’s 
roquest, bul also dircoted a corporal’s guard to be plaenl 
ovor tho house, so that the old lady anight ho tekken 
care of, and protcetad from the plundering soldiory 
about. Wor this act of considuration every gratitude 
aaa shown by horself and family on the anny leaving, 
and the old lady horsolf insisted on coming. to General 
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Napier, and in person conveying to bin her thanks. 
Ma, Gibson, on the oaension of Tris prosunt visit, was ab 
once recognised, and vocoived with growt warinth hy the 
family, consistings of tho old huly and threo married 
sous, ‘Cho young ladies, their wives, cume in will their 
ghildvon in thoie arms aud sat down in tho*veom, and 
ropouted Vivir previously-oxprossud fuolings of gratitude, 
Tho family would uot allow My Gilson to leave without 
soma refroshmont in the shape of confectionery and 
Shoo-shing-chin, a wine made from rico, which is usually 
dvank warm during tho cold weather, 

April Q5th——For tho last fow days T have obyerved 
& boy about the Legation gato in ragged clothing, who 
novor solicits charity, but scons auxious to carn a trifle 
by undortaking any little job, and will follow ab a short 
distanco all over the Lown in hopes of a purchase hoing 
made, whon ho immodiately comes up and &flors lis 
sorvicos (o carry ik home, ‘Uhik foronnan T natiead Ii 
domuded of his mgged jackob, and looking more than 
ustilly eal down, Seving mo look ab him, te unde 
signs that ho tak beon ietronted, fC touke lint to Mos 
Wado, who kindly interrogated him as to his grievance, 
whieh was, that his jacket, bad as ib waa, had been torn 
from hia back by a oman, anf thet he droaded going 
homo lest hiv parents, Who are vendors of frit now 
one of the city gales, shonld chastide bine for the loss of 
his wearing apparel. On inquiring es to ho valu he 
placed on his jacket, be said Urree-bwontiotls of a tael, 
which in Muglish money is wbout e shilling, T thorefore 
onsad hia mind on the acoro of corporal punishment by 
giving him twice tho ostimatod valuo of his jacket. fn 
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tho afternoon I found him standing ab the gato with a 
now jacket on, and a lettor from hix parents, whieh Mr. 
Wado tronslated as follows +-—“The father and mother 
of Too-wan-seo-ang, aged twelve yer, common people 
of tho 'Ta-ching-mnin-yon (Chinoso nation), present their 
rospecls lo your Excelloney, and placo Uhoir son ab your 
disposal, should you wish bo employ him.” This epiatle 
gavo 80 favourable an improssion of the apparent re- 
apeelability of the poor poople, who, like thelr hettors, 
havo ovidently thoir “Taoli,’* that Mr, Brace kindly 
authorised tho omployment of tho boy on tho premises, 
if any suilablo oceupation could bo found for him, 

Ab tho raquest of Messiours Parkos and Wade, T ace 
companiod them this aftornoo to Elmny-Wi's private 
residonco, he having exprossod to then. ew wish to wynil 
himsolf of tho surgical skill of tha West, We fom 
him ocotlpying a vory nice house in a abreot nen the 
north-west anglo of tho imporial city wall, On our 
arrifal he mot us ab the door, and conducted us through 
two courtyards to his recoption-apartinent, whieh was 
Auted up with grent buto aud nortnost. ‘Che rao it 
of oblong shape, with two open partitions, the upper 
portions olaboratoly carved, ‘hese give the roo a

wore dressed in rod jackets, with while borders, and 
wore armed for tho most part with matchlocks, Some 
of thom, apparontly the ficld artillery section of the 
foreo, carried ono large gingall rosting on cach of thoir 
shoulders, Mz. Parkes put a fow questions ¢o thom 
about thot pay, which they said was nominally three 
(nals a mont (about twanty-ono shillings), bub erat 
at prewont they wore only receiving half thet sin, 

whieh was not sifficiont for thoir support, 

Alter romuling’ tho north-wesb angle of tho cily 
wo took a westerly course, and ab anes gol into a 
beautiful country in gonoval eoultivation, and dotted 
at short inlorvaly with little clumps of collages, giving 
ib vory mh tha apponranea of ono vast dotachod 
villago. Ab one of tho first of theso that we eano 
to, a little way from the cily, was a cago with a, 
head in it, hanging from the branch of a tee, being 
thoru suiaponded with tho view of doterring ovil-dors 
from crime, innch aflor the fashion wo adopt at 
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home of orccting a figure inn garden tq lrighten away 
birds, 

About this part of the country wo passed gover 
pagodas and Mahomedan monumonta, ‘fo the loft of 
tho rond a vory neat caiclosuro ablractod our allontion, 
which MG. Parkes ascortainod was a fanily baying 
ground, Inside thore wore olevon lnnli, and oyer Lhe 
gateway an inscription, recording the faeb that one of 
tho family whose remains repose within, uamed Kwang. 
lin, had in his bine gained high literary honowra, Le 
wwas a doctor of laws, who forly-six years ago, abit pmblie 
oxamination, slood ono Innidred and sixtoon on the 
list; which, from its being thas publicly recarded, we 
ave justified in inforring must have been wt yrent litenuy 
feat, ‘ 

Aftor wo had got about four miles ont of town ina 
westarly dircelion, « pagoda was xeon, of considerably 
height, on an olovation near Lhe base of the hilly ‘Shin 
is the pagoda of Yuen-ming-yuen, situalod on a amull 
hill at tho wostorn extremity of the grodndss from 
its substantial construction, ib complotoly rosistwl the 
efforts of our troops to set it on fir, on tho ovension 
of the burning of the palace buildings, 

As wo approached Ure foot of tho hilly we met a 
string of camels coming alung*the main xond, ulen with 
coals from somo nino about twouly miles distant, We 
observed dobled in tarraces a long way wp the mama 
tango, & sories of buildings that we concluded were (he 
temples wo wore in sewreh of Wo now diverged fron 
the main road, and proceeded down (he side of ue water 
course, which seemed a shorter way la the part of dhe 
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hills wo wished to go bo than following tho road, In 
thig raving wo passed the remains of a lamman skeleton, 
consialing ef tho vertu and skull We alsa moto 
mative, with « huge goftve, the (lsb t have soon in 
Chinn ; 

‘Wo reavhod the fool of the hills ab tavoutf anbiites 
pest nine, On the slope near where we commonced Lo 
agcond them, or rather the winding passnges rauning 
through thoir base, wat a lage burying ground of a 
horao-shoa shape, formed by dowblo lines of wall with 
au tuterval between them, Ab ten o'clock we came bo a 
small Buddhist estublishment a little way up the ascent. 
Vrom tho priest in chargo of it wo learned that tho 
tomplos above il, extonding the wholo way up this por 
tion of tho rango, aro cight in number, and that they 
wore esiublished in tho days of the Ming dynasty, which 
torminated in 1648, ‘These temples go by thoeume of 
tho Pa-tuaneo-ow, ov “the oight groab tomples.” 
Ms, Parkes anado armugoments with. the priest efor 
tho slabliig of aur horses, and (or sapplytiys Ghent with 
food mal water, After having Tad some den with the 
priost, we commeheod tho asst on foot hy a wind. 
ing pathway, under the dircationt of a reapuotable 
Jooksing: tan from a small village in the neighhorrhood, 
who offered his servieos ay guide, and in a short time 
roachud the first of the eight great temples, called the 
Shing-kwang-shie. 

This tomple consists of a xovica of squared or courl- 
yords, with lo special buildings Aited up as plnees of 
worship with all the usual paraphornalio of the Buddhist 
faith ; and as thoxe present an ondloge varioly of design 
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and arrangomont, [ will deseribo rome of Chom in detail 
as I prococd, Jn the first ono wo visited, iu the ren of 
Uho altar, Uhove was a Jago gill Buddha, supported on 
cach side by two Sgures in the alnnding posbure, while 
silling ina row ab both onds of Ute room, thor were 
nino figufes, expensively dressed, reprononting bonovo- 
lont-looking olderly men, ono of whom was palting a dog. 
in asecond place of worship, in a court wb the back of 
tha first one wo ontered, thers were threo female idols, 
cach with an altar before them, on which tho wauil aot 
of vases, candlesticks, ard inconao-lamner stoud, ‘Cho 
contre figure was holding an infant in her handy 5 tho 
two sido ones wore silting on gilded lotus leaves, Lhe 
figure on the left hand had sisteon won; the one on 
tho right bad oight rom tho lower hinds of jot) 
figures bundles of artificial oyes wore anapoudedy the 
offoringa, wo wore informad, of individualy who Jind 
boon owed of ophthalmia through tho aid of texo 
godlossos, 

Lheso placos of worship woro handkomely*decorntad 
and in excollont oder, ‘Tho walls of tho courl-yard~ 
wore covorgd with greon eruopora, trhinod neatly nung 
tho wall on irellis-work ; thesa plants, it is stated, Lear 
noithor fruit nor flowers, ‘ho non-sneordobal apart. 
monts of the tomplo wore very clean ind edinfortably 
furnished ; ao much so, that without inconvenience wa 
could Jaye tukon up our residynco in thom, The 
windows were formed of laitico-work of ornamental 
pattern, covered with paper, each windew having ono 
largo pane of glasa about Uhre foot long and two fect 
broad in its contro, 
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Tu tho front of tho monastory there is a terraco; from 
which wo had a fine view of the surromding country, 
Attached (o this establishment thera is a pagody about 
oo humilrt feet bigh, {tis entered by a door thinty 
foot from the ground, reachod by a flight of steps. Tho 
fiterior consisia of a small lomplo with an athed roof, 
the wall being papaved; the pattern conaisted af a mul 
dipliention of reprosondations, in ved, of a fomnlo divinity, 
whieh ata short distance gives the wall tho appearance 
of boing paperod with largo-sizod penny postago-slamps. 
fy this chapol thore ia an altar with a gilt figure sitling 
behind it, with a pair of smallor ones standing apart on 
cach side, and again at right angles with tom are two 
truculont-looking warriors, with xpears in thoir hands, 

in altitudes of doflanco, Payodas of this natura ave 
fraquontly attached to templos, and aro sipposod to 
keop away evil spirits, who are seared as sone they 
seo them, and ab once retire from the neighbourhood, 
not daring to approach where these pagodas are. # 

Ty an Srclosot court near Cho fost of this pagode 

sthore is a small grove of fir treos ximuling the tombs 
of throw former posts of the templo, Mach of the 
tombs congista of a aquare inarhle gereophaygus, raised

tery, © vory clerical and rospeotable-looking Bonzo 
(Buddhist pricst), the chiof of tho monastery, came aut 
and sululod us, after the mumor of tho priesthand, hy 
approximating tho tavo lands and thon mating a wavy 
ourtsey, On loarniyg that wo wera gohg bo visit the 
othor tenfples highor up; he offered to lawe some relrosh- 
ment propared for ws on on return, which we ugreod ta 
neeuph, 

This priest informed ua that those aight compler are 
fashionable places of resort hy tio Pelingeso diving the 
hot season, aud that the highor classes frequently cone 
out and spond a few days abn tine, combining chase 
of air, scone, and goneral recreation with the doi of a 
little “joss pigeon,” as voligious worship is elled: in 
Janton Tuglish, Mashionables usnaly commence lo 
come ont about duly, and the supplying thom with tir. 
nishod @partinonts constitutes ono of the xonrees of 
revonuo of the temples. 

Anmediately above this temple thora is nother, bub 
this is an ontirdly distinct ostablishmont Th fa also 
situated on a terrace from which thore is a fine viowm 
Tt consists of a slighly undulating ylain, covered with 
little clumps of collages and trees 5 tho galowny tower 
of Poking, tho palace, avd the pagodas in ite neighbour. 
hood being seon tu tho distance, ‘This lomplo is mineh 
smaller than the ono bulow, and is naned dhe Sne 
shang. Ono of tho priests, lo enrblo us better to ap. 
preciato tho viow, brought ua im old telescope, beneing 
the maker's namo, “Willinm Ashmorag, Louton” ‘The 
Visitor's aparlinonts utlached to the temple wore also 
clean and comforteble, In one of them there was a 
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tablet over the door, wheoby, by a peouliar arrango- 
mont of Che paper, ono inweriplion represedted threo, 
avearding (o the sida on which it was leaked wt Ln 
front it was one moral sentiment, which ehangedt to 
mother whon looked ab from tho right, and to a third 
mou sentiment when viewed from tho lef « 

The next temple wo visited is called the oi-shea, A 
{light of stops Tauly tp to tho first pourt-yard, into which 
we passod wider a painted aveloway, rom this court 
wo aseondad a second flight of stops, torminating in 
another terrace, where thoro is a placo of worship or 
* joss-honsy,"” on a somewhat extensive scale, with 
shrubs in glazed. enrthomvare pots in front of it In 
this joss-houso there was ono gilt divinity, of ordinary 
size, nitived in a yellow sill robo, with «“singlo figur 
studing on cael side, AG both onds of Ue room vine 
gilded lignes were silting, ‘Mio immaienl ingjytmonts 
eonsisied of a largo drm, supported on the back of a 
wooden glephant, and a largo and hundsomely-cagved 
bell, about five foub high, suspended from a massive 
wooden frame, and somied by bei xteuek on the 
outside by a weedlen mallet. Behind this joss-houge 
we fonnd another, having an altar in front of a gold 
Joiua tae, with Tildle gill figures aprhiing oub of the 
buds. Behind thia thera was a second altar, at which 
gilt Brddluws wore siblings on lov leaves, On vach sido 
of these coutral altars there were Interal ones with the 
onstomary applinnees for ineonso burning. 

Wo now ascondod a third flight of stops, forming 
portion of the sue temple, aud camo to onother ter 


race, containing a court with a Uivd joss-hause in ip 
a 
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Hore tho prosiding divinity was a goddew in gilt, with 
twonty-lwo supplementary arma arranged all rome 
hor; naling in all twenty-four with whiel she wor 
provided, Tn each of her hands there were vilher 
weapons of offonce or dusigne of one form or another, 
This deity$ wo wore told, was the Buddha of a Chonan 
eyes and @ thousend hands, On each viele of hor were 
soparato altars, on whieh several nuuignant-loulitgg divi+ 
nilics woro sitting. Th ono of the apartments at tieher 
to this lomple, 1 observed some Russian nanos, and the 
your 1882 seratelied on Uno wall. 

Leaving this temple, wo continued the ascent wp the 
mountain range, ity steopuess boing materially loseened 
by tho judicipus manner in whieh the pathway has hoon 
formed, On reaching the next lomple, we forunl it to 
bo Limg-tgoon-ngan, or “ Dragon Pamtain Monastery,” 
and whigh consials of aaprios of torreos similar lo Uesy 

Wo had just loft, It is in oxecodingly good order, and 
vorytneatly decorated, ‘Tho general arrangomonts wore 
much tho aamo as in the temples undornenth, ‘Within 
a court-yard thero is enclosed a slono fountain, bwonty 
feot square, with a number of gold fish swimming in it 
and tho walor dripping into it from the mouth of a 
dragon sculptured in meyble, Prom this court o tight 
of stops ascend Lo some buildings aboya; tho walla an 
each sido of tho alaps being eovored with a vinuelike 
crooper, 

Tho next tomplo wo visitor was a considerable ine 
tance up tho hill, and it took us nearly half an lew to 
reach it, ‘Tho namo il is known hy is tho Shang-keoon- 
sho, or “ Temple of the Mragrant Frontion.” Jt ix com- 
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posed of a aories of Lerraces iid joss-houses, Tn ono of 
thom 1 counted three humdrod and ninoty-vight small 
idols, imgilt met, xangod on both sides of the wall at 
right angles with the chiof allay, ong Imudred and 
ninoty-ning of them boing on cach side. ‘Thyso lignes, 
My Parkos aseortained, hal Deon brought from monas« 
levies hayoud Uo Great Wath Tie the rear ef tho front 
Conple Unore fs an extousive range of buildings, the 
eontral ove of which isn joss-houso propitious to fecun- 
dity, In the upper storey of this building there were a 
mmnnber of buxom fomale Buddhas gaudily painted. “Tn 
anoxteme aparlmout wo found an aller covered with 
soveral seores of miniature tombstones or fanoreal tablots, 
formed of ebony, with gill inseriptions on each, ‘Chose 
werd momorialy of wll the formor priests that have 
belonged bo this particular tanyple. 

Adjoining tho Bonrt containing tho buildthgs just 
dosoribed, a Huo to the Jeft, we eons to another oxton- 
sive range of buildings divided ito cou t-yards 5 one of 
thom, overlooking (he plain, and having a tine spacious 

“vormnidah in front of i, boing ftted np with tables and 
sorta for the acconmiodation of pleasure pavties, rom 
Jira tho view was really muagnifleont; Uno inereasod 
hoight wo had yeached laving frnyght the Wan-he into. 
night, & viver Une. monitors through the plain botwoon 
tho mountains mid Poking, and ultimately juins tho 
Poi-ho w little wbove Tien-tsin, In the courtyard of 
this temple a nunbor of walnut and lilee teos wore in 
flower, 

We now procooddod to tho tomple furthest up the 
hill, which is callod tho Paon-chu-loong, or * tha

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Picsious Penrlspring.” Tb te axeauded hy a stoop 
winding pathway, formed into a sorb of Corton euise. 
way, which extends from tho “Dragon's Homunin 
Templo.” From hero, again, ot view had fnerceascel 
in oxtont, tho whole of the platy surrounding Pekiye 
lying at our foot, na well ag the mountain ascent ul 
tho tomples wo had previously visited. 

From this temple a pathway hay bee formed ly 
Wavellors Lo the lop of the © Wester Motntaiis,” mul 
wo comploted our visit Ty imaking (he ascent, and 
golting a viow of the opposite aide, On veucling the 
top, the first thing Uhat abtractodl our attention. was: the 
backwardness of vegelation, showing the severity of (he 
climate ab Unis height in winter, ‘hoe view consisted of 
a beautiful valley, with the Won-ho ramiing through it 
tho mountains closing ib in on every side, Tho hills in 
the neighbourhood aro slony, and were covered with a 
seanty light brown grass, ‘Tho greater part of Hhowelloy 
nppenred to be under oullivation, its colour indicating 
soil that had recently beon turned up by the plough, 

Ib was halfpast ten o’lock whey wo xlorled from 
the little tomple at the foot of tho hill, where we lott 
ow horses, and tivo o'dlook oxnally by the time wo 
reached the lop of the’ range, Altar onyfuy ings for Teall 
an hour the rofreshing breozo and tho view that, mere 
than probably, my Anglé Saxon now anw for the thst 
time, wo commencad our descont, and in abot an lena 
reached the templo where wo had arranged with the 
priest lo lunch, | TTot walter and course toweln wore 
immediately brought in for ua to wash our fives and 
hands ; the Chinoso appoar io have an objection to 
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using cold water to the feo when they aro heated. 
Attor wo had performed our ablubions, we fod a 
ropast propared, consisting entirely of vegotables and 
Chinese maccaroi About (iftean lita dishes were 
placed on the table. Animal food is not eaten by tho 
priesty, hones they had none to offer us, Whe Voge 
lables, however, wera cooked in varions ways and very 
odihlo, Cho meecarani was meade inta a sorb of soup, 
Onr host, after leaning whore we resided, reeuosted 
pothuission to call and avo us on the first occasion of his 
visiting Poking, ‘ 

We now rotiwned to the little temple below, whore 
our horses wore, and while thoy were gotling ready 
I touk a look at tho interior of the josi-honse set 
apart for worship, Tt coulainod tho throa Buddhas—~ 
the past, the present, and the fitnye, ‘The images ave 
gill ones, Uno sizo of life, The Buddha of Uf presont 
ocenpics tho contra; the past, the loft, with its hand 
sopen, bidiewing Unt his hook las been opened%and 
woud, ‘Tho futive sits on the right Tn trot af Ghis 

temple a mnber of momitain chai were ranged, rendy 
‘for (ho conveyance wp the hill of pleasure parties or 
pilyrhng, By the tine we got our horses ready, ib waa 
f qharter past fon and wo thok ow departure, meh 
pleased with our visil 16 thesy xucluded and hospitable 
monaatics, who, the whole way np, provided us with tea 
and offorad othur rofreshmonts, 

Tmay romark, that tho first thing which abel: mo, 
on arriving near the foot of these hills, was tho realy 
adaptation of tho local resources to tho purposes of 
building; soveral houses built of stone, and roofed with 
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slate, being observed. Tn somo instances the frame~ 
work of the windows were hewn out of the xolid ston ; 
tho first of thoir kind Uhat T have sean in Chinn 

We veachod the southern of tha west yates of the 
Tarlar city (tho Pin-izem) ab six o'clock, md abot 
an hour atverwards gol lo tho Loang-koong-fan, whore 
we had tho satisfrotion of finding that Che Maptivhy mil

thousand two hundred small gilt images; sixteon bun 
dyed of them on each sido of the room. Alka, thik in 
a separate Lomple there are five hundred colossal fives 
formod of gilded wood, and called do-hans, ‘he jerewt

Aftor haying mot with overy civility wid altontion 
from the prices in charge af it, wo loft “the Monastery 
of the Agure Clouds” at thee in the affernson, and on 
ovr way homo siirted tho wall of Yuon-ming-yue, 
and we wero glad to observe that a considerable number 
of tho Inildings senttered about the oxtensive domain 
have escaped destructionn—tho attractions of plunder 
having probably intorforad with tho soldiers carrying out 
thoi ordors and eomplotiug the destruction of the whole 
of tho palaco buildings, There is no dowht, however, that

tho lumple ab once veeognisod Ma, Paukox, and réulily 
gavo us admission, . 

Tho room whero Messe, Parkes and Luel were 
confined, is a small ono on tho lott-hand sido of the 
entrance to tho back rango of tho temple buildings, 
Thoro is a small paved court in front of it, with two 
colar and lwo pear trees growing from bobween the 
flags. In the hall which adjoins the placo of confinement 
a guard of Tartar soldiors were kept during thoir im. 
prisonment, My, Parkes drow ow attontion to a mark 
on one of the pillars, which measiwed from the ground 
six feol fivo and a half inches, ‘This was tho height uf 
one of the sontries, whom thoy had measured during 
their confinement, "They were alluwedl Lo Luke oxerciae 
in the court-yard, a record of which still romaius on 
ono of the walls, in tho form of a rough attempt lo 
portray the world on Moreator's projeotion, Ue lnndi- 
work of My. Loch, dono lw while away the time thet 
hung heavily upon them, « 

On the wall of the room whieh they oeaupivrl, tore 
is written up in Chinese ink,

Mey Fthe—Vining the night ome heavy rein has

canal, whore if passes under the wall, would admit of 
nino or ten mon walking abreast in it, and ib is there

People passed lo and fro, inking no moyg notice of 
ib then if it was a doad cat, Tho sigh) was not 
ong that scomed in any way to interest thoso that 
wore pasing-—any moro than was his condition, when 
dying, ono that appealed to their sympathies, When 
Doggars dio in the slreet4 as this man has dono, their 
bodies lio where thoy expired wntil they ae removed 
hy the constable of tho district, Ono reason why tore 
is an objection on the part of tho public to interfere

do #0, Lhey heconie by lew responsible for the expenses 
of their nial, 

While walking wider the wall, T mot soveral China- 
men availing thomselyos of tho change in tho lom- 
poratnre Lo give their Lindy an airing, also saw soma 
mon hawking; the plan they adopt is the following : 
Thoy have the hawk hooded and resting on the loft 
wrist, ona foot having a picco of light wino fastened 
yound it, tha remainder of which is wound round 1 
light woorlon rollor, which is stuck wp the sleovo of the 
loft arm, and can be readily dislodged, ‘ho amount of 
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string rolled wp amounts lo about bwouly-live yards, 
As soon ut a bird pasos near, the hood is vermoved, the 
hawk darls at i, taking the voll of string with hin, 
which wnwinds ilsolf in his Hight, wd in the event of 
his failing to make a summary seizure of the bird, he 
himself if recaptured hefere the slsiug has ran ilavll 
out. Inaluad of winding the string wound the roller, 
commending ab the opposite end bo Huub taatened raul 
the hawk’s foot, they commeney winding it from the 
portion close to lis fool, exnolly reversing what we 
would do under similer circumatences, In addition to 
tho hawking porties out to-day, L observed peveral 
sportsmen going aboul with cross-bows, which prajeet 
clay bullots, With theso thoy shoot bivds with con 
siderable doxtority. 

A continuance of rain would spon render the ateots 
vory mudd; as ib is, one has lo seek a clean xpot on 
the raised pathway, whero tho ground is nob eat up hy 
tho wheols of carts, A fow duys ago L noted Ut, now 
that the sun has become slong, the eoverad arty hye 
had added lo thom a calico screen whieh extends over 
the shafts, as 1 suppose lo proteet Une horse and tha 
drivor (who always sits on tho slau) from gun wed rain 
To-day, however, 1 observe, that these slides me 
covered with otled skin, so arediged aa to eente hath 
hore and driver from the rain Tho calico severe 
therolore, roforred to on the 28d ultimo, me meely 
sun shades. Tn addition to the oiled skin over the 
sereen, & situilar protection is placed over the ordinary 
covered park of the cart, rondering them quits water 
proof, 
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The drains in the principal streals, which, whon wo 
first came to Peking appeared lo have heen recently 
opencd, continue uncovered, and, but for the practice 
which universally provails amongst tho imhubitants, of 
going about ab night with a lmtern, ib would be difienlt 
to avoid filling into thom, ‘These drains aro" regularly 
constenelod, and eoverod in by massive stone flaga ft 
scons that tho eanse of their being now open is, that 
they got frozon up diving wintor, and that it is noces- 
ary every spring Lo have thom cleared oul, prior to the 
heavy summor rains setting in, 

T mot several Coreans this aftornoon belonging to tho 
Hanhassy that has Iately arrived, bearing the annual 
triute to tho Mmporor of China. In dress and apponr 
ance thoy more resomble the J apanose than tho Chineso; 
in fuel, Uhey do not seom to have any points in common 
with the latter, ‘Choy wear tho tail tied upein a knot 
ou the erown of the head, and do not shavo the 
front portion of it as the Chinese do. They also vear 
oddly-shapod haty, formed of Mack hair-vork,  Thoy 
Aweur white clothing, aid seem to he a quiet, active 
people, 

AMecy th Home move vain fell daring Che night, hut 
the morming was fine and plensant [availed myself of 
tho fino weather lo visit’the Obxervalory, which is ait 
ated midway hotwoon tho xouth-caat augle of tho cily 
and tho southern gato on the east fee, The neighbour 
hood is one tho inhabitants of whiel.have evidently not 
heen acenaltomed to the presence of foreigners, as ny 
appearance oxciled a greator amonnt of curiosity than 
it did on tho oceasion of ny pressing through the dis- 
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tiet on the 80th of March, My being on foot: also, 
on the present oceusion, afforded greater fieilitios 
for gratifying this curiosity and ullimately fur giving 
amnoyanés, 
J reachod, without much inconvenignce, the Obger- 
vatory, which is Iuill on the inuer axpeol of tho wall, 
and, though 8 portion of Uho mural slractura, it is kept 
separate from it, wd aseonded from tho baole hy a dis 
tinct ontranco, No conununication oxisis bobween the 
Obsorvatory and the wall, tho formor huing raivod several 
feot highor than tho latter, Tho flight of steps leading 
to tho Obsorvatory passos from the court of a rngo of 
buildings resembling a tomplo, which forms a portion of 
tho institution, and is situated immediately in the rear 
of the towor of observation, In this conrt there are tive 
vory fino sots of astronomical cirelus, tho Ono Mn AYLrO- 
labo, the gfher an annillary sphoro, on beautifully-cast 
bronzo stands, representing fonr dragons, standing on 
one deg, with tho tail coiled round it, and supporting 
the astronomical instruments (which are also of ninasive 
bronze) with their foro pawa A small guard-house 
protects the ascent to the lower, and tho soldiers on 
duty allowed mo to pass up, On reaching the top of 
the tower T formd a man walling about with a child in 
his anms, TLo resides thero in a small house, and his 
duly is to keop tho instruments in orden fT wae 
astonished to seo overything iu such good repair, and 
unequivocal indications of considerable gure hehyg he 
stowed on the preservation of the instruments, whieh, 
of their kind, are really exceedingly handsome. They 
ave eight in nuniher, and sre placed on a atone plat 
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form, which is carried round ¢he tue part and the two 
sides of the towor, and is surrounded hy a heavy iron 
railing, One colestial globe is of great sizo, ily diamotor 
being soven fel, Th is also bronze, wad has tho various 
constellations siuiding ant in rolie! on its surface, in 
tho form of gilt stars, Lt is holieved to have beow fabri 
eutod hy a Duteh Jesuit of the name of Vorhuost, ‘Tho 
other instemments are armillary spheres, wigonomoetors, 
an instrument for the observation of transits, and lwo 
largo qnadrunts, 

Tho viow from the Observatory was very fino, tho 
atmosphore being clenr and free from dust, which is un- 
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ustial in Poking, oxeopt immadiately after vain. Al my 
foot the whole city seemed to Tio; ile digtant Hinite 
marked hy the various gateways, which wera distinctly 
“visible, Tho town itself prosontd a singular unifor- 
mity of appearance--ono vast surface of yoofa inter 
apersad with troos, In tho distance, tho bright yollow 
yools of tho Emporor's palaco, those of a Lema tomplo 
near it, and the artificial hill, broke the anmonoss of tha 
vista, 

On leaving tho Observatoyy T found a considerable 
crowd had formed outside, the juvenile portion of whieh 
followed at my heols, shouting and applying non-com- 
plimentary opithets 1o me, Tn a short Lime they began 
to throw stones, one of which struck mo on Uso hend ant 
another on tho hip nearly at dhe sumo moment. Tanne 
diately on turning round towards tho mob, tho atoning 
as woll 9s, tho shouting geased, Int reemnmenced ax 
soon as T proceeded on my way, I could not perecive 
thateany adult cithor look part in, or oncouraged the 
prococdings, bub at the same timo thoy showod no 
energy int checking it, looking on as mere passive apee- 
tators, There was one oxcoption, howover, & rexpeets

‘Whon he was picked up off tho 
ground, he ordered the army to retreat and {ho prixoners 
to ho pub lo death, lo was asked io givo a willlon 
order for their oxccution, Ho yoplied What it wax fir 
possible for him to do so thon, bub that his vorbal order 
must be carried out, and he would givo a writhon ong 
aflorwards, ‘Chis ombraces ‘all that‘ono of these bwo 
suldiors knows of the matter, The other was at a sill 
tomplo qhout tivo iniles from the bridge of Pa-luo-chow 
Whon the order for the oxcoution arrived, Tle saw thes 
tw@ prisonors brought out, forced down on their knocs, 
and their heads hacked off by tho soldiers who wore in 
charge of thom, ‘This man, being a Chivistian, woul to 
the missionary ‘bishop (Moulic) after tho eaptine of 
Poking, and told him what ho had soon, ‘The hishap 
sent hin. to Gonoral do Montauban, by whose ordora 
ho wout with the French soldiors to the apob mul re 
eoverad tho romains, which-havo boon already mentioned, 
Whother the head was that of the Abbé de Lue or of 
Captain Brabazon ib is iinpossible lo say.

May 11th—This foronoon, whilo going’ throngh a 
narrow alley that leuls from the Su-weng-loo to the 
back of the French Legation, I observer that tho fomales 
in tho neighbourhood had tuned out, aul were walehing 
something unusual that was going on, A. little finthor 
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up the lano I ford a nmuber of portors laden with 
household furniture, such as tables, chairs, side-boards, 
toilet glassus, vases, enndlesticks, &a. 5; eneh porlor 
woaring & conicul-shaped foll hat, with a red foather 
aticking up from tho erewn ‘These, T learned, wore bridal 
prosonts in couse of boing conveyed to the honse of a 
young lady whose muptiala wore in process of celebra- 
tion, Sho had not yet lofi the paternal yool ‘The 
svarlel cloth chair was standing ab the door, and a band 
of musicians wore performing appropriate airs, A con- 
siderable crowd surrounded the house, and gaily-dressed 
Jadies and gentlomen fitted about, A. matting pavilion 
was crectod in the court-yard fronting tho houso, for 
tho wedding brealcfast, it is to be presumed, 

My, Wade had an intorviow to-day with the Princo 
of Kung and. his colleagues, respecting the eonduet of 
the mob noar tho Observatory on the 8th insynt. ‘They 
appeared lo take the question up with carnestness, 
and said that it resulled from the poople knowit no 
Dotter, and Uiet meastres would bo adopted to prevent 
a recurrence of similar rioting. During the intorviow 
fv doomment was bronght in for the Princé’s signaturo, 
and My. Wado observing that the Princo signod il with 
the samo complicated signative thet ho signed tho; 
Treaty with, in October last, asked him Jit that waa tho 
charactor for his name, The Prines hesitated a littl, 
and thon, with conaidorable motlosty, wrole it out, 
showing that ib way a chameler combined of three 
othors, and moaning, “ Without self-intorest.” THe thon 
Innyhod, and said, “Ts that a good charactor for » pleni- 
poluntiary?” ‘Lhe veal namo of the Prines is Yuh- 
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sins Kang ia the princtpality title, It menna, * Pro- 
found voneration;” as the Prince of T, for inelance, 
menus “tho Princo of Justices.” Tho name of the 
Emperor is Yeh-chu,  Ifion-fung is tho charactor 
salopted to designate hiv reign: it moans “ Universal 
plenty,” and was selected in hopes of being a propitiour 
one, owlug to the famine which ocemred dining the 
roign of his fathor, 'Tan-quang. 

News hag bedn reeoived of tho arrival at Taku of the 
Fronch stewn trovp-ship “Loire.” Sho has come up from 
Shanghai lo remove a portion of the roneh foreo from 
Tion-(sin, Qno hattalion of infantry and ong ballery 
of artillory avo all that is lo bo lof thore during the 
summer, Tho romaindor of the forea ix lo by tans 
forred to Cochin-China. 

May (2th,—Tho cirewnstanca montionod by me on 
tho LOth daslant, with rospech to a man coming to the 
Logation’and stating Uhat he could nob fulil his ongaye- 
mons in roference lo forage, because his cart and 
mules had beon prossed into the public sorvicw, affords 
a practical illustration of ono of the reasons which maka 
the Chineso avorse to the prosonee of forvigners huwinyg 
a jurisdiction of their own, as ib hase Londongy materially 
to losson Ure authority of Uo Enypire in the oyor of ity 
subjects, Tere a man makes a ropresontation regarding 
tho temporary seizuro of his cart for the oxigencios uf 
tho sorvico, to Loroignors, who, again, beso the man 
is poriodically omployed by thom, bring the pressure of 
thoir influence to bear, and tho mandarin relinquishes 
the Government claim on tho cart. Tb now appenry 
that no official communication was sont respecting thig 
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mattor, nor had My, Braco any cognizance of it, All 
that passed was an inberpretorial messago sent to tho 
magistrate, direaling him to give the curt and mules 
up,—which seams to me to havo loon an oxercisy of 
authority allagether nnwarrantable, ‘Pig day 1 hoard 
of anothor ease, whorein the woight of alloged foreign 
sunclion was brought lo bear to cover a proceeding 
irrogular according to law in Poking. 1b apports thot 
there is a rogulalion prohibiting tho voeonstrnetion of 
houses anow, unless thoy have actually fallon down, 
Repairs, to any oxtont, evo allowod; bub not tho doli- 
bornlo destruction of an old house, A Chinaman 
residing within a short distance of the Roman Catholic 
Mission, latoly pulled his house down, and commenced 
robuilding it Whon tnkon to task by the anthoritios 
for this broach of law, bo stated that ho had recoived 
tho sonetion of tho missionarivs to do so, thengh thoy 
had no control whatever over tho property, ‘Tho 
authorities, hearing this, did uot like furthor to inter- 
fore, and alowed the work lo continue, A, short time 
afterwards, however, a Christian Chinaman happened to 
pasa, who fovow Uhe mea, and on quostionings his friend 
wy bo how ho hed nutaged to oyade the law, le told 
hin the sune tile, whieh ho, in his tren, repentod to tho 
inissionaries, who immeilintely wrote to the local antho- 
rilios lu way Chat it wis a pure fiction, as they know 
uolhing whatever abut the man, nor would they havo 
dreamed, oven had they dono xo, of xmefioniig any 
procuvding of the kind "Mie dixtrleb magistrate came 
down forthwith on the nut, and he is now in prison 
under punishment for his fraud. Tho preseneo of 
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forsigners in China, wherever thay acltlo, seems to he 
immediately followed by the establishment of an 
amperium in dmperio, of whiel the vecurrences cone 
neeled with bho Govermnont impressinent of thy Lorige- 
pwrveyor's cart avo a mild illustration, 

Amongst the news recived by a mail whieh arrived 
from the sonth of China Jast night, was a comminicas 
tion from Mr. Forrest of tho interpretorial staff, cou. 
voying tho autisfictory intolligonca of the breakup of 
the band of European ruflans who have been leagned 
for somo timo with tho ‘Trepings at) Niuking, and 
amongst thom some deserters from Tor Majesty's ships, 
Tho facts exo as follows + 

Under instrnelions reeoived from Admiral Lope, 
to demand from tho Taepings the aurronder off all 
British subjects in thoir employment, Captain Aplin, 
of Her Majesty's ship “ Conta,” komt Mr Forrest (a 
tho authoritios al Nunking, in other words, lo the ehietk 
of the Tavping movomont resident Unero, for Lhe purposo 
of hating this at once carriod ont; and it was arranged 
that Captain Aplin should send to Lou-chow for them, 
whore, ib was stated, Uyey then were, An exvart was 
promisod him; also that proper ordens would bo sen 
to tho offteials there to parade nll Use foreigners before 
him, and hand over to hime snel of them ax lw shonkl 
demand, TL was, howovor, accidentally dixeovorod (hab 
the very mon that Captain Aplin was in sonvele of were, 
at the vory time the Tagpings wera aiaking these 

‘arrangements for handing them over at Lowehow, 
located outside the cily of Nanking, This fiet they 
had carefully concenled, evidently ituding to Kend 
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thom away whilo wo were searching for them at Too- 
chow, having over and over again given the assurance 
that they were ontively few from such practices as 
foreign enlistinent, end that they wero ignotaut of the 
faol Chil any foreigners had bean Iived to feht for 
thom; stating further, Uiat if such was relly tho ease, 
it muat bo ab Lou-chow, 

Acting on tho information whieh had been recoived 
rospuoting Che actual presences of these mon ab Nanking 
on the L8th of last month, Captain Aplin demanded 
that tho wholo of the foreigners in the Vavping service 
should bo collyetud in one large house, aud thoks who 
word supposed o bo British subjacls handed over to an 
armed party from Llor Majesty's ship “Contam” ‘This 
was done, and twenty-six mon, five of whom were 
desortors from the Royal Navy, wero delivered np to 
Captain Aplin, in the presence af a Taopingofeiul af 
rank, ‘These mon formed a portion of a body of ono 
Tnndrod tout four foreignors of difforent uations Who 
have been serving in the ranka of tho ‘Taophigs at 
Nanking, 

Khe qmeasures adopted by Captain Aplin in’ this 
tnalter have lod to tho dishunding of dis local foreign 
corps; tho Taupinags, being weler the apprehension, 
Ghat the countries to whieh the other men beloug will 
tuleo similar mens for bheiy removal, have determined 
to sund tho whele of the mercenaries at once to Slang. 
Jai, ancl dnstenetions have boon dssned te dhe oliiofs ty 
discontinue the practice of enlisting them, 

This band of raftians is dexertled as being iw 
iiixerable condition, gevling Ho yay, bub plenty of rico 

‘ 
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and apirity, ‘They wore allowed to plunder wherever 
they wont, and they mado no seeceb of such ONION HN 
rapo and robbery; Iihating also ab darkor deeds not 
boing meommon, ‘Tho most of Chem liad heen present 
abl a fight near Snon-keong, about forty miles from 
Shanghai, where thoir lender, a man named Savage, 
was wounded, and an Talim killed, An Amerion, of 
the namo of Pocock, who is ab present in Lao-chow, 
is captain of tho whole band, and holds high rank 
amongst tho ‘aopings, 1Tu is alatud to have the power 
of lifo and death vestod in his hands, tn legivliting 
for his own inon, Ono of tho Rnglisluwn in tho 
Nanking foréo was Intoly killed by an Ltalian, end his 
body thrown into tho city moat, ‘This hand xtuled 
that they were about to alert for Tan-kow, but under 
what Yaoping commander they wore nob aware, The 
mon eaprived by Captain Aplin wery sont in the 
* Bouncor” gun-boat to Shanghai fur trial before thu 
British Consul thore, 

At tho Fronch Logation to-day, T mot Torr Woino, 
the naturalist of tho Prussian oxpedition, Tle is a nn 
turalisod Amorican, and was sent out to China ia 1852 
with Commodore Porry’s oxpodition, To hat hoon fy 
Poking for the lash two days, endeavouring to make 
arrangements to rebum home vid Siboring (hat route 
forming a portion of dhe natural history oxpeditian (at 
ho is instructed to complete, To ix acconynutiond ab 
presont by two Americans, aldo by a Datelauan, wha 
ia in tho English wissionary service, They leva canta 
to Poking without proper authority, aud the Chinoxe 
Govornmenl—that is tu say, tho seetion of it entrusted 
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with the management of affairs relating to foreignors,— 
js mveh annoyed, rnd hes oxprossed serious intentions 
of adopting siammiary monsives for thoi removal, bub 
hesitate doing so, widil eortain tha (hey have no con 
neatian with the Wngligh or dhe Vroneh, Unsemuly 
couduet, algo, on the part of somo of the purty is alleged 
to have taken pho ab an im in tho Chinese city, 
whore they have buon residing, My. Toine himself is 
av sonstble and superior person, and ono not in the least 
dogroo likely Lo hava given oeension for complaint, 
Muy (8th—This morming Mr. eine and two of his 
party ara proparing to retum lo ‘Tien-tsin; a hint 
having beon given, that, should their stay in the capital 
he prolonged, tho Chineso Govermnent will take active 
alops to farther their departive, Tho fonrth membor 
of tho party, however, a Mr, Glucher, a native of ITol- 
land, in tho cmployment of an English guissionary 
scololy, accompanied Mr, Heine on tho strength of a 
Dntch passport, which ho had preenved ut Shanghai, 
and whieh per ae is of no use to him whatever, Ho 
fonds, howover, wv elaim to remain in Pelding on gho 
ground of is Mgdish inissignary connection, and, in 
wn interview whieh ho had with My, Wade this fore 
naan, wee very tuyeut Chat le should Te permitted 
to venmin whether Uie Chinas Govermnont liked it av 
wot Li was podiled ont to him, that ab tho present 
(ime ih was mest inoxpediont, as woll as likely lo prove 
practiclly injuriont te tho fature prospects of the 
Protestant faith in this portion of China, thal any 
missionaries helonging te it should setdle in Peking, 
wnauil the mils of the Chinese wero disnbased: of tho 
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heliof, that the tenets held hy the Taepings wore the 
coustiluont portions of a fei identical with Chat whieh 
would bo propagated here, ‘The existence of this im. 
pression lias been tho natural resnlt of komo of the 
Protostaht qissionarios in tho south of China thviny 
Leon imprudent enough lo eomecl their names with 
tho ‘Lacping movemont—thus, in the eyes uf tho 
local Chinese authoritios, as well asin the oyes of the 
public at home, being ‘tho mouns of investing the doe 
trines professed by the Tuophigs with a Christian cha 
racter—misled apparently by a sort of missionary jargon 
which they have adopted in prockunations and publi 
addrosses, whilo in reality their religions practioos aro 
those of blasphemous obscenity, Ma. Chicher veadily 
admitted that tho ‘Taopings had sadly retrograded from 
what they wovo at an opelior poriod of Uheir history, Iut 
nevortholygs continued {lo press his point, on the grou 
that a Roman Cathdlic mission is now exteblished in 
Pebing, Suporficially viowed, this might socom a fair 
ground of argument, but, on being loolted at more in 
detail, it becomes apparent that such is nob tho case ; 
the Roman Catholic mission having Leon established in 
Peking for two hundred yours, and ib ta nob there now, 
professodly, for the purpose of proselytizing, but to mis 
nislor to tho spiritual wants of a congregation of five 
thonsmd heredity Christians residing within (ho ily. 
Zn addition to this reason, the respectable classes af Ups 
Chinoso lo nol view the “ Fronch faith,” as they call it, 
with tho disfavour that thoy do tho TMnylish ; fuasnatel 
ag, ib has nover beon identified with that professed hy the 
Taopings—on tho contrary the Vronch have all along 
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boun sleady opponents of tho Troping movemont ; and 
iu this apposition the Roman Catholic missionaries 
have taken a prominent part. Mar. Cluchor has conse- 
quently Deon informed, Uiat, having como to Palsy 
withant uy legibimmte authorily, ho ast redun a 
Tion-(sin 5 his romeining in Peking in the character of 
a Protestant mnissionwy being noitber oxpediout in ay 
yoligions nor w diplomatic point of view, ab go only 
poriod of direct British intercourse, with tho central 
goverment of the country. Notification al tho samo 
time has been sent to the Forolyn Office, that none of 
tho strangors roferred to havo beon furnished with 
British authority for remaining in tho capital. 

At noon, an official came to the Legation from tho 
Poreign Office, for the purpose of procuring preciso 
infarmation from mo with roference to the district of 
the city whore the stones wore thrown on the 8th 
instant Tlaving made tho novossary inquiries, which 
wore iuterprotod to me by Mr Wale, ho stated thalhe 
was now going lo the place, after which such measures 
would ba adopted, ax would for tho future provont any,, 
aimilan geeurconey, 

At a lator period of tho day, Mx, Wade wailed on tho 
Foreign Comuutsions, and in the course of convorsation- 
informed them of what led been dono ab Nanking in 
rogard Lo seizing the fureiguors amployed by the Tao- 
pps. They were cll much plensed to hoa it, and 
urgently requonled that an official notification might be 
sont of i, On Mx Wado saying that he thought it 
was hardly necessary, Wanese-ang repliod, Ab, bat 
you do nob knuw what wo want lo do with ib;” ho then 
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Taughod, aud frankly abated that they wished Lo tren 
mit it lo Jo-ho, thal tho Mmporor might seo i preciaely 
as furnighod by the British minisher—therohy: imply ings 
that Tia Majesty might have some mental rexorvation 
in accepting the version of il which might ommunte 
from thomselves, 

While Mr, Wale was ab tho Morcign Office, the 
official omployed to Tnvoatignlo the atonosthrawing 
affair, roturmed and made his report to tho Commis. 
sionors, Ile is an ensign in the cily goudarmerio, md 
having inspected tho loculily, ho reeagnised it as one 
noted for a tondenoy to disordorly couduet. Suitable 
stops, are to bo taken immediately to prevent faith 
insulls bo foreigners, With referones lo the Mureiga 
Conunissioners, 1 may hoo mention Cub the other day, 
whon My, Parkes was luwing a friendly conversntion 
with them, ho made a joking allision to his former 
connection wilh tho 1fing-poo, or Board of Punisliments, 
Thay all lookod grave, however, and imnediately 
begged that the subject should not be again montioncd, 
it being ovidontly contrary ty Tooli to make wv jokorut 
any such sorious matlor, 

A considortbls Ineore blow the whole nigh, which 
during the day freshoned into a sevore gale, valaing 
enormous clouds of dust, whieh enused for the tine 
partial darknoss, Tho gio was ao strong that it xeon 
lo abtiael unusual abtontion muongst the workmen ole 
ployed within tho Legation, 

May (th.—My, Gibyou, who has been at Pungechow 
for tho last day or two, awaiting the arrival there of 
some of Mr, Bruce's properly from Shanghai, returned 


an Vv, WATER COMMUNICATION TO PEKING, lel 
this afternoon, haying coma from Timg-chow by wator

ruming tho whole way, Int in domo parls Ue canal is

May USth.—Long-Ki called upon mo this mornitg, 
to show mo the sore on his face, whieh lias maeh tin 
proved, and would have buen by this time altogether 
well if ho had nob beon constantly applying ix (ingrere 
to it lo aseortain tho progress it waa inaking under (he 
chango of treatmont. At the poriod of his visit T lap. 
pened to have a ease of “field instruments” ont, whieh 
ho looked at, and seemed anther horrified to hear the 
purposes bo whieh somo of them arg intondud to le 
applicd, 

Last night thero was what seomed to he a very 
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extonsive fire in the Chinese city, ‘The atmosphere 
was DrillianUy iaminated, and from a small pagoda 
summer-house in the garden we saw the parapet of the 
wall supauting the two cities crowded wilh soldiers 
walehing tho contlagration, and probably on the alert 
in case of a révoll, stich occasions being usally soized 
for disturbances, ‘Tho noiso was as if tho whole oily was 
in a stato of Inmureetion ; shouting, beating of gongs 
and dius, combined with the pumping of fivo-cngines, 
erento an alarming uproar This morning, howovor, 
wo hear that after all thero were only threo houses 
destroyed, the fire brigado having succouilod in gotting 
tho flames undor with moderato rapidity. 

May (Gth,—Cho Peking Gazette of \o-day contains a 
memorial addressed to tho Emporor, prepared by Wan- 
song and Shung-pow, relating to tho Yuon-ming- 
yuon corps, and proposing a schome for itwreogani- 
sition his corps, which was tho palaco guaul, has 
huon completely biokon up and disorganised sineo the 
destruction of Che Yuonaning-yuen, did consequently 
go men who composed ib aro now ina good deal of 
distros, mul the time has arrived when it is necessary 
to do somthing Lor them, 

Sluniy-pow ralurned to his camp outside tho city, 
to-day. It appens that after his interview with tho 
Emperor wt Jo-ho, ho at oneo recognised the obligation 
of oboying the Luporial mandate, and marching in tho 
divection of the vebeld; but having done this, ho has 
exoroised his own discretion in referenco Lo the distance 
he should go and tho lime he should remain absent from 


Peking, Ho accordingly moarchedl between tivonty and 
’ M2 
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thirly miles into tho country, encamped there for rn day 
or tivo, and then decided that tho profence of his foren 
was moro uryonUy required in sveuring the snfety of 
tho capital, than in supporting Sung-ku-linesin towards 
tho south, 

A few days ago, T loaned from Buroh do Merilens, 
thab whon ho was in Poking for a short time in the 
only part of tho winter, ho met Shung-pow with 
Bishop Moulio, aud had a long conversation wilh him, 
Io desaibes him as a large portly mun, of superior 
intelligonco and strong comnion sonny, To expressed 
himself very candidly about the lato cumpign, and 
pilaled thet ho was now fully convinevd of the folly of 
attempting to cope with us in tho field, owing ty onr 
great suporiorily in artillery, [fo said that at the 
action of Pa-lee-chow his army was in very fii con 
dilion, ary “tho mon wore of heart 60 goud,” that ab 
ono time ho thought he had a very fair chaneo of 
gaining tho day, until the Allied Axtillory camo up, the 
effect of which Was so tremendous and dishvartoning as 
to crush all hopes of success, and combined with the fet 
that ho himself was disabled, left him nto vesouree bab 
to order an immediate revolt, ‘The word ho reeuived 
was a severe ono, his lower jew boing shattered, 
Several aplintors of ona cane away during the while, 
and for somo tine he wont about with lis head band. 
aged up. Elo is seid to bo a good deal distigniod Ly: lig 
wound, ‘Tho Chinese have a high opinion of him aa 
soldier; and, on tho whole, he hay heen a anversstul 
gonoral; he iy said also to be so fu profielent in the 
art of modern warlirg, as to have n wtent contempt for te 
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alticl adherence to frets in the narration of his military 
operations, During tho past wintor ho haa been 
actively engneed Tamting up plunder that had boon 
takon from tha Yueneming-yuen by villagers in the 
neighbourhood, during the confusion caused by tho pro- 
woneo of the Ales. Even now, hardly a day passes that 
Ghinanion do not como to the Logation with property of 
this kind for sala, that Ghey arg afraid to show in public 

Mey Wth—Last night, Shung-pow indicated his 
relurn (o enmp by disturbing our rest a considerable 
portion of the night, first, by firing his field artillory in 
salute ordor, and thon hy volley and independont firing 
from maichlocks, constituting what in Colestial official 
phraseology is bormed “an awe-inspiring demonstration ;” 
the quantity of gunpowdor almost nightly oxpended in 
these domonstrations must bo very considerable 

This afternoon, Mr, Wado asked mo to acompany 
him to the Observatory, for the purpose of soeing 
whether tho official interference had produecd tiny 
change on the rondnot of the inBubitants in the 
vicinity. Wo fomud on tho whole that there was still a 
qleeidadt tuclination (a he taublosomea, had tha movo« 
runout houu allowod to maka head; but just ag it was 
ecoumoncing, on or lonying the precinots of the Obsor- 
vatory, one of the civio yondarmerio camo out of a 
guard-lnt, and inunodiglely sloppod it, accompanying, 
us ab tho samo time somo short distanco from the place,

Close to tho Observatory there is an oxtensiva range 
of Imiklings, constracted. with wonstal vogularity, con- 
sisting of n sories of nurrow rooms, one behind the 
other, ‘These lines of rooms ave built an conch side of a 
square, in Uho rear of which thoro is a large yen, 
Tn tho contre of the squerg Uhera is a cirerdir pagoda. 

shaped lower, rising a litle highor than the roofs of (he 
building, This ostablislanont is the “ [Tall of Mxamina- 
tion for the Second Degree,” and tho Lower in thy contro 
is the placo from which tho roll is ealled, 

Immediately undornoath the Observatory, on tho out. 
side of the city wall, thoro aro sovoral ranges of public 
granarios, AL this part gf the wall, tho river mentioncd 
on the T4th as forming the water communication bo. 
javoon Petting and Tung-chow flows past,  Mroin ths 
boing partly a canal, it is callod the Cha-ho, or " River 
of suneks.” 

As wo wore phasing along ono of the narrow streets, 
a woll-drossod youug man suddenly went down on one 
knoe to an oldorly man that ho met, who, fram his 
dross, did not seom to bo in equally prosperous eireun 
stances, No words swero futerehanged 5 the young 
man morely hort the Ineo, ad then prssed on Phe 
old man ackuowledged dhe salupetion in the ustal way, 
by clasping his own Tuuds and shaking then Cawneda 
him, ‘This ix one of the custome of tho camry: the 
junior meeting a sonier membor of hiv fanily, whatever 
his position may bo, makes a respeetfil aheianen to 


him as ho passes; hones there ix ne eutting” of pune 
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relations, an oesentrivity that doos nob form an uncom- 
mon cloment in Western civilisation, 

May \8ui.—o-day wo had a sovere dust-storm, 
At noon tho atmosphere beeame so murky as to 
nocessitalo the lighting of eanudles. ‘Towards the 
afternoon it cleaved off and some rain fell, tho chiof 
of tho decorative painters immediately seized the oppor- 
tunity of tho duat being temporarily laid te concentrate 
the wholo of his artisis in giving the finishing coat of 
vormilion to the pillars and rod portions of the prin- 
cipal building that has been in courso of redecoration, 
having been afraid to do so for somo days, owing to tho 
dust, Asif by magic, immediately on the rain setting 
in, the wholo front of tho building was covered with 
painters, thoir hands and ayms dyod bright ved, tho 
eolow: ab this slage being applied by the hand, ‘The 
fronb has now really a muagnificont appegyance, and 
everyone is stanck with the elegance of the design, ax 
woll aa with tho oluborate and earefal manner in which 
the exveution of it bas beon carriod oat, literally with a 
Mogres of painfully conscientious minutenoss. A corps 
af these puintora introduced into England for the deco- 
ration of theatres mud places of aneswment would pro- 
iva olfeuls which, aided by our superior moans of 
Lighting, would be very striking, 1 doubt if wo can 
commend the variely of brilliant pigmenia which they 
oppo tu live, 

Tn tho aftemoon I wont with Mr. Wyndham to tho 
Imperial city, where he mado a sketch of tho artificial 
hill adjoining tho palace, Tt is called the Chin-shan, or 
“Golden Nuuntain,” A largo crowd formed round hth, 
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Lut were xerupulously careful nol lo inconmade him, aud 
watched tho movements of his pencil with tlfe mUniost 
interest. 

May 19th—VYostorday evening a corporal of Royal 
Engincers, who has been omployed for some weoks ht 
connection with tho repairs going on in the Legation, 
intimated that ho did not like his position ab Poting, 
and was dosirous of vojoining his corps at Tion-lsin, It 
appears tbat ho considers himself lo have heen slighted 
professionally on several occasions, owing to the taste of 
the Chineso cupentois having been preferred to is 
own, The trath is, the corporal is a little jealous of the 
superior abilities and the extent of knowledge of tho 
Colestials in many matlers regarding whieh ib was snp- 
posed they would soquire tuition fom hin, 

Ab dinnor to-lay, ab tho Fronch Legation, Timet M. 
Butzow (pygnounced Bootsoft),* diplomatic seeretary to 
tho Govoinor of Irkoulsk, who arrived the day before 
yesterday in Poking from Kinchin, tho hontior town af 
Russia, having medo tho journoy in fourteon days, 

May 20th—Tho woathor has beeome oexccoding!? 
sultry, and looks as if ib was Unertening (o rain, ‘Phe 
season is evidenlly not a hoalthy one, awh ta the 
atunber of caves of sickness coring amongst they 
foreign coumnunity comoetod with the Gwo Legations 
Sioknoss ik also stated to ho unnsnally prevalent Aalst 
the native popetetion,

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Talking ever some of the events eouncelod with tho 
eaplive of (he Tal forts on the Qtst of Angust last 
with Mr. Parkes, he mentioned thal his crossing the 
Pei-ho thren times as he did that day with flags of 
truce, under tho supposition that the south forts had 
surrendered, was nol unettonded with danger, On tho 
sevon oecusion of his going over, ho was nearly as- 
suuttod front one of the forts becanas he did nob go 
away ab oneos tho mou inside denying that the fort 
had surrendored, ‘Tho third time ho crossed, which waa 
later in tho afternoon, the fort was still full of mon, and 
ho had to mako a detour before he could reach the 
yamun of tho Govornor-Genoral at ‘Taku, to whom ho 
had a mission. Returning thonco by tho aid of a 
luntorn, late at night, ho, as well as thoso with him, 
narowly escaped being fred at by a detachment of the 
Buffs, who, in Ute interval, had taken possesyon of tho 
fort, Tho Ghincse, prior lo evacuating it, loaded thoir 
yhns and Luft slow-matches burning at the touch-hotes, 
The guns wont off ab intervals, aud twemen were killed 
hy"thour on board one of the gim-hoaty, while they were 
omployed clearing away some of Use obstacles from tho 
mouth of thy river, so as to enahlo ily navigation to be 
rooponcd, 

Mey 2lat——Whilo My, Parker was having’ # convo 
anbion wilh Tfang-Ki this afternoon at hig residonco, tho 
laltoy communicated to lim as ono of his troubles, that 
all tho movements of the forcign Ministers are vory 
closoly watchod, and minuto details of them transmitted 
to de-ho, Ono slatomont in particular has heen mado 
which gives him much annoyance, and of which hd'is vory 
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anxious Lo procure a wrilten contradiction ta xund Lo 
tho Emperor ; the statement being, Unit the Mrenel and 
Rnglish Ministers ave filling thei respective rusidoncos 
with largo stores of anerchinudise for Lhe purposu of 
carrying on trado in Poking, ‘his impression has avixen 
in consequence of tho arrival recoully ab 'Tung-chow, er 
route (o Poking, of & portion of Ute household furniture 
of tho Rnglish and Pronch Legations that bad beon left 
al Shanghai until the navigation of Ure Pei-ho reapuned 
in summer, ‘Tho arrival therefore at ‘Timyg-ohow of a 
succession of cases and prekeges las entailed Ure lining 
of a considerable nmuber of earls, which, at the present 
time, are diffienlt to procure for casnal pupows, tho 
poriod of the yoar being one during whieh Chey ave folly 
omployed olherwise, Pressure hay consequently had to 
Lo'put on to procure thom; mud this, coupled with the 
fool of thqcartors having boon in xome Wwry or other hy 
“squoozing” done oul of their faro~a fourth only of 
what thoy ought to have had having beon paid thom— 
has led to their jpreforring a eomplaint bo the Prefoel of 
Tung-chow, to tho effect, that thoir carta have nob oifly 
been employed contrary to their wish, but thab they 
have also nob beon properly pnid fpr thety use, Nas 
complaint has boon forwarded in dilionte, one eopy 
boing sont to tho Foreign Offies, the othor tu die 
Kuiporor ab Johor Th addition to whieh, die Prefiot 
has ontored ino no stalonont of his own, deluding dhe 
Imge quantities of properly whieh the Minister Inve 
been receiving, uid stating Unt “vast atores of ier. 
chandisa” ave now acctoutdated tn the Layations, re. 
garding which he has come to the gratuitous eouehision,

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that they ave for tho purposes of trade at: Peking, which 
in contrary to Goaly, Roports lo this effect, it appears, 
have beon current for somo time, and the belief is prety 
generally outortainod, thal trade is carried on ab the 
British Legation That such an idea should lave 
sprung up is nob to bo wondered at, considering the 
quantities of proporty thet have been from time to lime 
arriving over sinco the Legations have boon cxtablished, 
mul also from Uo fact that wo aro always talking about 
trade; for tho intoresls of which wo aro ostonsibly at 
Poking, Iang-Ki docs not hositate to avow, that if 
he wore to write to Je-ho and contradict tho report, 
staling that ho knows ag a fact thal wo do not trado, 
he would nob bo bolicved, and thoieforo it is that 
ho is apooially anxious thal it should bo dono by ow- 
solvos, : 

May 2nrd—Vovry heavy rain fell during the night, 
continuing for several how's uninterruptedly. This 
morning nous of tho workmon eno, and, on goihgayut 
during an interval of fine wouthor, Téfound tho stroets 
désorteds and in some parla, whero there aro hollows, 
tho water was so deop as to reach nenrly to tho axles of

Muy 8rd—Vory heavy showers oeourred again 
during tho night; the weather lo-liy, however, las 
heon lovely in the extrome—a brilliant sun shining 
through a perfecily cloudless sky. The ground dries 
up very quiekly, and the worknion haye all resumod 
their occupations, Mx, Parkes left Lo-day for Monelsin, 
and thence proceeds to Canton, where he will bo preset

May %th.—This being er Majosty's birthday, it 
was colobrated for the first timo in Poking, hy Mr, 
Bruco ontertaining ab dinner the French Legation. 
Aftor dinner Tor Majesty's health was proposed hy 
Monsieur de Bourboulon, who oxpressed in very uppros 
priate torms tho great setishiction ib aforded bin to 
havo been-tho first minister of the Allied Powers whe 
had had tho honour of proposing in Puking tho health 
of STor Majesty the Queen of England, My Brueo 
rolumned tha edimpliment by proposing fn atinilar 
terins the health of His Majesty the Emperor of the 
Freouch, ‘ 

Tn tho courso of tho day My, Wade bad an interview 
with Tang-Ki, who oxpressod a desire that 1 would 
undertake the tontmont of a friend of his a civil 
inandariy of note~ avho is anxious te got enred of opin 
anoking, and who outertaing the iden thaj probably tho 
Weatorn physicians possess drugs which, if administered 
jntormilly, will relieve tho craving for the opimu-pipe, 
which, where ones developed, heeones tisntiable, 

May 25th—lrom Mr. Gibson to-day 1 yathoxudl 
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xome tioresting information respecting Uke opinions 
which he hears expressed amongst tho respeutablo class 
of the Poking shopkeopors, tradesmen, &e, with whom 
lo is hrought in contagh in Ute course of his interpre- 
torial duties, rotrding tho presnt sinto of the empire, 
To says that ono aud all of them condemn the ‘Troping 
movenwnt, and view i in its tone Hight, as nothing 
more nor Tess Chin avast scheme of plunder and im- 
inorality, oarriod on wider the mask of introducing an 
improved form of ruligion, ‘They do not entertain the 
possibility of ils ulliniale stecess, as tho movomont is 
lta and despised by all the respectable pooplo in 
China, nob one of whom oither belongs to it, or has 
any xynyputhy whatever with it, it being in no way a 
national rebellion, but one of a purely local charactor, 
oxeitod by and presided over by a madman, miler the 
fufluenes of supposed diving tuspivation, whose lonely, 
while they have a somewhat specious sound inavords, 
viva iu reality af an ebscona, blasphemous, end Llead- 
thivity charactor, While those ar the viows they 
heel vospecting tha rebels, thoy profess uo love for ay 
vonfidonce iv the xtability of the present dynasty, ‘Choy 
aay thot ib was onco a good one, (hab it has lasted twa 
hundred yours, but that the virluey and military onergy 
that once cluwacteriaed it lave become offoto through. 
luxury and debauchery, Though they aro neithor pre- 
paved lo aswist in nor lo knggert any moans for ita 
boing replaced,’ they consider that ils timo has come, and 
that by Divine fal it mut full, ils condition being now so 
prostrate as hardly Lo admit of pormanent resuscitation. 
Thal prostration, they say, is simply tho inoral deterio-

ration of the alaments composing it, and not tha desire 
for a now dynasty on the part of the rexpoctable classes 
in China, their desivo being merely for a good form of 
govornment, which tho ¢xisting ono has gradually eonaed 
to be. Individually, 1 am inclined to tke a more 
hopeful view. of the prospeels of tho proxonl dynuaty, 
that hope being based solely on the ubter imprnctieabilily 
of replacing it hy any othor form of govornment suited 
to the peculiarities of the Chinese uation ; ad as it ia, 
iltis vastly superior to any form that has yob been 
proposod as its substilato. 

Chang, a very gontlomanly Chinaman, aud a min of 
high literary atlainmonts, who was Mi Gibson's Concha 
at Wen-tsin, las Intely arrived at the Laogation to 
resume his duties in the smno capacity,  Llo now 
laughs heartily ab tho absurd uotions which tho fuhabi- 
tants of the north held respecting the English ‘They 
appear to havo boun kept in profound ignorance rogpeet- 
ing us by tho officials in the south, who, while thoy 
spared no offorlss{o misroprosent our moral charactoris- 
ties, scom vither to havo likewise misropresontod aur pliy- 
sical, or Lo have taken no pring to correct, curtain mest 
erroncous impfessions pertaining thoreto held by the 
people of the north, Chang states it asa tue, that, 
until ocular domonstiration couvineed Chom of Ute eon 
wary, thoy wore impressed with the belief that we contd 
not walk properly on shore, owing to hei web-footed, 
and: having no joints in one Tiinbs; also Gib wo saw lest 
in tho dark” ‘Thesu were the impressions whieh Charys,

had apparonily resnited—in a word, magnifying geno- 

rally the importance of their position, and making it 

appear that a tremendous responsibility voslod on the 

shontdors of thoso who undortook tho diffioult and 

dangorous task of conducting “ barbarian affairs” in the 

south of tho ompire. 

This afternoon Mr. Wade asked me to look at an 
eldorly man of the namo of soon, who las been on 
trial with him for a day or two as a Chineso clerk, 
Tt sooms that ho is liable, on getting at all flustered, 
4o violent norvous agilation, which, he says, ho has 
suffered from over sineo the military ovonts of Aust 
autumn, in speaking of which, poor man, his feolings 
eMiplololy overpower him, and ho weeps bittorly, 
having losb throo childvon during that poriod—a boy 
agod three yoary, aud lvo danglitors, respeetively fourtoon 
and suvontoon years of age, ‘Thoir dorths he attributes 
to fright, slating Uhat during tho general disorganigation 
and oxoitomont which prevailed while our troops ware 
advancing on Peking, fear took such possession of the 
minds of his children that they pined away and died. 
Flo says that tho capture and desolation of the enpital

Amongst the offocta that lately avived from Shang. 

Bruco’s pony-eartiage, whieh being new in 
order, this afternoon jo drove Madune de Bowbouen 
to tho Obsorvatory, a pain of Poking mules being sub. 
alitubed for ponios, Mr. Wado and myself nccompuniod 
thom on horsoback, \Tt was remarkable lo observe tlie 
cusiosity which the oquipago excited amongat oll and 
young, .As il wes acon appronching, Lhoso in Lhe alreot 
who wore in tho vicinity of their rosidonoos rushed“olf 
to apprise their relatives of tho coming of tho foreign 
vehiclo, aud they in their (un came out in procipitnte 
laste to caloh a sight of ib as if passod, TP observed 
nothing in any way offvnsive, only intouse cuionity, 

The view from tho Observatory tower wie linedly 
equal to what il was on the occasion of pay first visit, 
there being a slight heaviness i Ure AU OSphore 5 Mov er 
tholess, ib was very fine, As the sonsou advances, hows 
evor, Lam beginning to vendige the death off the: first 
dosoriplions of Poking, as seen fiom te wall, whieh I 
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gob from some of the officers of the expedition ; hamely, 
that it seemed one vast field of gicen trees, the same- 
ness Drokon by a few tall monmnental-looking structures 
appouring above them. As we left tho Observatory, a 
greab crowd formed outside, and the soldios belonging 
to that portion of tho wall ,wore vory cneigotic in 
keoping order, ovidently acting wuder instructions from 
the Government, ‘Choir offorls wore quile successful, 
and nothing disagreeable oceurred, + 

Muy 20th.——Now the rain is ovor, and tho weathet 
lias beaome fine, the inhabilants are goon, in consider- 
able numbors, taking their birds out for an airing, also 
their dogs, When we meet them with the latter in 
thelr avins, and indicale a desire to purchase, thoy 
display somo alarm, cross thetr arms over their Httlo 
dogs, and quickly make away, ‘ho cause of this is a 
custom, which prevailed oxtensively while the amy was 
in vecupation of the city, of forcibly taking their pet 
dogs from thom, Tho breed is a very peouliar one, 
somothing between the King Chala and the pug. 
Wh reference lo the forcible seizure of private pro- 
perty from tho Pokingeso whilo the city was in on 
veewtpation, upwards of thvce hundred earls and horsos 
wore taken from tho peasantry in tho neighbourhood 
for private purposes, chiefly for tho conveyance pf 
plundar to ‘Cien-lsin,—a ruthless procoeding, thet wan- 
tonly doprivad hundreds of poor people of their only 
moans of livelihood. ‘The carts themselves were sold as 
“Toot” al Tion-Lain,”

May 28th—Mho Clerk Csoon, for whom T presetihed 
somo tonic madicine on tho 25th instant, reports hinsel!

having proved sitisfactory, ho has heen taken en at 
pormanont clerk in the Ghinose Seorelavy’s dep taut, 
Through Mr. Wado, Chad a long eonvorsntion with hin 
to-day on Uio subject of xmall-pox, To seems ta Ten 
rematkably woll-informed en, and ta kaw a pond 
deal abong tho dixon us i provaily in this pal of 
China, From what ho states, smmll-pox has bom m- 
usyally provalent in Poking for tho Inst two months, 
but only childvow are affected by it, Cho mihealthinoss 
of the presont season is attributed to the seuredty? of 
snow during tho winter, and to a conxeqtiont predumni- 
nanco of tho wwen-chee, ov mutorinl influences, Au 
moronso of sieknoss, whieh ix uxnally obsmved bint 
this porigd of ho your, ho also atales is attributed to 
the amma oponing of Uho drains before the vuina von. 
maneo, It would appear tha muallepox poriuticnlls 
assumes an opidemic charactor; and the disesay ia 
gonerally obseryod to bo most, prevalent in the yom. 
that the oxuuimeions inke place, which usually briny 
an influx of about forty Uhotwald people jute die town, 
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tho eandidates for competitive honours boing accompa- 
niod by large numbers of friends and relations, who avail 
themselves of that opportunity for visiting tho capital.’ 
Sinco {820 vaccination (introduced from Canton) has 
eon practised to # limited oxtonl amongsb the popula- 
tioe-probably one-fifth may bo vaccinaled, At ono 
timo it was bolievod to afford protection, small-pox not 
having hoon so comnion immediately after ils intvodne- 
tion, OF reeont years, howovor, confidence in it has 
congidorably diminished, owing to the frequoney with 
which those aro altacked who havo boon vaccinated, 
Prior to tho introduction of vaccination, which origi- 
naied in tho iwanslation into Chineso of Dz, Poargon’s 
work: by Sir Georgo Staunton,—whose name tho Chincse 
suppressed, and published the worl: as ono of thoi own, 
——a milo species of imoculation was much in vogue ; 
namoly, the introduction of pulverized scabs of the true 
small-pox into the children’s nosirils, ‘Tho operation 
was always porformed by a medical man, and a high 
ain, charged for ils supposed protcattve virtues, If 
"Taodu's hiformation is correct, smutl~pox would soem. to 
bo abnost essontially a discaso of tho young in this 
part of China, Tle states Uhatil is most provalent among 
childyon below lon yonrs of age, nol common ‘among 
those over fourteen, mid hardly over occurs among thoso 
abovo tvouty, ‘Whon it abtacks one mombor of a 
fainily, it gonorally sproada Ubvough tho others. It has 
not been so provalont as it has Leon lately, sinco tho 
yorr 1857, 

The influx to tho population, and tho congoquent 
overcrowding occurring in connection with the oxami-

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notions, may account for tho fnerenws of the disease 
which oeemred in these years; Dib in referenoe 
thorolo, Txoon mado a very senaible remark, ta Qe 
offuct thal its very unistal prevalenes this year could 
hardly bo attributed to that cnuxe; beenuse, notwilh- 
standing thab it was an oxumination year, thervawas 
an wnustally small unmber of people in, the enpilal 
ab tho presont season comparad with what is umilly 
tho case wider aimiler eivemmaluuees, owitys lo the a 
sence of the Court, disorganisation of trade, ang a 
varioty of othor eanses, tho result of recent political 
evonls, ‘This fret, combined with others Ghat have eome 
undor my own observation, leuls me to heliove Chat there 
has been an epidemie constitution af tho aduoaphere, 
characterised by a renmrkablo tondeney fo tight up 
suppuralivo diseaso iit thos predispowed to it, With 
roferoneo” to this question, T may here mention im 
occurrence that was this day brought to my wotico in 
eGhnoction with some remarks T casually made doubtiys 
tho offieney of Ynccination, Ab Tog Kong, in (854, 
Whilo sinall-pox was jnovailing, a lady, well known 
there, had herself vaccinated; lit, in phwe of its 
{aking in (ho ordinary mmmer, it prodiecd an attack 
of the worst form of amallpos, whieh prover fital 
Almost cotnwidont with this, the sme COMM ATTEE 
took place tan intents and these two tufal aeeurtonees 
Made a strong tmpressiont an (ie minds af the Pong 
Kong public against the: practicn of yvaceination duriyg 
the provalence of suutllepos. from eises sich as Chose, 
which Tomay stale are cuitieh mow aero than is 
stipposod, ib world soem as it the vaeeine matter, in 
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periods whon the atmosphere has assumed an epidomie 
constitution favouring suppurative disease, acts as a 
truvo germinating influence when introduced into ays- 
toma al the time affected with what may be termed 
tho small-pox habib of hody. 

Ty, tho afternoon, My, Wado had an interview with 
the Prine of Kung and Wan-so-ang, ‘The former 
soumed ont of sorts tnd nob inclined to talk, the latter 
was in good spirits and vory conversational, Ifo was 
desirous of being furnishod with information about tho 
principle of a national dubt ; wished to know if we had 
any recont news about the movoments of the Tacpings ; 
and put tho quostion point blank, as to whother, in the 
event of their atlecking Taku, wo would defend it, 
Mx, Wade explained that the Saopings had no ships, 
and that there was no risk whalover of thoir coming 
near eny place where wo were in military oscupation, 
[To then weit on to express the hope, that, in a short 
line, they thembelyes would be able to offect somethitg 
decisive in regard Lo suppressing: tho #hovement, upon 
whith the Prince brightuned up and clapped his 
hands approvingly. When an opportunity offered, 
Mr, Wade asked Wan-so-ang if anything was wrong, 
atch as bod polilieel news, as Ue Princo soomod 
so dull, Wan-seeig, however, said that thoro was 
nothing politically wrong, Lut that it was probably 
from a domestic cause that tho Princo was out of 
spirila ; some ono, for inslance, being ill at home, that 
lie waa anxious about. Mr, Wade scoms to doubt this 
oxplanation, and is more juclined to think that tho 
Princo is anxious about his responsibilily, and that ho 
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did nob much dike the nature af the despatches Unt: he 
was the beaver of from Mx, Bruce, one of which volatod 
to the report, which was brought wader notice in a 
somi-official manner by Hangs Ki, regarding trade boing 
carried on at tho Legation, and whieh hax heen alluded 
to under dato May 2/8 ‘Tho tone of Mr Biueo's 
despaich was rather sharp, and ib expressed a hope, 
that once for all he should hear no more on the adhjeet 
Tho Princo said that Tang-Ii had apoken on the iuetter 
without authority. 

Talking to-day with Baron do Moviteus about Wane 
se-ang, ho speaks highly of his intelligones mul grent 
anxicly to gain information. A fow days ago, when he 
was ab the Foreign Oflico having a conversation with 
tho Princo and his colluagnos, he nid in joky, | Well, 
do you really now consider wea barbarous pouple 
Tho Princo roplicd, “T never thought xo, Leen, 
having no acquaintance with your tra charactor, [ haul 
19 fixed opinion ; but now, most corlainly, I do not,” 

May 29th.—In tho forunoon I wont with Colonel 
Nealo to purchaso somo flowors for a ainnll pleco af” 
ground thab ho has attached to Tis quarters, ‘Mix 
particular day was strongly recommended hy Soo-un- 
loo, owing bo Doing a fonat day, on whieh thew is 
alwaya a good display of flowers ab the plow where 
they are offered for sale, Pho flowershaw hein 
about two amiloy from the Tonng-keang-too, be recat

Being 
curious lo hear what form the rentarks of tho crowd 
would asstme, they pretended not to understand the 
language, A discussion Koon commencad respecting 
tho character of the Mnglish, to which nation ey wore 
reengnised us belonging, ‘Though the genoral opineon 
was waquestionably favourable, somum striking truths 
wold given expression to in commection with it, One, 
for iustancy, suid, “Thoy are not at all bad sort 
of fellows, only thoy are very fond of wine, and have a 
Laud Twit of yotling drunk upon it” Chon another 
titel his oxperionco of tho soldiers when thoy 
wore in porsession of the Anting Gate, and deseribed 
how thoy rashel about seoking for liquor whorover 
it was to he found, and how, when they got il, they 
placed thoit mouths to the vessels and drained tha 
ombents, “heir love for wine is truly marvellous,” 
said onw, Ab this period of the conversition, Ma, Gih- 
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son mado a dig Ua he was thhaty, ¢OhL lots get 
thom # Tittle wine, poor fellows,” eticd one of the 
crowd, and an old aman “ies on the point of ome ying 
this kind intention out, when several immediately said, 
“No, no, Uheiy ofleers forhid its (hey Leeatue tnuee. 
nagoablo wider its fulluence, Do yon not revollect 
that when tho man was dotevted selling ft fo Chon st 
tho Auting Gato, ho way sout lo the ditiiet maginteate 
and received forty blows with the heavier Tmmnae," 
At this moment a beggar who had been listening ata 
short distanco emne forward and valtnteered lis expos 
rience of the habits of the soldiery, whieh appeared bo 
havo beon considerable, as ho had attended Viet 
during tho whole poriad of their aroupition ef the 
Anting Gate, Lis testimony was xteomely in Cher 
fovowr whon sober, bub the eontiny when they were 
drunk, ingwhich slato ho said they were violent anid 
quarrolgome, Of tho officors his opinion was wiequives 
cody favourablo, and in (hia the wujority of the erawid 
concurred, considering them to be qitile vytal to, nay, 
they thought in several respects supotier to (heir dwn 
officors, ‘Thoy remarked (it the Jnglish offers paid 
attontion to their dross, and hed a respoctuble viv ahant 
them, Tho soldiers, Uhey suid, wera rough amen, whe 
evidently required to be clowly watched hy their 
ofttcora, Thus thay went on chabling with one another 
in & most frondly xpivit towards us, nel an wulind, 
impndont, or oftynsive observation hebyg ands, ‘Thode 
astonishment, and to a corlain extent contiaion, is 
deseriled as having been great, whon they found iat 
all the remarks they had beon nding word Understoud. 
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Tho beggar in particular appeared to fuel the awkwad 
position i which ho slood, and said that after the 
wavexurved maumer in whicl® he lad spokon, in igno- 
rance of their knowledge of what ho was saying, he felt 
+ Chal he had quite lost faeo with their honours. Towards 
the ond of the convorsation, the wife of ono of the crowd, 
who resided ina house near the bridge, camo out to 
tho door and called on her husband to como home, and 
nol by inlking dqold all day with Loreignors, 
Tutolligonco reached Poking to-day, that Colonel do 
Baluzag, the new Russian Minister, has arrived with 
hia wifo at Kiachta on his way to Poking. Colonel do 
Baluzac ia a Hungarian by birth, and has boon somo 
time in tho Russian sorvico, Ho is an’ officer of 
Artillory, and sorved at tho siege of Sebastopol, He 
accompaniod Gonoral Ignatieff on his mission to Peking 
lust you, ax military atiachd, and sinco Is rotwn to 
St, Potorsburg ho has received the appointment of 
Resident Ministor abt tho court of Poking, m 
May 8st—Last night, Mx, Gow Mivited Mr, Gibson 
wil lis teachor, Chang, into his room, for the purpose 
of showing tho lntler somo “ Wustrated London News,” 
containing Chinese sleutelos, ‘Theso Chang recognised 
at onea, and sgomed much interested with thom, Tho 
dog, Charlio, howover, happened to come into the 
room, aud Mx, Gow commenced lo play with him, ‘This 
Chang could nob understand, and looked at him with 
asonishmont; as thw pranks bocane more violent he 
Lugan lo show ovidunt signs of disgust, At lest, when 
Mr, Gow commonced to bark in Charlio’s ear, Chang 
could nob sland it any longer, but jumped up, took off 
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his apeclaclos, put them i their ease, ail deft tlie 
room, evidently consideriyg ib la be quite Tenenth the 
dignity of a Huo-cuedtheay Qnonnius he “ital bers,” 
a complimentary teem applied to teachers) to eouitee 
nanco such proceedings. This morning, he eune to Me 
Gibson Lo inquire “the rank and position of Che yuruge 
mandarin” who had been condueting himself in whit 
to him seemod sucha oxtraadinary miner, the 
previons evening, One learnings thi he Ddanggert tor ties 
mililary profession, ha remarked with am aden if that 
ab once accounted for ie Oh, P suppose, then, yor 
military mandarins are mneduentod uit dike ome own, 
who generally ave a troublesome chess, tid insult the 
civil population.” TLo then went on ta remark Cait 
Charlio growled on Ma Cow's Lawhitge at Tis var, 
and that Uherefore the dog displayed more riesen tua 
tho man, se it indientedl ity displaonre ate hin folly, 
Mr, Gow's harmless amioment having apparently 
mags an unfwourablo impression upon din, that one 
night's sleop was Rob sufficient lo madity, 

The Chinese havo a remarkable habit of ropentiiys 
the sumo word over and over again, and presi “it 
from ono to the other, an illetration of whieh ueeurred 
to-day, AL aunher of the puintork and ymperlauygery 
wero in eno of the rooms doing seme work, when 
Colonel Neale camo in ant diverted’ one af’ theme ta 
place red paper onen partionhu part ef the wall 
“Tioongedeo” is tho Chinese for red, mal fram one te 
another the word was passed 5 one ain ouly omitted 
lo repeat it, which the Colonel observing, avid in joke 
to them, “Now, why hay this man nob suid, hoon 
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doo They immediately perecived tho joke, and- 
longhed heartily ab it As a genoral ynlo, thoy -are- 
vory snacoptible of that form “of sareasin which now-a- 
days goes under the name of “chaff” and appoar to 
onjoy it, 

Tha supply of vogotablos at Uhis season is remark- 
ably good, We have green-peas, Fronch beans, ordi- 
nary gue beans, asparagus, spinach, carrots, lurnips, 
aud potiloes, fresh overy day, Also grapos, pervs, 
apples, and walnuts, apparently fresh, but which have 
beun preserved by some very effective process sinco last 
auminer, tho fruit season nob having yot commencod, 
Provisions aro stated to be much dearer in Peking than 
Ukoy wera a few years ago. Por instarfee, flour is exactly 
doubly Ute prico that it was five years ago, costing at 
prosont thirty Poking metal eash (about twopaco per 
cnltio, equal lo about a pound and a quertor avoir- 
dupois), 

Tho Poking shopkeapors stale that a considertole 
amonnt of business is springing up 4 Je-ho, and that 
Uhe'placo ix rapidly increasing in imporlanco ; so much 
no, blab very xerions doubls aro beginning to bo enter 
ainod in reference lo Peking being continued as the 
sorb of Government by the prosont Emporor, the de- 
xlinotion of the Yuowining-yuon having doprived him 
of the only veal induccmont he had to reside near tho 
eapital, 'Tho snck anid aubsequoht dosixnetion of tho 
wtumimer palace have always scomed to mo ogcurronces 
much to be rogrotted ; and should what is now thought 
notimnprobable actually take place, thoy may prove more 
untoward ovents than could havo well been foreseen, 
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owing to the polition as woll asx union didieulties 
that the dedefinitp absence of (he Court fram Pelcinyg 
nay give vise to.

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June loi—Mv. Bruen having ocension to-day to sco 
tho Princo of Kung, drove to the Yorvign Office in his 
ewriago, accompaniod hy Mr, Wade, On tho latter 
informing the Prince and his colleagues of tho nature 
of the conveyauco they had come in, Wan-so-ang wont 
oub to tho door, and after cmofully oxamining the 
corriago; rolurned and gave the Princo a minuto de- 
soriplion of it, What they could uot understand, huw- 
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ever, was Mr. Bruce driving himself—that was on 
outrage on taoli altogether beyond their comprehgn-" 
sion; in fact their minds seemed to rebel against 
grappling with anything so opposed to what they 
heretofore had thought possible, 

A detachment of cavalry passed the Leang-koong-foo 
this morning, The men were armed with swords, stuck 
under the flaps of their saddles, constituting another of 
their contvarieties, but rather a sensible one, inasmuch 
as the horse carries the sword, and relieves the rider of 
its weight, which must be an advantage on a long march, 
as it saves the loins from a needless drag upon them. 
In their left hands they carried bows, and had a supply 
of arrows slung across their shoulders in leathern quivers. 
With them the bridle-hand is the right, which might 
have been expected, as we employ the left. When they 
use their gwords, however, they of necessity temporarily 
employ the left hand as the bridle one, Their caps 
yere decorated with the usual military emblem, in the 
form of two sqwirrels’ tails, They were accompanied 
by two blue-buttoned siete In general aypear- 
ance and equipment they were not equal to the men 
that we encountered at Sin-ho, in the first of the actions 
of the late campaign. They had a dirtier and more 
shabby appearance, probably the result of their having 
just arrived in Peking froma lengthy joumey. They 
appeared to be on their way to join Shung-pow’s camp 
at the south-western angle of the Chinese city. 

Mr. Wade, in an elaborate article in the “Chinese 
Repository” for May, 1851, states that the support of 
the Chinese army forms no inconsiderable item in the 
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goneral expenditure of tho Einpire; howoyor inefleelive 
the forco may bo, or falso tho returns of its ranks, 
novortheloss that tho Imperial Troasury pays annually 
for all that is borno'un ils books, TLe then goos on to 
stale— 
“Jn spenking of the army of China, the chief dis- 
‘tinction to ho observed is belwoen the Bannermen, who 
muy be snid to be the foreo of the usurping family, and 
othe troops of the Green Standard, who are, with occa- 
sional oxceptions amongst officors of tho rank of sub- 
altern, ontirely Chinose, . 
“The Bannermen aro Manchus, Mongol Tartars, and 
Han-kiui, or Chinose descended from those, who forsook 
tho ‘canso of tho Ming when their country was invaded.* 
Theso three nations are each ranged under eight 
bannors, as bolow, tho first of theso being styled the 
superior, tho five lower the inferioy banners 5~

yaco,—of tho sume nation generally as the Bannormon 
hey command, though not necessarily of the same corps

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or banner, Their jurisdiction is of both a civiland a 
military character; but it must be remembered that 
although the Bannermen in China proper, as well as 
almost all Manchus, and certain of the Mongols, to be 
noticed in due time, are more or lesa subject to tho 
above arrangement, they do not all perform military 
service; and that such as do not, and are not either in 
the civil service of the banner establishments, receivo 
no support from the state, unless they belong to the 
three banners superior. 

*The Chinese army not of the banner is known as 
the Luh-ying, or that of the Tents of the Green 
Standard, a designation bestowed on it to distinguish it 
from the banner corps. These, in 15'78, were but four 
in all, and of a purely military organization, numbering 
each seven thousand five hundred men; they woro 
subsequegtly doubléd, and the border added, for dis- 
tinetion’s sake, to the oviginal plain colours, When the 
WManchus established their dynasty, in 1644, the ban- 
ners were origigally distributed at Peking, according to 
a mystic system, whereby the yollow is made to repre- 
sent the centre, the red the south, and the white the 
west ; the north should have been. black, but for this, as 
of bad omen, was substituted the bluo; and to tho cast, 
thus left unprovided for, in liou of the azure required 
by the system, was assigned, without any reason, tho 
green, which the native troops were directed to assumo 
as their standard. They took up, however, no corre- 
sponding position in the city, which was held ontircly 
by the Bannermen, the two yellow banners boing 
quartered to the north of the larger enclosure which 
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smvounds tho forbiddon precincts of tho Emporor’s 
rosidonce, the white to the east, the red to the west, 
and blue to the south; that is to say, with the left wing 
camped from north to south on tho cast, and the right 
to the west side, 

‘Pho pay and ration office of cach bamer of cach. 
nation is under one Wsdn-ling, ox twenty-four in all; 
undor cach of these are two Chung-hing, and in the 
Manchu and Tlan-kiun, five; but in the Mongolian 
banners two subaliorns. Theso aro both paymastors 
and commissariat, and forward tho estimates for the 
ensuing half years to the Board of Revonuo on the fif- 
toonth of the twelfth and tho fiftcenth of tho sixth moons, 
five days’ grace being allowed for corrections, &e, The 
issue of pay Lakes placo monthly, in coppor cash, on the 
first and second ; tho residue in silver on the third and 
fourth. ‘Tho grain ration is issued quartorly, lyut in dif- 
forent months, tho two yellow bannors receiving them 
in the first; tho two white and the plain rod in the 
socom, and the two bluo and the bordpred red on the 
third vf oach quarter, Anaddition is granted whenoyvor 
an interealary month inlorvenes, Rations being allowed 
to bamer officers from tho sixth grado down, thoir 
panes ave included in the vetune of the ‘I'sfin-ling, and 
ibis to bo romarked Unt all tho military Bannormon, 
no mattor to which of the motropolitam corps thoy 
belong, aro paid by this offico, and not by the officers of 
thoir corps. 

«Tho horse forage account is kept by one Tsin-ling 
and two Chang-king in ovory bannor, Manchu and 


Mongol, and by fivo suballorns of tho former and tivo 
02 
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of the latter, The cash allowance is drawn on the 
sixth of every moon, by the left wing, and on the 
seventh by the right; and the grain and other forage 
on the fourteenth and fifteenth; the cash ostimate 
being forwarded to the Board of Revenue on the 
eighteenth, and the forage estimate at the closo of the 
moon, 

“The stables in which the bannor horses lio are 
under the general superintendence of two Manohu and 
to Mongol TsAn-ling in every banner, assisted by a like 
number of Chang-king, and the Manchus by four and 
the Mongols by two subalterns, These take it in turn 
to mount guard over the stables, every Manchu bannor 
furnishing four corporals and thirty cavalry; the Mon- 
gols, two corporals and sixteen cavalry.” 

Some of the foregoing information was procured by 
Ma, Wadg from a work called the “ Chung-Ch’u-Ch'ing- 
Kan: or, Inquiry into the Centre or Main Pivot,” ie., 
the Army, The other portions of it wero procured from 
a “Digest of tke Laws regulating the presont Govorn- 
ment of China,” from the “ Code of the Board of Rtovo- 
nue,” and from the “Red Book” of China for 1849, 
The extracts I have given form but a portion of the 
translations made by Mr, Wado in roferenco lo the 
same subject, 

Jume 2nd.—M2. Heine, tho naturalist of the Prus- 
sian expedition, returned to Peking to-day, undor French 
protection—that is to say, as a guest at tho Ironch 
Legation—with the view of ronowing his endeavours 
fo procure permission to return to Europe through 
Siberia, which he cannot do without the sanction of the 
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Chinese government, a3 it commands tho right of 
woy as far as Kiachta, thirteen hrndred miles from 
Poking, P 

Tho treaty proposed by tho Prussians, and the terms 
of which Txoou-Luon is how at ‘Ton-lsin discussing with 
Count Kulenborgh, is not yot settled, ‘The Chinoso 
avo willing to make a commercial treaty, but will 
not at present make a diplomatic onc, Thoy do not 
positively refuse to do so ultimately, but thoy say 
that the presont timo is not tho right ono, assigning as 
their reasons that the country has boon unsettled, and 
the govornmont shakon through their having beon 
brought in contact with Western Powers; and they do 
nol deqm it expodient 10 extond political relations in 
that direction, until the govornmont is q litle more 
roconcilod to thoso into which it has beon drivon by 
force, 

Jwne 8il.—Evory day brings to light additional 
illustrations of the diametrically opposilo customewof 
the Chinese to ow own, Now thaletho sun is vory 
atvoig, and wo are protecting our heads by solar 
holnets, puggorios, and othor Indian hoad-goar, tho 
“Chinoso havo removed tho head-dross they havo worn 
during tho winter and spring, and aro walking about 
with their cleanly-shavon heads glancing brightly undor 
tho scorching atm. ‘Cho highor ordors wear a vory light 
conical-shapod straw hal (already alluded 10 as tho 
“summer hat”), thal the sun must readily penotrate. 
Lacts such as theso, obsorved amongst a peoplo not 
hdébitually oxposed to tho sun, like the natives of Tudia, 
tond to, strongthon’ the conviction thal has bebn for 


. 
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some time growing upon me, to the effect that the 
injurious influence of solar heat has beon, and con- 
tinnes to be, much exaggerated, and that what givos 
jt a noxious influence, is not the sun per se, but, 
as & general rule, the sun operating on constitutions, 
the natural balance of which has been upset by habi- 
tual indulgence in habits which are incompatible with 
much solar exposure; 4¢,, habits which predispose to 
visceral congestion, amongst which may be specially men- 
tioned the extreme use of alcoholic fluids, excess in ani- 
mal food, deficient exercise, and probably also excossivo 
tobacco-smoking, While theso are causes conforring 
what may be termed an artificial predisposition to be 
injured by the sun, thero is no doubt that, apart 
altogether from self-created causes, there are certain 
individuals in whom there is a natural inability on 
the part af their nervous systoms to bear solar cx- 
posure, without being injuriously affected by it—~honee 
heat apoplexy, or sun-stroke as it is called, is not un- 
common amongss those of temperate habits, I am 
inclined also to think, that a good deal of the mischief 
whioh it is customary to attribute to tho sua, is duo to 
the operation on unhealthy conslitutions of disturbed 
states of atmosphorio clectricjty, ocourring in connee- 
tion with extreme heat; tho more go, aa tho worst 
forms of heat apoplexy ocow on cloudy, sultry days, 
and during high statos of tho’ tomporaturo at night, 
In reference to this mattor, I put tho question to-day 
to Seo-ou-iee, as to how it was that, now that the sun 
had beeomo go strong, ho and othors had remove tho 
caps they hed worn all spring, and wore’ now golg 
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about with clean-shayon heads, exposed to tho full foreo 
of thosun, ‘The “little ono’s” reply was, “that Chee- 
neoman like-co the sum; Ingleoz-man no likke-co ib”— 
an oxplanation, lucid and satisfactory as it was, that 
would have been rondered moro so had ho added, that 
while tho sun likes Chinamen generally, it has not a 
similar universal affection for tho Englishman. 

When tho sopairs were first commenced on the 
Leang-koong-foo, in ono of tho front courts thero was a 
vory handsome marble sun-dial, which has boon re- 
moved and placed in the centre of what is now known 
as “Legation Court.” In it we have a furthor illus- 
iation of Chinoso contraricty, Our dial is horizontal, 
thoira is inclined at an angle of forty-five. Tho 
portion which throws tho shado, in ours is flat and 
angular, in thoirs it is round and pointed; in ours it 
stands on the surface of the dial, in theirs if porforates 
it cquidistant on cach sido, Our dial has only one faco 
for tha wholo year round—tho Chinese dial hay a 
summer faco aud a winter faco.* Dyeing summor tho 
porilon of the iron spike porforating tho dial, projecting 
4o tho north, throws Uie shade on the inclined northern 
{aco of tho dial, and during wintor, tho southorn spike 
throws the shado on a dial which is arrangod on tho 
under surface of tho cirmlar pioco of marble, on tho 
uppor portion of which the summor hours are in- 
seribod :—Allogethor tho Chineso dial is a moro com- 
plicated, and at tho samo timo moro clegant-looking 
instrument than ours,

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When at the French Legation this foronoon, I 
observed a knot of workmen sitting down amusing 
themselves during their meal hour, gambling with 
dominoes made of bamboo, They played tho gamo 
by sides, and apparently on principles similar to our 
own, I observe that the workmen regularly take 
a siesta, now that the weather has becomo hot, 
This is the first occasion that I have noticod thom 
gambling, 

While Mr, Gibson was out in the Tartar city to-day, 
he met a Russian walking about drossod as a China- 
man, A large crowd followed him, laughing and 
making fun at the futility of his aliompt to obscuro his 
national charactor, Mz, Gibson was on tho opposite 
side of the strect at tho moment ho passod, and 
his attention was drawn to tho circwmstaneo by 
‘an old woman pulling tho sleovo of his cont, and 
pointing to the Russian, with an air as much as to 
say, “Look at that fellow over thore making a Guy of 
himself,” . 

June 4th—We seem to live in a besiogod town 
during the night; for hours successivoly discharges of 
musketry and artillery go on, genorally commoncing 
about midnight, Thoso “awe-inspiring demonstrations” 
have been more frequont and oxtonsive of lato than 
formerly, owing to tho capital having boon at Inst 
deprived -of the protecting influonce of Shung-pow, who, 
after all, has not been able to ovado going to tho aid of 
Sang-ko-lin-sin, A small portion of Shung-pow's furco 
has been left encamped outside tho city, aud in pro- 
portion as their numbors have beon reduced, in like 
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proportion havo thoy beon increasing their midnight 
oxponidituro of gunpowder, 

This afternoon the pedlar of Pa-leo-chow, who about 
a month ago slartod for Mongolia with the wounded 
soldior Uoor-lin, roturned io the Legation, having 
accompanied his friond as far as the Kalyan Pass in tho 
Great Wall, a hundred and sixty miles from Poking, 
Owing to boing a Chinoso ho was nob allowed to cross 
tho Mongolian frontior, and thorefore had to leavo 
Toor-lin to completo tho romaindor of his journey by 
himself, Tho gonoral commanding at the Kalgan Pass 
scoms to havo treated tho pedlar with considoration, 
and sont him back to Poking in chargo of a soldier ; at 
the samo timo giving him a lettor to tho English 
Legation, Tho soldier look him straight 10 one of the 
official Yamuns, whoro tho lotlor was detained, for 
oxamination it is supposed, Ho was allowed lo como 
on at onco to tho Logation, and was directed to say that 
tho lettor would be sent to-morrow, ILis baggago wets 
also dotainod ; but, on a request from Pl. Wado, it was 
immetlintoly givon up lo him, ‘The old man looks 
much improved in appearance by his tip lo tho 
country, Mr Bruco has directed him to be employed 
in tho Logation as a Linek-chy, or orderly, which 
is whab tho word means a4 nearly as possible in 
English, 

June Blh—Tho weathor continues to bo fino, but 
the song morning breezes, which are now prevailing, 
raise such clouds of dust, as to render it impossiblo to 
move with any degree of comfort beyond the precinets 
of tho Legation. 
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Every now and then we are reminded of a stoam- 
boat whistle or that of a railway train, from tho noiso 
made by flocks of tame pigeons passing over the 
Legation, with a sort of half whistles half Afolian harps 
fitted into their tails, These instruments are formed 
of very light wood, and, as the bird flics through the 
air, they give out a sound not unlike that of the 
Aolian harp. This appears to be peculiar to Peking, 
ag I have not seen thé same in any othor part of tho 
Empire. 

My. Hart, Acting Inspector-General of the Chincso 
Customs, and Lieutenant Cloments of tho Royal En- 
gineers, arrived at the Legation to-day from Tion-tsin ;— 
the former on business with the Foreign Office—tho 
latter to prepare plans and estimatos for more oxtondod 
alterations on the Leang-koong-foo than woro originally 
intended,e StaffSurgoons Bindon and M‘Nab, not 
having previously scen Peking, received permission 10 
company them, and will rot to Tion-tsin in tho 
course of two r three days with Mi, Gow, who has 
been relieved of the command of the mililary eséort by 
Lieut, Clements, who will romain ot Poking until tho 
proposed alterations are completed: theso aro chiefly 
in the non-palatial part of the Foo, upon which aa yot 
no changes have been made. ‘ 

June 5th—-On tho 81st of March T oited an illua- 
tration of the mistakes which Synologuos occasionally 
make, from giving tho wrong intonalion to Chinoso 
words that have several meanings, and, as an instance 
of the latter, I casually mentioned tho word ping.*

Curious to say, tho difficullics connected with the pro- 
nunciation of Uris word woro practically illustrated as 
My, [art and his friends woro on thoir way to Peking, 
Thyroo days ago, while they wore resting at a village on 
tho rond, tho heat was so oppressive that thoy doter- 
mined on refreshing thomselves if practicablo with 
somo iced cliumpagne, Mr. Hart, who spoaks Chincse 
fluontly, asked the innkeeper if he could got them some 
ice, giving tho ping for it, as ho thought all corroct, 
The innkeeper undertook to do so with a roadinoss 
which quite cheored thom, and after sitting for half-an- 
how, thirsty and oxhausted, anxiously looking forward 
to tho arrival of tho wished-for icc, at last a waiter 
appoared with a largo plate of smoking pancakes: 
My, Hart had givon the ping with tho pancako into- 
nation in place of the one for ico, in tho same manner 
as Mv, Adkins gavo the Shang-yw for cols én placo of 
for potatocs, ‘Their disappointment was tho moro 
keonly folt, as aflor all it turned owt that thoro was fio 
ico procurable nearer than the capital g whore extonsive 
stores of it aro kept for summor use, as thoro aro also at 
Tion-tsin, . 

June Whe—Tho wind has now modorated, and 
T walked this aflernoon with Doctors Bindon and 
»MNab through the Lmporial City, ontoring by tho 
castorn gato, and showing thom tho oastorn ontranco to 
tho Eimporor's palacu. Turing north, wo skirted tho 
artificial hill, and, after passing round it, turned to the 
meanings of the word ping, T may also hore stato that tho wort pee- 


awe moma a watch, a “ sootal ovil,” a corlifieatoe, gluo, anda verb 
moming { to menifost.” 
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south by its western wall, until wo camo to & very fino 
Lama temple near the north-west anglo of tho palace. 
Passing this we went west, until wo reached a large 
marble bridge, on crossing which a picturesque lako 
with temples on its banks comes into view, We 
ieturned home by the western side of tho city, and on 
ow way met some elderly mon walking about with 
brass balls in their hands, which thoy kept in constant 
motion, with the view of making their fingers supple, 
and thus counteracting tho stiffness caused by advanc- 
ing years, This would also seem to bo a practice 
peculiar to the Pekingese, as I cannot call to rocollec- 
tion having secn digital gymnastics practised clso- 
where, 

June 8th—Mr. Wade’s clork, Tsoon, whom T lave 
lately alluded to as having had his norvous system 
upset by recont misfortunes, has not been to the office 
for a fow days, having beon making arrangomonts for 
ifmoving his family to a rosidenco moro conveniont 
to the Legatioy than his present ono, ‘Tho delay 
which has occurred has been connected with the”kvlec- 
tion of a Incky day ‘to carry it out, Ono has Leon 
at last solected as likoly to prove propitious, and wo 
expect shortly to hear that tho movemont has been 
effected to the satisfaction of all concerned. 

This aftornoon Soc-ou-too intimated to Colonol Nealo 
that, on the evening of tho clovonth, the workmen will 
leave their work carlior than usual, and not coma 
at all on tho following day, that boing, * All sumo 
Cheenceman Christmas-day, and thoy no workeo 
that day, whether workee for Inglevzman or Chee- 
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neoman ;” but supposing—the “littl ono” went 
on to say,—-that wo wished them particularly to do 
so, thoy can overcomo thoir religious scruples, on 
tho consideration of recciving double wages for that 
day, ‘Lhe oloventh, i} seems, is the fifth day of the 
fifth moon, and the commencemont of tho Dragon 
Fenst, one of tho pront festivals of China. On intev- 
rogating Sco-ou-loo in roferonco Lo its naturo, ho ro- 
poated to me what ho had told Colonc] Nealo regarding 
its boing “all samo as Christmas-day in England,” 
the analogy in the “little ono’s” mind betiweon thom 
boing based on tho following :—“ Cheencoman that 
day, chin-chin-joss, go to tho sing-song, and catchoe 
plonty of chow-chow,” which, rondored into moro in- 
telligiblo English, moans, that tho Chinoso on that 
day attend, in tho first instanco, to dovolional oxer- 
cisas, after that thoy go to the theatres and ojher placos 
of public amusement, and wind up the day by having 
am unusually good dinner—a combination involvieg 
poinla of idontity wilh our English, Christmas suffi- 
ciontty approximate ax to fully justify the comparison 
inatibutod hy tho “little ono,” founded as it was on tho 
results of what ho himsolf had porsonally witnessed in 
roforonco to tho manner in which tho two days aro 
observed in tho two countrios, 

June Mh—Tho oarly portion of the day was vory 
warm ; towards tho aflornoon, howover, tho sun dis- 
appeared, and tho atmosphere became intensely close, 
the thermometer being 98° in the shado, At half- 
past six a thunder-storm, with lightning and rain, 
sot in, and lasted for an hour and a half This caused 
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some reduction in the temperature for the timo being, 
but it was of short duration, the heat again becoming 
oppressive. 

The clerk Tsoon returned to his employmont to-day, 
having effected the movement refered to yesterday ; the 
day having apparently been so far alucky one as to have 
enabled the change to be made before the heavy rain 
and thunder-storm set in, He states that lately thoro 
has been a good deal of sickness in the city of a kind 
that he describes as “pestilence,” and which it is probable 
is a form of eruptive fever similar to that which Dr. 
Bindon tells me has been very prevalent amongst the 
troops at Tien-tsin. 

June 10th —A fight took place to-day between two 
of the Chinese grooms in charge of Mr. Bruce's horses ; 
having originated in a professional dispute referring to 
priority of xight to clean some harness, Tho man who 
won the fight was somewhat unnecessarily sont by Mr. 
Gibson to the District Magistrato for punishment, who, 
on going into the,merits of the case, awarded him threo 
dozen strokes with the “lightor bamboo.” ‘'his sentence 
was at once carried out at the Yamun, on a part of 
the body rendering the sitting posturo not tho most 
comfortable to him at present. The result of it has 
been that he has bolted, and docs not intond, after 
having beon exposed to such an indignity, to rosumo 
duiy at the Legation. 

June 11th—Early this morning I todo with Mr. 
Bruce to the north of the city, On ontoring tho castern 
main street, wo found a vegetablo market oxtemporisud 
on each side of it ; the vegotables not boing on stalls, 
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but in tho vendors’. baskots, as brought in from the 
country, hoy wero clouan and in tho best of ordor, 
consisting chiefly of lotiuco, cucumbers, greon peas, 
beans, radishos, turnips, vegotable marrow, onions, aud 
garlic, Apricols and small black plums aro now also 
plontiful, and must come from tho south of Poking, as 
tho soason is hardly advanced cnough to admit of their 
having riponed. horo, 

Wo left the city by the Anting gato, and, crossing 
the parade ground, wo turned to the lefi a short way 
up a cross road and came to tho Russian cometery. The 
samo people wero in chargo of it as when I visited it 
about six weeksago. We went into their house, which 
was clon and neatly kept, Mx, Bruce pointed to a 
print of tho Virgin hanging up on tho wall, when tho 
old woman immediately said that it was tho Shang- 
mou (tho woman of heaven), Qn our way, back wo 
mot one of the largo funoreal biers going out on hiro, 
Tt had forty boarovs, who all woro black felt hajs 
shapod somowhat like a barber’s basin, and having a 
rod fanthor about oight inches long sticking up from 
the crown. 

Riding through tho sleots of Poking and casually 
looking ab its houses, ib would seem as if thoy were 
chiefly built of wood, ‘This, howovor, is nol the caso ; 
the improssion arising from tho fact of the fronts of all 
tho shops; and of most of tho houses, boing formod of 
latticod wood-work, while tho backs of tho houses and. 
the sides avo invariably built of brick-work, and, gene- 

, rally spoaking, substantially so. 
June 12th—This morning a litle before five o'clock, 
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Monsieur and Madame de Bourboulon, Mr, Bruco, Mr. 
Wade, Captain Bouvier, Mr. Heine, and myself slarted 
for “The Hight Great Temples,” on the hills 10 tho 
west of Peking, described on tho 26th of April, We 
left the Tartar city by the Seo-cheo-mun ab a quar- 
ter to six, and reached the foot of the hills near tho 
lower temple at half-past seven. The sun was very 
strong and the heat considerable, A mountain chair 
was proctned at the first of the temples for Madame do 
Bowboulon, and « supply of native bearers was imme- 
diately forthcoming, The “ Dragon’s Fountain Tom- 
ple” was established as the hoad-quarters of the party. 
The place was very clean, in oxccllent order, and overy 
civility and attention was met with from tho pricsts, 
The heat however was greater than might have beon 
anticipated, considering tho height tho building is above 
the level of the plain boneath; tho thermometor hav- 
ing been during the greater portion of tho day 88° in 
the shade, 

About three o'clock, as the sun got ta the westward, 
Peking was seen with great distinctnoss, as also was tho 
mountain range to the north-east of tho city, distant 
about forty miles, In the extreme horizon to tho 
southward the Pagoda of ‘Tung-chow was scon. Bo- 
tween the distant hills to the north-cast and whoro wo 
were, a level plain seemed to interveno, covored with 
gieen trees—the sameness of tho scone broken by a 
faint light outline of a square form—tho walls of Po- 
king, within which, to the naked oye, were distinctly 
visible, tho roofs of tho palaco buildings, tho artificial 
hill, the Drum and the Bell towers, the Lama monu- 
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ments, tho gateway towers and the old Portuguese— 
now called the Fronch—Cathedral, Botwoen Peking 
again and the “ Fight Great Temples,’ the Pagoda of 
Pa-leo-chang (a‘ villago* thrce miles to the west of 
Peking) sidetil its head from amongst the trees; and 
in the direction of the obscure outline of the Chinese 
city was seon tho Pagoda near which Shung-pow was 
Jntoly oncamped with his army.’ The atmosphore. 
wns so clear, that the palace roofs, thirty in number, 
could be counted, and the gate on tho castorn side 
of the city, recently repaired, was easily distinguished 
from tho others by tho freshness of its paint, With 
tho aid of a glass these objects were only more 
distinctly seon, nothing new boing revealed to the 
eyo; tho dense foliage conccaling the remainder of 
the city, 

June 18i.—A. Chinese teacher, ongaggd by Mr, 
Douglas, commenced his duties "to-day at the Legation. 
His name is Yang, Wo has taken his degree, omd 
wears tho lowest of the two classes of (he gilt or literary 
button, 1 is tho son of a repairer of watehes, and at 
the present time ho i« employing his surplus carnings 
in paying for the odueation of his brother, who is now 
reading for hia degree, Uhnough Mx, Douglas T had 
somo conversation with him about the Peking éur- 
reney, which ho states is becoming a growing evil, 
owing to the depreciation of the copper coinage, and 
that tho discontent counected * therowith is daily 
increasing. ‘The origin of the large Poking cash 
and of a special currency for the captial was the follow- 
ing. About nino years ago, the Board of Revennoa 
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commenced to call in the small tchen or ordinary cash 
coin of the empire, and ‘issued ono of a inger sizo for 
special circulation at Peking, assigning a valuo to it 
equal to ten of the ordinary cash, and at the same time 
making the latter an illegal tonder within Peking. 
This proceeding on the part of the Board of Revenue 
consequently compelled the people either to deal 
with the lage cash, or with paper money, It seoms 
that the large cash were originally issued in a doto- 
iiorated form, and though nominally worth ten ordi- 
nary cash, they never were so in 1eality, while 
on every re-coinage they have been undergoing a 
still futher depreciation, At present they aro nét 
actually woth more than three of the ordinary tchen, 
which Jeads to the people having to pay more than 
three times the frue value of evorything, inasmuch 
as they ara paid these coins as if they wore worth ten 
small cash, but when they como to purchase with them, 
shop-keepers will only take them at their intrinsic 
value—at least, they shape thoir prices in a manner 
proportionate to the deteriorated coin that is in-viren- 
lation, which is doing the same thing in anothor form. 
At the present time the twenty papar cash go to ona 
copper one, and seyon hundred and fifty of tho latlor 
to a weight of silver equal to one Moxican dollar, It is 
generally believed that the Emporor is not awaro of tho 
local depreciation of the copper coinage which has taken 
place, Yang also states that the boliof is cwront, 
that the character of the Western nations has been so 
inisrepiesented to him, with a view to ils being mado 
to appear unpiacticable for him to 1eside in Peking 
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while they wero thero, that his cdunsollor’s aro now 
ashamed or afraid to tell him the Wath. ‘Tho jmpres- 
sions of the public gonorally aro in favour of forcignors, 
he states; but at ono time thoy were much afraid of 
them; they are now, however, quite reassured. 

T askod him about tho health of the cily, and found 
that ho corroboratotl what ‘Tsoon stated tho other day 
about a contagious fover being prevalont, accompanied 
by an cruption of red spots, It is not attended with 
much danger, ho says, if the eruplion comes frecly out, 
but in casos whero it is suppressed and settles on 
internal organs, tho discago is represonted as a very 
serious ond. In roforonce 10 vaccination, he says it has 
been introduced, but not very generally practised, as 
tho people are not inclined to put much fyith in its 
prevontive powers, Hoe himself, howovor, doos, inas- 
much as, at tho presont time, his motho#s cousin’s 
family ave affected with small-pox; two children that 
wore not vaccinated boing ill with tho discaso, and to 
that were vaccinated not having takoneit. 

To-day, also, T gathorod a good deal of informa- 
tion about tho Peking Guzetle* and corrected some 
erroneous ideas I had formod on tho subject Tt 
appears that it is nob an official shoot published by 
Government, but a spocios of ministorial organ, tho 
publication of which is pormitttd by the Government, 
and the mattor supplied by Governmont clorks to the 
publisher for their own private omolumont, Tho con- 


* Of tho migin of the Peking Gazette thoie isno account that ean bo 
depended on; ils antiquity is whdoubted, tiadition assigning it to tho 
Sung dynasty, which bocame oxtinet in 1866, 
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nection bétween the Pebing Guzette and tho Govom- 
ment does not extend further than as regards state 
papers that it i is not intended should be made public; 
in which caso whoever is intrilsted with them rocoives a 
caution that they are not to find their way into the 
Gazette, ond care is taken that they do not, The infor- 
-mation contained in the Gazette is indirectly official, 
inasmuch as it is strictly authentio, It is road with 
great interest by tho publio, not only in Peking, but 
all over the Empire, and the peoplo look for its ‘appear- 
ance with a degree of interest similar to that with 
which the English public regard the ,Zimes during 
periods of political oxtitement. : 

Theve are three oditions of the Peking Gazette rogu- 
larly published ; a red-covered ono, which is tho largost, 
and appears every other day; a whito- covered one, 
which is Published daily, and contains full dotails of 
certain subjects of infovest of which only brief notioos 
Je appeared in the more strictly Gazette publication, 
Thtis a dail¥ newspaper, in fact, which, from being a 
strictly ministerial orgay, may be likenod to the"Globe, 
The third edition is a cheap abridgment of the two 
others; a low-priced summary, in fact, for. tho poorer 
classes, 

In tho last number of the rod (azetle, thore is a 
notice, degrading several officers for the loss of Cha-poo, 
a const town in the province of Keang-soo, lately taken 
by the Taepings, There is a notice also to tho offect 
that Shung-pow having reached Shan-tung has gained 
‘an important victory over the rebels in that province. 
Another notice refers to a remarkable case of incest and 
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murdor tbat has eéme under the notice of tho Censorate, 
in reforonce to which sovere measures aro about to be 
takon, A man, it appears, who had led an incestuous 
lifo prior Lo marriage, recontly ontered into the marricd’ 
statu, but continued his former course ; which his wife 
finding out, tho brothor and sister mado away with hoy, 
but nob before sho had given exprossion 40 hew know-, 
ledgo of thdir guill, ‘Through this means it has 
reached tho Censorato, who havo laid the matler before 
the Emporor prior to tho law being put into opera- 
tion; his peabaen will bo déath, probably of a cruel 
nature, - * 

The white edition contains full dotails of ‘the incest 
case, with an edict of the Emporor in reference thereto, 
Also the particulars ofa caso of accidental fratricide, 
which originated in a squabble, Tho circumstances 
were the follotving: two brothers possessed houses on 
pieces of land adjoining, and tho houso of one of them 
having fallen into disrepair, ho received permisdon 
from tho Government to rebuild ity and his brother 
alleged that in so doing ho had cneroached on his Jand, 
This lod lo an altercation, which ended in high words, 
and ultimately in blows, when one of them, losing com 
mand of himself, caught up a picco of izon and, abruck 
tho othor & sovero blow on the hoad, fom the ¢ offocts of 
which bé lngered for two months and dicd. ‘The 
Consorate having become acquainted with the case} has 
referred it to the Emperor, 

Amongst the other Gazette ndtices, there ig 0 copy of 
the instruclions recently issued to a commission to 
inquire into and report on the slate of the coast 
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defences in the Gulf of Lian-tung, along with tho in- 
structions to th Boards of Revonue and War, to seo 
the recommendations of this commission given full 
effect to, Rewards are also notified to cortain people in 
Shan-tung, for bravery and other services in aiding the 
suppression of the local rebellion, 

While.the Gazettes are only indirectly official publi- 
cations, thére is a “Red Book” again which is a strictly 
official one, and appears once a quarter. It consists of 
six volumes, two relating to the military service, aud 
four to the civil. It contains all the past services of 
the officers employed under Government at tho period 
of its publication. 

The Pedlar of Pi dachow has been promoted to-day 
to the office of Assistant-Gatekeeper at the Legation, 
The service which this old man rendered to his wounded 
friend tendn practically to refuto the bolief to which wo + 
give too ready oredence, that there is but little good 
in°s Chinaman’s nature, The more one seog of tho 
people in their matural state, the moro apparent: does 
the fallacy of this supposition appear; and th® fact 
begins to disclose itgelf, that many of our improssions of 
the Chinese have been formed from data of tho most 
limited and unfavourable kind, not dissimilar to what 
might be anticipated, if a foreigner procecded to write 
a work on the English, aftor locating himself at Wap- 
ping, and collecting his materials from what he obsorved 
in that neighbourhood. 

Yesterday was the “Dragon Feast ;” and while Messrs. 
Havt and Douglas were riding in the neighbourhood of 
the saorificial temples in the Chinose city, they got 
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surrounded by a somewhat excited mob, who throw 
stones at thom and hooted, Whilo this was going on, 
acarlor camo forward and cautioned the mob, telling 
thom that thoy had better stop, or they would be the 
means of having the street fino imposed, a caution that 
had tho desired effect, ‘I'o-day, while breakfasting 
with Wan-se-ang at his official rosidenco, My. Hart 
brought tho matter undor his notice. . Wan-sc-ang 
said, that though no doubt the people had behaved very 
rudely and improporly, still that it was'a foast-day, and 
as such, a bad ono for foreigners to bo moving about 
amongst the population im distant and out-of.the-way 
paris of the sity, more especially in the particular 
neighbourhood 1o which they had gone, namely, an 
open space near tho ‘Templo of Agriculture, because 
there, during this feast, crowds of peoplt gathor together 
for tho purpose of indulging in the sport of lvorse-racing, 
and an unusual dogrea of oxcitoment consequently 
prevails, * 
Mr. Harb romained seven hours gontinuously with, 
Wan-8e-ang, who is much interested in custom-house 
matters, and vory cager about information porlaining 
theroto, Ho made copious notes during the conversa- 
tion, Ho attaches great imporianeo to promulgating, 
amongst the communities that are thrown in contact 
with forsignors, (Ho fact that the Chineso Government 
has foroigners in ils omployment, Wan-so-ang at 
presont holds a military command in the city consisting 
of throe thorsand gondarmerio. He approvos highly of 
our artillery, but he is not inclined to admit that the 
niuskeb is superior to the large-sized gingal carricd by 
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two men, “for,” he says, “the musket or tiflo is so 
constructed as to admit of being fired only from the 
shoulder, whereas the gingal and matchlock can be 
fired from the cheek, and greater accuracy of aim. thus 
ensured.” '‘Hang-Ki was presont during & portion « of 
the interview, but received a message to say that his 
mother, who is eighty-one years of age, was takon 
unwell, and wished to see him. He at once relinquished 
the business he was engaged in, and proceeded to visit 
her, receiving commendation from Wan-se-ang for the 
promptness he displayed in obeying tho summons, 
While Hang-Ki was there, a piece of information was 
communicated to Mr, Hart by Wan-se-ang and. him 
as something which they evidontly considercd an over~ 
-whelming honow; and, thought would be very pleasing 
to him to hear; this was, “that the Emperor know 
his hamo?”-a fact, after al], of some interest and im- 
portance, as it shows the Emperor to be botter in- 
fofmed on State mattors than we ae hoen inclined 
to believe was thecasel” : 

Mz. Hart, d find, quite saitileea with mo" fm an 
opinion which observation has gradually led nio to form, 
namely, that the present dynasty is by no means in 60 , 

" tottering a condition as we have beén woht to suppose, 
and that it possesses ample vitality to recover itsolf, 
provided somo more systematic stops were adopted bo 
reduco the rebellion in the South, My Hart thinks 
that if Nanking was recovered, the whalo affair would 
soon collapse, and tho former importance of tho oily be 
spoedily restored. Also that the 1oason, tho rebellion 
has lived so long is that no blows of any’sevority have 
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boon struck in tho field, many of tha victorios having 
beon gained, by diplomacy in tho following mannor :— 
‘An arrangoment would bo, entered into betwoen’ the 
leaders roxpectivoly of an Imperialist and a ‘Tacping 
force, that, in copsidoration of the payment by the 
formor of a stm of money, the latter should retire from, 
a ceitain position immediately on tho advanco of the 
Imporial troops. On this boing done; an important 
victory was immodiately reported Lo Peking, and honours- 
awarded, rendering the sum paid for the victory usually . 
a really profitable investmont, 
, Another cause which militates against the suppression 
6f tho Taeping rebellion, in’addition to their ‘want of 
sufficiently destructive weapons, is, that inferior as their 
means of offonco aro, they do not give them a fair 
chance, as both partios fight their actions stristly ac 
cording 1o li; and consoquently, when they gnoot in the 
opon, what in reality ought to bo a battle is little bettor 
than a mutual review or sham fight. ror instance a 
body of infantry, if opposed to cavalry, thiow thom- 
selves-into the posture of dofonce, which consists of 
rovolving direlos of nine men round a centre pivot of 
une ina, ‘Tho foreo Unrow themselves inlo a series 
of those squares, and voldte vourd their contros, 
* discharging theiv matchlocks as thoir burn comes to 
pass in front of the onemy, ‘Lho cavalry, in their turn, 
apptoach and go through the makquvres for attacking 
infantyy, both partics carefully avoiding coming into 
contact with cach other, Aftoy a sufficient timo has 
Lean oxpended in theso warlike exercises, in the course 
of which ‘9 fow casualties may havo occurred from slray 
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shots, the contending forces withdraw, each proclaiming 
the extermination of the other, 

June 14th,—The Pekingese are stated to be famous 
for their athletic exercises, and in my casual walks I 
have repeatedly seen great ability displayed in postur- 
ing, tumbling, &c,; also in the complicated manner in 
which shuttlecock is played with the feet and limbs, 
Amongst'their amusements I have lately observed that 
of stone throwing, in a manner peculiar to themselves, 
Half-a-dozen young men stand in a circle and throw 
from one to the other a large oblong stono, fitted with a 
handle like a curling stone. The weight of the stone 
is twenty-cight pounds, and they make it describe ares 
in the air, invariably catching it by the handlo with 
great advoitness, I have never soen one fall on the 
ground from failing to be caught by tho party to whom 
it was thrgwn, The Pekingese also are vory fond of 

" Djrdg, aid prize them in proportion to their ago. ‘They 
teach them. to imitate the various sounds hdard in the 
streets, Oolonel Neale bought one to-day, for which he 
paid ‘four dollars. It is a species of thrush, known as 
the mogking-bird. Its song is a madley, consisting of 
imitations of the dog, cat, eagle, rook, kito, and a 
Chinose Punch-and-Judy show. 

June 15th.—Tho various courts of the Loang-koong- 
foo axe paved, but with a viow to relieving tho glaro 
and modifying the amount of radiated heat, it was de- 
cided, a few days ago, to remove the brickwork from 
“Legation Court,” and convert it into a sort of gardon, 
This has been carried out, and the square denuded of 

~ pavement, with the exception of tivo cross pathways, 
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Tolos have been dug in the ground at short intervals 
undor the suporintendence of a Chincse nurseryman, 
who to-day arzived with » full staff of gardoners and a 
number of little fir-trees, which he proceeded to place 
in the holos prepared for their reception, ‘The branches 
of tho trees wore carofully fastened with light stiaw 
ropes, 80 that thoy should not bo injured during their 
iansport, Tho roots woro ombedded in carth contained 
in a pleco of matting tightly tied round with straw 
yops, This matting was not iakon off, nor wore the 
ropos cut, ‘Lhe trees word simply removed from the 
hand-cart and placed in tho hole, leose earth boing? 
filled in and well saturated with* water. Tho earth 
within, tho matting, aided by tho water from without, is’ 
slatod to be sufficient for the immediate supporl of the 
‘wee, and tho ulltimato decay of the matting acts as 
oxtra nutriment ot a future period. e 
Information having boon received from tho Foreign 
Offico in England, that six student intorproters are 40 
bo sont out by the July mail for instrpotion at Peking, 
arrangamonts ave in course of boing made for their 
housing undor tho supprintondenco of Lieutenmt 
Clomonts, RZ, and this morning twenty carpen- 
tora commenced operations on the new work; so wo 
havo now two dislincl sats of allerations going on, and 
carried out by the samo contractor: Qoloncl Neale 
continuing tha supovintondence of what ho originally 
undertook, So-ou-teo has to act as interproter to both 
patios; but to facilitate his being found when wanted 
(not always an casy maitor), Mr, Cloments has had to 
bo instructed as to hig roal name of Lew-yoong-chucn, 
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which I have alveady stated means, Lew, “ the over- 
valiant water,” or in more simple English, Low, “the over- 
bubbling fountain.” By See-ou-tee, a torm of humi- 
lity, which in forther days he applied to himself, ho 
is only known amongst the English ; and, as ho is ad- 
vancingin the world, he is beginning to show signs of 
not liking the continued use of the appellation, and to 
prefer being called by his proper name. 

This afteznoon Mz. Hart had an interviow with the 
Prince of Kung at the Foreign Offic, Wan-se-ang 
only was present, The Prince put a long serics of 
questions to him ,on custom-house matters, and ra- 
marked that he (ly. Hait) must think him almost 
childish asking so many, and such appacntly simplo 
questions ; but the truth was that, until lately, ho wag 
totally unacquainted, not only with these special mattors} 

" but with business matters genorally, having had, until 
yecent events compelled him to assumo his present 
responsibilities, but little to attond to beyond amusing 
himself, While the interview was going on, Hang-Ki 
came in, and the Princo and Wan-se-ang imimuliately 
asked after bis mother’s health, and, hearing that tho 
report was unfavourable, and observing that Hang-Ki 
was depressed in consequence, thoy would nol, hoat of 
his entering on business, and urged him to dopart, 
Hang-Ki however said that as there were some mattors 
that he had promised to-day to discuss, ho would 
endeavour to do so, After he had remained a short 
time, the Prince noticed that he was not himself and 

insisted on his going away, which ho did, and proccedod 
at once to attend his dying mother, whose symptoms ho 
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described with great minuteness and fooling to Mx, 
Tart. Tlang-Ki himsolf is sixty years of age. 

June 16th —Tlang-Ki’s mother died last night; in 
consequence of which evont he will hayo to withdraw 
from. businoss for a hundred days, To will now reecive 
ecards of condolence and presents of such articles as may 
be omployed ab the funeral obsoquics, ; 

Tho heat ia becoming progrossively: greater, At 
noon it was 106° in tho shade, yos tho Chineso 
xcom lo enjoy it, and movo about with their shaven 
hens frecly exposed to it, Captain Worthington and 
Ds. Ross of the 67th Regiment arrived “from ‘Tien-isin 
to-day, and wore astonished at the heat, which conisider- 
ably oxcecds that of ‘Tion-isin, whoro also it haa beon 
VoLy great. , i 

This moining Colonol Neale observed a respectable- 
looking portly old gentleman dressed in white walking 
about with Sco-ou-tee fanning himself, IIe proved to 
ho the “little ono’s” male parent, who, it seems, is én 
tho sorvico of the Mandarin who lys’ charge of tho 
Yuonsning-ynen. ‘Tho Colonel told me that it was 
highly anvasing to soo tho old man standing looking 
with wonder and admiration at Seo-ou-tco talking 
‘English, ayd moving about giving dircetions with tho 
air of ono high in authority, ‘tho altorations and re- 
decorations of ihe Too are becoming tomporarily’ono of 
tho sights of Poking; ‘and almost daily we havo visits 
from partics of respectable Chinamen introduced by 
tho contractor, Mr, Choon, whose clerk by the way 
I observed to-day going round and collecting smal) 
wooden tickets from the workmen. Those are their 
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credentials for the day, delivered to them the previous 
evening and shown at the gate as they enter, and their 
return in the evening establishes the fact of their having 
duly performed a day’s work, and their names are noted 
accordingly in the pay list. Nothing could be more 
systematic or civilised than the manner in which tho 
arrangements for the feeding and payment of the arti- 
zans are conducted. 

Jume 17th—The heat continues unabated, Dr. Rass, 
who has served in the West Indios and India, says, 
that with the exception of one day at St, Thomas's, 
he has no recollection of ever having suffered such 
an amount of direct heat as yesterday and to-day. 
We have had it to-day 101° in the shade. «Dwing 
the wight, at no time was the thermometer below 
86°, The Chinese continue to bear it well; the only 
indications~they display of feeling it bemg tho more 
prolonged character of their siesta, which they now 
deily take, 

Chinese wine-ggolers are now in great request within 
the Legation, They are square wooden boxef lined 
with lead, and provided with a double hingo lid, having 
a small hole in the centre, Thoy are filled with 
ice, generally by one large block, and used by tho 
Pekingese for cooling’ their tea and wino dwing suni- 
mer, They place them also in tho contre of their 
sitting-rooms as a means of wtificially redueing tha 
temperature, 

My. Hart mentioned to mo to-day, that whon ho was 
at Taku on his way to Peking, one of the sub-magis- 
trates there was anxious to remove the remaining iron 
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atakes from tho month of the Peiho, which we did not 
intorforo wilh lasb year. Wo is willing to do this in 
consideration of his reeoiving thom as his,own property, 
but he is afraid 40 enter on tho undertaking, for foar 
his own government might consiree it into: an act of 
hostilily towards ib, Tlo is theroforo anxious that tho 
British Government should ropresont tho necossity for 
olearing away all obstructions from the mouth of the 
rivor, and procure authority for its being dono, in which 
case ho will havo them speedily removed. Ho also ex- 
plaincd to Mx, Hart, that the onclosures in tho rear of 
the Taku Forts wore not originally constructed with 
the viow of resisting an attack from us in, that direction, 
bul wif} the view of proventing the garrisons from 
straying—a mild mode of oxpressing running away, 
T suspect, - : 

On tho last oecasion of Mr, Wado'’s bejng al the 
Fovoign Office, tho Prince of Kung, in the course of 
conversation, oxpressed a desire to havo some iden of 
what English poctry is liko, so Mx, Wade has under- 
taken a Chinese yorsion of “Auld Leng Syno” and 
Chilo Havold’s Farowell to his Page.” 

June 18ih,—In consogquonce of tho oxtromo heat, it 
has been determined to adopt tho custom which prevails 
in this part of China, of covering in tho, courtyards 
during stmmor with matting spread over scaffolding, 
An arvangomont was, thorefore, ontored into to-day 
with a scaffold contract: ‘to cover Legation Court in 
tho most approved aiple, for five hundred dollars, he 
yomoving and becoming repossessed of tho matorials ot 
the end of tho hot soason, ‘Tho purveying of scaffolding 
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on loan, and covering in, of courts with matting, is a 
special branch of trade in Peking. 

. The foreman of the carpenters is aman of remarkable 
intelligence and activity, and, from always walking 
about with a measuring-rad in his hand, gots by the 

‘name of Atiel” He has been ten years with his 
present master (Choon), who, it appears, carries on, two 
distinct branches of business in the Tartar city, ont an 
undertakex’s establishment, confined to the manufacture 
of coffins, the other for ordinary piepenier! 8 work and 
building. “ Ariel” receives “ head money ” " at tho rate 
of two hundred cash per diem for every” bapenter 
that he superintends, Talking of building, I asked 
the “ little one,” as his father is connected wilh Yuen- 
ming-yuen, whether he has heard if it is going to 
be rebuilt or not, He says thero is*no intention of 

‘doing so at the present time, as neither the Emporor 
nor the Government is in a position, as he expresses it, 
te catch any money. 

Happening to mention to My. Hart that Madame do 
Bourboulon rode out yosterday on horseback, and that 
it-was the first time a western female had been goon on 
horseback in the streets of the Celestial capital, ho 
mentioned to me an illustration of Chincso wit that 
lately occurred gat Shanghai, A Chinaman from tho 
country happenod to come’ into the forcign sottloment, 
and there, for the first time, saw an European fomale on 
horseback, He immediately asked a town friend what 
had become of her other leg, who, boing a wag, replied 
that she was one of the female barbarian leaders, and 
that she had lost her leg at the taking of the Taku Forts, 


. 
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June 19t.—I mentioned on the 18th instant that a 
new teacher, named Yang, hed commoneed his duties 
with Mz, Douglas, I had some further conversation. 
wilh him to-day rospeoting the hoalth of Peking, in 
continuation of the information I got from hin on the 
above date, Ie states that tho cruplive fever still 
continnes to prevail in the town, and that in the stroct 
“whore ho resides two mon died of it a few days ago. 
‘On questioning him rogarding its contagious charactor 
he says that slooping in the same room with a person 
labouring under the diseaso is looked upon as certain 
to lead to infection; and, thorefore, immediately on a 
porgon béingt attacked he is placed in a room by hin- 
solf, whenover it is practicable to do so, I expressed 
a desire to seo some cases of this disoaso, and asked 
him if he could ptocme me admission to any of his 
friends who might bo affected with it, as, if thpy wished 
it, I would be glad to do what I could for thom, Ho 
said that he had no doubt many would bo glad ig 
avail themsclvos of my assistanco, but that they would 
bo afraid it might lead 10 thoir getting into trouble, if 
the fact, was known that thoy wore visited by foreignors. 
Tle then said that as T had offored to give advice, he 
would bring a friond to soo mo at the Logation who had 
heen making inquirios of him in roforenco to tho pro- 
babilitios of my being ablo to roliove hfm of a surgical 
ailmont ho was labouring undor, Roferring to what 
he montioned “on tho thirtconth about two of his 
mother’s cousin’s children béing ill with small-pox, ho 
says that thoy have both diod, but that the two vac- 
cinated childron have not yet taken the discase,

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He mentioned a curious fact connected with tho 
sanitary history of Peking, namely, that during the hot 
weather a disease is nob uncommon, which, from his 
description of it, must be tetanus, of the kind known in 
medicine as idiopathic, or occurring wnconnected with 
any local injury. In proportion as the seasons are 
hottest, in like’ proportion does this discaso moat fro~ 
quently occur, It is treated by copious blecding ; and 
he indicated three places on the arm from which blood 
is drawn, namely, at the bend, at the middle of the 
forearm, and at the wrist. In some cases, blood is 
taken also from the pit of the stomach. 

Counterirvitation with copper cash is extensively 
employed as a local domestic remedy in the treatmont 
of the excess of tho yuu, tho male or hot principle 
(fever), in contradistinction to the yui, the femalo or 
cold principle, As an illustration of this, on the 
fifteenth "instant Yang felt gonevally out of sorts, 
guffering from headache, heat of skin, and other ordi-+ 
navy symptoms of feyer, Ho immediately went home 
and excoriated fis chest and both armé by frigtion with 
copper cash, which caused local irritation, and, tho hot 
principlo being thus drawn to the surface, he soon felt 
himself all right again, 

See-ou-tee and the paintor brought an old man to 
me this morning nearly quito blind in both oyos, As 
far as I could make out, tho disease appeared to bo in 
the optic nerve, consequently no& ono admitting of 
volief by operation, I prescribed somo constitutional 
treatmont for him, though I hardly anticipate that 
much benefit will bo derived from il,

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June 20th—Lhis moming Mr. Wado askod me if 
T would givo a look to his clerk Tsoon, who was com- 
plaining. After having some conversation with him 
respecting his health, ho put rather an odd question 
to mo for one of his years; and that was, whethor [ 
was in tho possession of any chemical preparation 
whorowith his :noustacho could bo dyed, inasmuch as, 
boing only fifty years of ago, and his moustacho quito 
groy, he was taken to bo older than he really was. I 
stated to him that such preparations wore used by 
Western nations, and that it was possiblo that I could 
extemporise something of the kind for him, but yecom- 
mended him strongly to havo nothing to do with them, 
as thoy did not arrest tho growth of grey haix, and that 
thoreforo, unless he could securo a constant rdéappli- 
cation of thom, however jet his moustache might bo 
made, a time ‘vould como when it would prespnt a half 
black and half groy appearance, He said that aftor 
having tho mattor placed before him in that lighg, 
which had not occurred to him before, he would dismiss 
from his mind tho idea of calling in Tho aid of art to 
counteract nature's changes, 

Aftor this ho procouded to inquire of me what pro- 
gross I had made in Chinese, T told him nono, becanse 
I had othor pursuits which oceupied my time, and that 
IL foared attempting so diMfenlt an undortaking ag the 
sludyof tho language of China. Ho said that if 1 
lonrned threo or four sontonces daily, T should find that 
ap tho ond of a month convorsalional Chinese was 
rolybed of a good deal of that apparont difficulty of ac- 
quisition which in tho first insltanco invests it,

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Conversation now turned on the health of the 
capital, and he stated that when smnll-pox pre- 
vails in a house, a sign is hung out over the door, 
as a caution to the non-protected not to enter. 
These signs have been and still are very numerous in 
the city. There ave four characters on the hoard, 
namely, Chwang-yuen-tien-hwa; the literal translation 
of which is “ First-class heaven flowers ;” an cuphemism 
to avoid mentioning the evil thing itsclf—while it is 
meant actually to convey that small-pox of tho first 
class or most virulent character is prevailing within, 

Chang, the teacher, continues to exercise a consorship 
over the actions of our “ military Mandarins.” Rofor- 
ring to the recent visit of Captain Worthington and 
Dr, Ross of the 67th Regiment, he expressed his sur- 
prise to Mr. Hart, that on their way to Peking they 
had madg a practice of saluting the females they met 
on the road, which, he stated, is looked upon amongst 
the respectable classes in China as very disreputable, 
Tt appears that he has been cross-examining tho carter 
who drove them ‘up, with reference to their manyors and 
customs on the road ; and thet amongst other matters 
he has ascertained that whenever they passed any 
female, they said * Chin Chin” to her, which I may os 
well mention involves no more serious familiarity than 
saying “ Good morning” does, 

The scaffolding for the purpose of enveupg in 
the eourt is procecding rapidly, the chief supports 
being now completed, and the upper part in process pf 
being covered with light bamboos placed about two 
‘feet apart; these act as supports for the matting, 
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which ig all doublo, having lining formed of tho 
millet stalk, Somo of theso sheots of matting are 
fitted on bamboo frames, which aro not intended to be 
moved, while others aro so arranged that by halliards 
they can Vo pulled open or shut like window blinds, 
thus onabling tho court to bo covered or uncovored 
according lo temperature, rain, or other cirewmstances. 
Tho skill and ingenuity which tho mon display is 
romarkablo, ‘Chey movo about on the top of this work, 
somo forty fect from the ground, with tho agility of 
monkeys, and run up and down the straight poles liko 
squirrels ; using only thoir hands and tho goles of their 
foct, A log of mutton on the top of a greasy pole would 
stand a poor chance of remaining long an object of 
compotition amongst Poking scaffold constructors, ‘Tho 
frame-work is secured only by ropes and twine, and 
gront cconomy is cxercised in picking up an@ romoving 
tho portions that avo in excess; several little boys 
going round in the evoning before tho mon leave aft 
picking up all the seraps that havo yeon cul off and 
thrown down, 

ho Chinoso workmon display great exportness in 
throwing matorials from one to tho other to cousider- 
ablo heights, 1 noticod this to-day amongst the scaffold 
mon, aud ib vocalled to my momory having acon ono of 
tho mason’s labourers tako a spade full of mortar and 
Un‘oW it, spade and all, 10 @ man on tho roof of a house, 
who caught it without dislodging a particle of the mor- 
tar, Tho papor hangors also are very expert in throw-' | 
ing up shoots of paper, with ono side covered with paste, 
ready for being put on tho wall, Their paper for room 
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purposes is very good, the “satin pattern” being that 
most commonly used, Paper of this kind is not kept 
in rolls, as with us, but in squares of about twelve 
inches by ten, One man stands by a table and applics 
the paste, and then adroitly throws the sheet up to 
another one, who fixes it on the wall. 

A large oil painting of Her Majesty the Queen, with 
a massive gilt frame, sent out by tho Foreign Office for 
the Legation, was this afternoon unpacked in the centre 
of a crowd of Peking carpenters, Tho picture was 
removed from the packing-case undor the suporinten- 
dence of Colonel Neale and “Ariel,” the chief of tho 
carpenters; and the soldiers of the escort, hearing that 
the picture was being unpacked, with a due feeling of 
loyalty, came forward and volunteered to carry it to the 
room where it is to be suspended, Tho frame having 
come outtin pieces had to be put together, and with 
great rapidity and quickness of apprchonsion this was 
done by the Chinamen, the crown screwed on to tho 
top, and the pigture properly’ fitted into tho framo, 
The picture is by Sir George Hayter, and is Tho sizo 
of life; Her Majesty being represented sitting on tho 
Throne, crowned, and with the sceptre in hey hand, In 
afew minutes the news spread amongst the workmen, 
of whom two hundred are still engaged within tho Too, 
that the picture of the “Great English Queen” was to 
be seen, and they came in files to look at it; Withoy 
retired they expressed signs of approbation by holding 
up their thumbs, and saying Che-fan-hou. Tho scaf- 
folding contractor, Sce-ou-tee told me, thought it was 
“Joss Pigeon ” at first, until he (tho “little ono”), from 
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his acquaintance with England, oxplained to him the 
trac nature of the picture. 

Hang-Ki's moathor is to be buried on the twonty- 
eighth of tho Chinese fifth month, which will be about 
the fifth of July, Myr. Brece sent his card to him as 
an act of condolonce, as also did Mr, Wade, which 
Flang-Ki acknowledged by sending cach of thom a 
mourning card, of a buff colour, bearing tho inscription 
in black charactors, “'l’he man in affectionate and dutiful 
grief” Tho ordinary visiting card is red. Wo put our 
hats in mourning, the Chinese put their shoes; and 
whito is their funeroal colour, 
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June 2ist—Last night an audacious robbory was 
committed in the quarters of Mr, Douglas, his port 
manieaux being removed from tho caugue (raised bod- 
place) on which he was sleoping at tho timo. Thoy woro 
taken into a yard close by, broken open, and a lutrtred 
and twenty dollars taken out of one of thom, nothing 
else being touched, ‘Though there is a considerable 
number of Chinamen connected with the repairs, who 
are now sleeping about the premises, it is nol thought 
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likely that it was dono by thom, but by somo ono 
acquainted with Mr, Douglas’s quarters, and also with 
the faet that in ono or other of those portmanteaux 
money way to bo found. Suspicion rests on a Chinese 
boy who lofi Mx, Douglas's sorvico yosterday for the 
purpose of returning to the south of China, Mr, Wynd- 
ham also was robbed a few nights ago of his watch, 
under circumstancos in no way implicating tho work- 
mou, whoso character for honesty has been romarkably 
good hithorto; socing that for threo months wo havo 
had some hundreds of thom daily on tho premises, 
without @ singlo thing having boon lost. Mx, Wynd- 
ham yecently got a Chincse Christian for a servant, 
recommended by the Roman Catholic missionarics, and 
almost immediately afterwards he lost his watch wdor 
the following circumstances :—He went into his room 
prior to going to, bed, and before going inéo his bath- 
room he placed his watch on his bedroom table; on 
returning in a fow minutes tho watch was goue, This 
would scom to have Meon dono by sgmo ono having a 
knowladge of his habits bolure retiring to rest. Tt is a 
melancholy and somewhat humiliating fact to havo to 
state, bul ono novertholess Wao, thal in proportion as 
Orientals of a cortain class become Christianisod and 
associated with the white man, in like proportion thoy 
become dishonest, It is difficult to account for it othor- 
wisevthan by tho supposition that their cupidity is 
oxeited by the sight of articles to which they have 
hithorlo beon strangers, and of which, in tho courso 
of their employment by foreignors, opportunities aro 
froquontly afforded thom of possessing themselves, So 
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strong has this impression taken root, that thore are 
many people.in the East who, on no account, will have 
native Christians in their employment, The robbery 
from Mr, Douglas’s quaiters induced me to examine 
some boxes of medicines and medical comforts, as they 
are called, that had beon sent up from Tien-isin for the 
use of the military detachment, and I found a case of 
brandy gone, which must have been taken within the 
last three days That the Chinese, however, had any- 
thing to do with this robbery is not at all probable, 
seeing that one case, having brandy marked on tho 
outside of it, was specially sclected from eleven si:nilar- 
looking boxes, several of which required to be removed 
before the particular case could be got at* 

ascertained to-day some particulars connected with 
the payment of the workmen, ‘The contractor is paid 
by Her Mavosty’s Government one dollar for overy fiva 
workmen, which gives him, for each of them, at the rato 
‘of*three thousand paper cash daily, The contractor, 
however, provideg them with three meals daily, con- 
sisting of rice, tea, and vegetables ad libitum, with pork 
and bread to dinner once in fourtcen days, for which 
he deducts from their pay one thousand papor, or 
thirty-seven Peking cash, equal to threepence farthing, 
The same diet is furnished to all classes of workmen, 
who form themselves into messes, and according io thoir 
means introduce little Iuxuries—the contraclormtm- 
fining his supplies to what are considered the necea- 
saries of life, In addition to his food, a labourer 


* Fiom cieumstanees which transpited afterwaids, thoro is little 
doubt that tho case of brandy was taken by the men of the escort, 
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recoives daily five hundred papor cash, or nineteen 
Peking cash ; equal to six and a half farthings, whilo 
& carpontor or & mason gels fourteen hundred paper or 
fifty-two motal cash daily, Evory filth day, all the work- 
men, labourers included, reecivo a cumshan (a presont) 
of two hundred paper cash (about a penny) to purchase 
tobuceo, Tathors and sons generally work togothor, 
"Ordinary tools aro provided by tho workmen thomselves 
~—oxtraordinary ones, by tho contractor, Every work- 
man before ho leaves the premises in the evening has 
a ticket issued to him for the following day, which he 
shows at tho gate as ho enters, and without which ‘he 
would not bo allowed 10 come on the works, ‘The 
collection again of those tickets in tho afternoon esta- 
blishes tho fact of his having carnod his day's wages, 

June 22nd—This morning Yang brought a relative 
with him, who wished to sce if I could cero him of a 
cutaneous affection on his leg, which he has been suf 
foring from for some time. On looking at it, it scomed 
to mo to bo tho vosuliflike Hang-Ki’g ailmont, chiefly of 
tho intilating applications that had boon omployed in 
its cure, J gavo him somo simple directions, and told 
him to come back again in throo days, which ho said he 
would do, aud was profuse in his thanks for the advice 
he had revived, 

After his rolative had left us, I had somo conversation 
witii"Yang, and learned from him that tho Chin-shan, 
or artificial hill near the palace, is formed of masses of 
coal, originally laid up thore as a fuel provision in the 
event of a siogo, TL was afterwards covered over with 
oarth planted with trees, and temples built upon it, 
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It was formerly called the “ Coal Mount,” but is now 

known as the “Mountain of Light,” also tho “ Goldon 

Mount,” Some years ago, when soldiers were oucamped 

round its base, considerable apprehension provailed, in 

case it should take fire, On asking him about ils 

antiquity, he immediately referred to a book that ho 

had by him in forty volumes, called the Jih-hsia-chin- 

wan-kan, or History of China popularised ; the literal’ 
meaning of the words being—“'The sun underneath, 

old history interrogating book,” which may be freely 
translated into a “History of Places under the Sun.” 

Jn this book it is recorded that the hill was formed in 

the time of the Ming dynasty as a coal depot in caso of 
siege, and that the five little tomples which now oxist 

upon it were erected in the sixteenth year of Kco-on- 

lung,* or one hundred and three years ago, Tho hill 

forms a parbof the palace grounds, and is intondod for 

the Emperor to take exercise on. 

From this book we also ascertained that tho Em- 
peror’s hunting grounds, already tnentioned as situatod 
to the south of the Chineso city, are called the EHni- 
yuen,* or “Southern pasture land”—also tho Hai-tsz, or 
“Great sea-like plain.” There are sixteen hundred 
men employed taking care of these grounds, which avo 
enclosed by forty miles of wall, Tach man has twonly- 


four mow of land for his private use, A mow is that 
— 


* Koo-on-lung, tho goat-grandfathor of tho prosont Hmporor, 
ascended the throne when ho was oight years of ago ; ho reigned sixty 
years, and abilicated at the age of siaty-cight; he was thorofore sixty- 
ons when he reesived Lord Macartney in 1796. 

‘+ This Yuon is a different character fiom that in the Yuon-ining- 
yuon, which means ‘a gardon,”? 
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division of land which comes nearest io an acre, and 
in this part of China contains about a thousand square 
yards. ' 

This “ Old history interrogating book” was composed 
by the Doctors of the Hanlin, and was commenced by 
ordors of the Emperor Kang-hsi, who was himself a 
literary character, and the author of a dictionary. Ho 
ecased to reign in 1742, The work was continued 
during successive reigns, and was only completed during 
that of the present Emperor's father, 

June 287d,—This foronoon Herr yon Brandt, Attaché 
of tho Prussian Legation, called to inform Mz, Bruce of 
his arrival in Peking accompanied by another membor 
of the mission (Mr, Borg) and some atiendants—also 
that he had taken a house next door ito the British 
Legation, preparatory to tho arrival of Count Eulen- 
borg in a day or two, who, having failed in, negotiating 
his weaty al Tion-tsin, had determined on forcing him- 
self into communication with the government at Peking, 
Tho facts of tho cag aro tho following. Last night 
Messrs, Brandt and Borg, attendef by a Prussian 
marine and two or three Southern Chinese s2rvants, 
arrived in Poking, having como up without molostation, 
as forcignors hithorto have done since the Anglo-French 
Wweaty was signed, On their arrival they went to the 
Russian mission (with the mombors of which, jt would 
gam, they had been in communication), and having 
ascortained the locality of this empty house, which is a 
dotachod portion of the Leang-koong-foo, that ton years 
ago tho Duko of Ieang made a present of to his 
brother, they intimated to the people in charge of it, 
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that as the house was to let they were going to tako it, 
and that therofore they must turn out, They thus gob 
possession of the house, and slopt there last night, 
This morning early, a number of Mandavings waited 
upon them; but they have no idea what they said as 
they have no interpreter,—in fact, they seem to think 
the absence of one rather an advantage, their object 
being to protract mattors until Count Eulenberg arrivos. 
This proceeding on the part of the Prussians is viewod 
as an unfortunate one, which may lead to involving tho 
foreign question in serious complications, Wan-so- 
ang has sont to-day intimating his intontion of calling 
on Mr, Bruce, no doubt on this matter, which, consider- 
ing our relations with Prussia, it will bo very difficult 
to convince the Chinese Government that wo havo not 
been aiding and abetting. My. Bruco, without in any 
_ Way identifying himself with thom, has simply invitod 
Messrs, Brandt and Berg to take their meals at his 
table until they have mado arrangements of their own, 
Jume 24th—I visited the Pyussian quarters this 
morning, and foufid them to consist of a dilayjdatod 
series of courts that will require a good doal of ropnir 
before the houses are habitable. Our contractor, Mr, 
Choon, who has been recommended by tho Russians, 
has taken the repairs in hand, and hag already thirty 
workmen on the premises, and a numbor of papor 
hangers, See-ou-tea also has been introtluced 4p tho 
Prussians, and is now employed on a special mission 
purchasing twenty tables and fifty chairs for the embryo 
Logation, also a “number one gong.” Ié will bo noces. 
sary, however, for us to keep an eyo on the “little ono,” 
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in caso he gols himsolf into troublo with tho local 
authoritios, as an aider and abetlor of foreign aggres- 
sion; tho moro so, as in a matlor whero tho disburse- 
ment of dollars is concerned, his zeal is nob unlikely to 
outstrip his discerotion. 

In the forenoon an application was made from the 
Foreign Offico to tho English and French Legations, 
requesting that cach of them would fwnish an inter- 
proter to bo present during an interview which an 
official would hayo with the Prussiang to-day, This 
was at onco acceded to, aud Mr, Douglas was dctailed 
on tho part of the English, and Monsieur Blanchtot 
on the part of the Fronch Legation, In due'course a 
white-buttoned Mandarin, a gontlomanly-looking young 
man, aide-de-camp to the Prince of Kung, came to tho 
Prussians, and requosted, in tho namo of the Princo, 
that they would at once return to Tien-tsin, as thore 
was no tulo to allow subjects other than thse of treaty 
powers to come to Poking, Thoy declined to depart, 
stating that they hadcomo up in obedienco to orders 
from their ministor, and that they could not leave 
without instructions from him, ‘Cho Mandarin then 
asked as to whon. ho was coming, They said they did 
not know, Fo roplicd that ho did not believe them, 
Tn the meantime, while this interview was going on, 
Wan-seo-ang called on Mz, Bruce and expressed himsolf 
vory slvongly in reforonco to the prococding, character- 
ising it ag an act of brigandage, to which tho Chinese 
Government was determined not 1o submit, and stated 
that moasures would bo adopicd to provent Count 
Eulonborg ontoring tho city, 
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The garrison of Peking consists of a forco of ton 
thousand police and seventy thousand bannermon, 
militia, &e. These eighty thousand men are under the 
command of the “ Captain-General of tho Nino Gatos,” 
who is absent with the Emperor ‘at Jo-ho, and Wan- 
se-ang is acting in ‘his stead. His name is Twan-hwa, 
Prince of Cheang, a prince of the blood, also the brother 
of Su-shuen, already referred to, and one of the men in 
whose hands the Emperor at present completely is, and 
consequently the doer of a good deal of mischief. 

June 25th—This morning a force of fifteen hundred 
infantry mustered on the parade-ground in front of the 
Anting Gate, with their tents pitched, and a formidable 
display of divers-colouwred bannors, The gonoral’s tent 
was pitched by itself on a small knoll. The troops wore 
drawn up waiting for him, Ic arrived on the ground 
in his private cart, reading a book, On gotting out of 
the cart he “proceeded to his tent, and was iict on tho 
way by the various commanding officors, and an inter. 
change of compliments took place, As soon as he had 
taken up his posifion in front of his tont, platoon, firing 
commenced, and was wonderfully well executed, so far 
as precision of discharge wont, This force has been 
called out to be in readiness to repol the Prussians in 
the event of their employing their seamen and niarines 
as an escort, in their attempt to force an entrance into 
the capital, which however, T should think, is not at all 
likely to be carried out, as there are no grounds what- 
ever to justify such a measure. Guards have been 
placed at the various gates to arrest the progross of 
Count Eulenberg in the event of his arrival before the 
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expulsion of tho portion of the mission now horo has 
been offectod, which the Chinese scom to be detormined* 
on carrying out, 

While all this is gqing on, the proprictdr of the house 
the Prussians aro in, who is staled by the Chinese 
authorities to have preferred a complaint regarding the 
forcible seizure of his property on the night of the 
tivoniy-second instant, actually called to-day on Mes- 
siours Brandt, Berg, and Heino, in. his yollow robe (in- 
dicating his Imporial descont), and wearing a, red button 
and high-class peacock’s feathor, accompanied by six 
mounted attondants, Ho walked over his propeyty, and 
oxpressod himsolf as much pleased with the ropairs that 
had boon made, and the expedition with which they had 
beon effected, ‘He thon went into one of the rooms 
and sat down with them, drank some sherry, smoked a 
cigar,and begged to be permitted to takeyaway with 
him six that wero lying on the table. He parted with 
his would-be tenants apparently on the best of terms. - 

Yang brought his rolative back to soo me, for whom E> 
preseriled throe days ago, and I fond* him ontdoneh 
benefited by the chango of treatmont, My. Hart bag’ 
somo conversation with Yang, Ho is a military officer 
of tho rank of Shou-pei, corrosponding to that of major, - 
and has received tho decoration of the bluo button, Ho 
is styled Yang-ta-low-ya, which means his honour Yang. 
‘Max, Hart asked him the causo 6f tho firing which now 
takes “place every night within tho city, at no great 
distance from the Legation. Ho says that there is a 
largo arsenal of fire-arms, and that overy night the men 
in chargo of it tako about a hundred pieces and dis- 
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charge them hero and there in the streets, the offoct of 

‘which is doubly good, namely, keeping the pioces in 
good order, and at the same time keeping up the 
impression in the public mind of great military vigi- 
lance. . 

June 26th. This morning, in. consequence of infor- 
mation received respecting tho course that the Chinese 
government had determined on adopting, Mr. Berg 
started off early, so as to meet Count Bulenberg at 
Ma-tow—where, according to the period he intended 
leaving Tien-tsin, he is expected to be to-day—and to 
apprise, him of the state of matters, In the mean- 
time Mr, Brandt went on getting the house in order, 
and made great progress in restoring it to a habit- 
able condition, In the afternoon, however, a com- 
munication was received from Count Eulenhorg, 
directing the immediate return to ‘Lion-tsin af tho 
members of *his Legation, As no causo is assignod 
for this change in the plans, they concluded that mat- 
tery conhected with the Treaty have taken a moro 
favourable tum,” . 

While the Prussians (Messrs, Brandt, Heine, and 
their attendants) were making thoir arrangements 
for departing, a mandarin. camo to tho Legation, and 
had an interview with Mr’ Wade, for the purpose of 
conveying a request from the Prince of Kung that 
Leu-yoong-chuen (Sec-du-tee), whom, it séems, they have 
learned has beon “associated with tho Prussiang, may 
be directed to accompany the mandazin to tho Foroign 
Office, and there be interrogated in referonce to the 
object the Prussians had in coming to Peking. Mz. 
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Wade said, “ You may tako him, but hore is a piece of 
wood that you had better take al tho same time, as you ” 
will got quite as much information out of it of the kind 
vyou wish as out of him; for the extout of his connection 
with thom has simply been that ho has been buying 
tables and chairs for thom;” Scc-ou-eo was sent for, 
and informed that he was now required to appéar on 
the political slago; a picco of nows that seemed by 
no means gratifying to him, The mandarin askod 
him if jt was he who had got the workmon for the 
Prussians, He said, “No; that it was tho ‘ Roosee- 
man’ who had dono so,” When questioned about tho 
tables and chairs, he saddled mo with the responsibi- 
lity, as the party who had originally introduced him to 
Mr, Brandt, by whom ho had been omployed on this, 
to him, no doubt, lucrative mission ; the “little one” 
being well known to be particularly disinclined to give 
himself trouble about anything which does not lead 10 
the “catching” of dollars, He was accordingly directed 
4o got himsolf roady tw proceed to tho Kta-hsing-set 
(Foreign Office), and while ho was thus under orders he 
camo to mo ina slate of considoable oxcitemont, and 
told mo that ho was yequired lo go to the “ Empolol’s 
blodel,* and toll what for that Amorican man (Mr, 
Heine) come Peking; and I no wantoe go,” As ho ap- 
peared to bo in g great fright, T took him over to Colonel : 
Neale, on his immediato superior ; boing at this timo in 
ignorance of what had passod between “him and tho man- 
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* ho Emperor's brother” was what ho meant, but in his fight ho 
forgot tho imperfoet uso of the Lotter RB which he hos picked up.

darin in Mr, Wade's office, his own account not being 
very intelligible, On the way across, however, I mot 
My. Bruce, who said that he understood what it was 
that was wanted with See-ou-tee, and that ho was not 
to go. A wonderful change for the better camo over 
the “ little one’s” face when he heard this, and ho pro- 
ceeded at once to his post on the works, and romained 
there for the vest of the aftornoon with a degree of 
assiduity that we have never before witnessed —so 
intent, in fact, on tho progress the works wore making, 

. as to keep himself carefully out of sight amongst tho 
buildings under repair for at least a couple of hours, 
until he was assured the premises were clear of man- 
darins, Dread of being squeezed was no doubt one of 
his objections to going; as the people about tho Princo 
would naturally conclude that he had not beon associa~ 
ting himself with the Prussians for nothing, 

Mr. Brandé started late in the afternoon, and Mr, 
Heine follows carly to-morrow morning with a train 
of twenty carts, To procure theso, however, some 
interpretorial assistance was required, and the aid of 
See-ou-tee was again invoked ; who, however, bofore he 
meddied futher in Prussian affairs, came 10 Colonol 
Neale to know whether it was safe or not for him to do 
so, The Colonel told him that it was quito safo for 
him to tender his assistance to them in guy form which 
facilitated their departure from Poking, as thoryutheri- 
tios were not at all likely to take him to task for Uhab 
species of aid. The “little éne” has had a presont 
made him of a quantity of new matting that ho had 
just purchased for the Prussians, and has also been 
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appointed agont for the disposal of the twenty tables 
and fifty chairs that ho purchaged for them, which they 
havo had to l8avo behind, ; 

The court les now been complotely covered in with 
matting, so arranged that at sunset tho side-sercens are 
drawn up like window-blinds, while thoso on the top of 
the courl are drawn to ono sido; so that thero is no 
obati'uclion to the freo entrance of whatever cool air 
there may be in the ovening, 

A fow days ago I gave T'soon an ordinary tonic mix- 
ture, respocting which he made a favourable report 
to-day, stating that he found his strength and merves 
impyoved since commencing to take it, He added that 
the bottle would soon require roplenishing, as it was in 
demand amongst his frionds, several of whom were 
taking it, “having perceived its tonic virtues,” This, 
morning Mz, Wado tells mo that Tsoon favgured him 
with a, little medical advico, Observing Mr. Wade take 
a picco of broad to pul away the taste of somo medicine 
T had proscribed for ‘hing, T'soon begged him not to do so, 
saying that thoro was a great deal of The hot principlo 
contained in bread, which for one in his present con- 
dition he thought might bo injurious, 

Going over tho works to-day, I noticod that the 
masons havo a difforont modo of roughing stono to that 
adopted by us. Wo uso a pointed chisel, which is struck 
hyve mptlot ; iff Chinese fit an edged chisol into a small 
jron mallot, which they uso with one hand, and «which, 
as far as I could judge, seemed to bo quite as good if 
not better than tho more complicated mode,that wo 
employ. I observed also an instrumont for hewing 
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down and scraping bricks. It consists of a pieco of 
iron not unlike that of a common plane, which is fitted 
into the contre of a piece of wood about*two fect long, 
This, when worked by both hands, is uged as a plano 
for smoothing tho surfaco of bricks, by which they can 
be rendered as smooth as the finest Malteso stone, 
being afterwards rubbed with a polishing stone fitted 
into wood, similar to that of a» common hone, When 
employed for cutting down bricks to tho size required, 
the implement is used with one hand like a hatchet. 

This afternoon, thirty robbers wero brought into 
town under a strong military escort, accompanied by a 
police officer, Nine of them, apparently tho most 
desperate chavacters, wore in carts, the wholo of them 
being tied more or less hand and fect, but not in tho 
game criel manner that the forcign prisonors taken 
duing the expedition were; that modo of securing 
criminals, namely, tying thom hand and feet back- — 
wards, being confined to those takon in tho act of 
rebellion. 

Tho place of common oxecution in Poking‘is in the 
Chinese city, as I have previously stated, The preciso 
spot is at the junotion of the streot running south from 
the west gate on the south face of tho Tartar city, wilh 
the one that oxtoends between tho east and wast gates 
of the Chinese city. When executions tako placo, 
tables and chairs gro placed on tho spot Tor the officers 
superintending, ‘hero is one great execution annually, 
generally about the tenth moon, after tho assizes have 
been held, and the various sentences have been sub- 
mitted for the Eniperor’s approval. Exccutions at 
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other periods only take place under very special cireum- 
stances, Last year, ab the general oxecution, only seven 
wore docapitaled, as executions during the year had 
boon of a morp summary charactor than usual, owing to 
tho disturbed state of affairs, Docomber is the month in 
which they generally take placo, and they aro of rare oc- 
currence in summer, Whion tho chiof of a family is exe- 
ented, his head is publiely exposed, that his family may 
be disgraced ; the dread of this is supposed to act as 
a powerful deterrent against crime, owing ta the great 
consideration which the Chinese have for their rela- 
tives, and which forms one of the most prgminent 
foatuxes in their character, The day for the great 
annual execution is fixed by the Emperor. 

June 27th—Mz, Tart had an interview this fore- 
noon with tho Prince of Kung and Wan-se-ang, 
They seemod in high spirits, and chuckled ,with great 
gloe over a dospatch which camo in while he was 
there, which, from its appearance, was from Count 
Enlonberg, and. contained some peepee ovidently so 
opposed 10 taoli, as, in their opinion?to bo eminently 
ludicrous. Thoy informed him that the wealy with 
the Prnasians had nol been granted, and that the chief 
points at issuo woro residence at Peking and the open- 
ing of tho now ports to them; neither of whieh could bo 
acceded to, ‘hoy thon went on to say that they were 
going, tn adnffhistor a sevoro rebuke to ‘Tsoon-luen, for 
nob apparontly knowing anything aBout Mossrs, Brandt 
and Borg having come up, Mr, Hart, in joke, con- 
gratulated thom on having an employé at Tien-tsin 
like Lyoon-luen, who was evidently so well versed in 
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European customs, as, after having made up his mind 
to allow Count Eulonberg to come to Poking, to allow 
also some of his suite to precede him by a fow days, to 
get a house in ordor for him, They both shouted out, 
“No, no, that is not the way to put it; the reverso is the 
true way.” This conversation ensued after a mandarin 
came in and reported that the last of the Prussians, in tho 
form of Mr, Hoine and his photogiaphic train, had this 
morning departed, and that the promises now prosonted 
no traces of them beyond the repairs they had excouted. 

In the discussions which they have had on custom- 
house matters, Mr, Hart tells mo that, strange to say, 
the Prince perceives the advantage which is likely 
to accrue to trade from low duties, while the more 
experienced and astute Wan-so-ang cannot see this, 
and atoutly holds out for high duties, Tho Princo, as 
he himself admits, knows little or nothing about busi- 
ness, which fact illustrates the advantage under corlain 
circumstances, of the want of preconcoivod notions. 
The Prince having no ideas whetever on the subject, 
his mind at oncé grasped that which is undoubtedly 
most in accordance with reason, wheroas tho experi- 
enced and intelligent statesman holds on to traditional 
delief—to taolt, in fact, 

With reference to a message which Mx, Hart has had 
from Hang-Ki, requesting him to come and see him, he 
tells me that he knows what it is about, famolypto ask 
him not to talk so*much as ho has been doing about 
officials making money, as it may tond to his (Hlang- 
Ki's) inconvenience, that impression having already lod 
to his having heen oxtensively squeezed, HangKi 
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was Ioppo, or collector of customs, at Canton for five 
yoars, from 1855, but for nearly a year and a half of 
this poriod no trade was carricd on, It appears that 
it is the cuslom, on the Hoppo of Canton returning 
to Poking on tho expiry of his period of office, to 
pay down ab the gato, to tho officer in charge of it, 
ten thousand lacls for every year that he has beon 
in office, which is a porquisite of the “Captain-General 
of tho nino gates.” Hang-Ki, beforo he eutered tho 
city, paid down thirty-six thousand taels, no chargo 
being insisted upon fot tho period whon trade was in 
abeyance, othorwise the sum would have been fifty 
thousand, Ho also presented to the Emperor, on each 
of the two occasions that ho had an interview with him 
on his roturn, a red card (cheques, in fact) for ten thou- 
sand taels, which the Emperor sont to tho bank, and 
received tho money, On the ocension also of his 
Majesty departing for Jo-ho, Hang-Ki had to pay down 
a third ton thousand tacls, making a total of sixty-six 
thousand that he is known to have beon squeezed of 
since he returned to Polting last year” 

In the course of a conversation which Mx, Wart had a 
fow days ago with THang-Ki’s head man, some romarks 
wore mado aboul tho misappropriation of cusLom-houso 
funds by high Chineso officials, and Mx, Hart romarked, 
“Now, do you mean to say that the sixty-six thousand 
tecls that TWahg-Ki has had to pay sinco his return to 
Poking have boen properly oxacted?” Hang-Ki ropliod, 
“Yos, it‘was all right; the accounts were quile correct 
and tho money rogularly accounted for”? On boing 
asleed for an explanation how this possibly could be in 
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the face of such facts as were hefore them, he pro- 
ceeded to detail the grounds on which his notions of 
the correctness of the transactions were based. Ho 
gid, that smuggling at that time was very prevalont 
on the river, and that good grounds oxisted to justify 
a considerable expenditure in the construction and 
commissioning of custom-house cutters and cruisers, 
This expenditure of public money, which was fully 
justified, was not, however, made, but it was charged 
in the accounts as having been mado, and that 
consequently the Govermncnt were no sufferers, inas- 
much ag had the funds not been appropriated by 
Hang-Ki, they would have been applied to the pur 
pose referred to, which in the end would have heon 
much more expensive for the government; conse~ 
quently, that it was an actual gainer by this arrange~ 
ment, . 

There would seem to be little doubt that the Em- 
peror himself must he fully cagnisaut of and cneourage 
ivegularities in book-keeping, sueh as just montioned, 
as a means of profiding a sort of reserve fund fer hime 
self to draw on in times of need, and algo that the 
system affords him facilities for indulging th poriodio 
oxtravagances without drawing on his private funds; 
it boing a common occurrence for him to send commis. 
sions to the Hoppo of Canton to oxceute; and it is an 
undorstood thing that sums thus oxpondddl ara nol to 
appear in the publte accounts; and it is equally well 
understoad that the Hoppo is not to expect arty vernit- 
tances to account from the Imperial purse, Sums 
which the Hoppo is thus called upon to disbyrgo in sha

course of the yoar are slated to be considerable, From 
this it would soom that a systematic falsification of his 
accounts forms a portion of the recognised duties of a 
Chinoso collector of customs, Just before Mr, Hart 
lef, Canton a fow weeks ago, the present Hoppo there 
received instructions from the Emperor io purchase 
threo thousand pounds’ worth of plate-glass for im- 
provements that have been commenecd at Je-ho ; this 
tonds to give a colouring of truth to tho Pekingose 
improssion that ho is not going to return to the 
capital, 

Hang-Ki, ono way and another, has hada rather 
troubled time of it since 1857, Amongst othor events, 
about six months after tho capture of Canton, he, along 
with Pih-kwei, the governor installed by the English 
and French in Yeh’s place, were made prisoners and 
kept in duranco for threo months, Tt was Mr, Parkes 


who got tho affair up, and it was an oad instance of: 


retributive justice that ho should aftorwards be visited 
in prison by Hang-Ky and bo in somo measure indebted 
to him for his reloaso. Tho facls cf tho case aro tho 
following :—tho Allicd Commissioners thought the local 
authoriti& (Pih-kwoi and Hang-Ki) intended to bolt 
from Canton, and it was thought dosirablo to provent 
this; ab tho samo timo ib was considered equally undo- 
sirablo to make a public seizure of thom, as it might 
dond 40 8 afsiurbanco. Anothor course, therefore, was 
adopted. Hang-Ki and Pih-kwoi’ wero invited to the 
yamun ‘of tho Allied Commissionors to discuss certain 
mattors of businoss, and in tho course of conversation 
thoy were led on to express tho great admiration they 
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had for the English character, and the difficult and 
dangerous position they had placed themselves in with 
the populace, by consenting to administer the govern- 
ment in concert with the Allies, and that thoy wero 
consequently looked upon as traitors and occasionally 
hooted in the streets. Having got them thns far, the 
information was broken to them, that with the view of 
relieving them from the difficult and painful position 
in which they appeared to be placod, and further to 
relieve them fiom the suspicion, of being traitors, it had 
been determined by the Allied Commissionors to delain 
them as’ prisoners, which they were to consider them- 
selves, As a matter of course, they were horribly dis- 
gusted, and really, under the circumstances of thoir 
scizuze, it is not to be wondered at; as tho trick was 
just such a one as they themselves would play, and 
consequently the moro acutely fell by them, Thoy 
were confined in a room in the yamun, and kept there 
for threc months, Mz. Hart visited them tho first 
morning of their imprisonment, gnd asked them how 
they had slept,’ Pih-kwoi ropliod that he was not 
accustomed to sleep with men with iron-clad feot and 
clanking firearms walking about outside *his door 
They both professed to be so disgraced by tho indignity 
to which they had boon subjectod, that thoy wero 
clamorous to be led to immodiate crogulae, preferring 
death to dishonour. - . 

The cost of tho* funeral obsequics of THang*iti’s 
mother, it is stated, will not bo legs than five UAousund 
taels, His house is at presont full of his various 
relatives and connections; in fact, ho is supposed do 


. 
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keep open house until the funeral is over, The whole 
affair closely resembles an Irish wake, only conducted 
in a much more respectable and civilized manner, 
June 28th —Yesterlay evening, chout seven o'clock, 
+a thundorstorm sot in, with sheet lightning and heavy 
yain, the latter continuing tho greater portion of the 
night. This morning, My, Bruce drovo out, and on 
getting lo tho outside of the wostern convenionce gate 
of tho Chinoso city, found that what has hitherto 
scomed a good broad groad, had become a running 
stream, in attempting to pass down which the mules 
got up to their chosts in water, A considemble tide 
was running, and with some difficulty Mr, Braco suc- 
coedod in turning the carriage, Either this gots as a 
great drain forstho city, or, what is moro probable, it 
convoys wator from the hills to tho half-canal half-river 
between Peking and Tung-chow. a 
Mx. Wado had an intorview yestorday with the Prince 
of Kung on somo business matters, and in the course 
of convorsation Mr, Wade romarked that the Prussians 
wore now gone. ‘lhe Princo simply said yes, and turned 
tho subject by making a romark about Mx, Wade's hat 
—which Happoned to bo alight pith helmot—to the effect 
that it was different to my that ho had hitherto worn, 
and that it must bo very light and pervious to atv, Ma. 
Wade roplied, Yes ; that ag we did not shave tho head as 
thoy did, wo wore moro sensitive of hoat than they were, 
"Woll,” the Princo said, “ Why don't. you shave your ° 
head arid wear a tail like us?” My. Wade laughed, and 
said, “But if I wore to do that, you would have to give 
me a button.” The Prince replied that they were 
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quite ready to do that, on Mx, Wade performing his 
portion of the contract, 

In the afternoon, Colonel Neale and mysolf visited 
the Chinese city, taking Sce-ou-tee with us, and in- 
structing him to proceed to the Curiosity Strect. Ina. 
short time, however, I observed that he was going in 
another direction, and that his ideas of curiosity streot 
were different to ows. He took us to a long strect in 
the western division of the Chineso city, filled with 
second-hand book shops, also qntaining a considerable 
number of curiosity shops, but of an inforior kind to 
those in-the street near the Meridian Gato, to which 
the term “Curiosity Street” has been applied, though 
there are only five shops of the kind in it, In one of 
the shops to which wo were takon by Sco-ot-teo, a 
most unattractive-looking white porcelain jar was shown 
to us, stated go be a thousand years old ; tho price asked 
for it wes one million paper cash, or sixty-six dollars, 
Some coins wore also shown us, said to bo also upwards 
of a thousand years old. They tad a timo-worn ap- 
pearance, but inthe size and design they seomed 
identical with the copper cash in uso at tho prosont day, 

In one of the streets wo met a bride, in a scarlet 
cloth chair, proceeding to tho louse of her husband, 
and accompanied by the usual gaudy paraphernalia 
carried by ragged urchins, some of them with hardly a 
stitch of clothing upon them beyond tho "Jim €yow * 
hat with the red feathor in it which forme o, portion of 
the properties furnished by the undertaker, who com- 
hines, in one department, marriage and funcral core~ 
monies, 
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The keepers of sirect restaurants have now acidu- 
lnted iced dvinks for sale, and attract attention by 
keoping up a constant clinking with a pair of small 
brass saucors, which they play like castancts, In one 
of the shops, I observed a blind man singing for charity, 
and accompanying himself with a pair of clackers, 
oxactly like tho “bones” used by the Ethiopian sore- 
nadors, Boggars in considorablo numbers woro lying 
about tho Moridian Gato, apparently sleoping, while 
others wero actively plying their vocation, The strects 
in the Chineso city were full of people, and altogether 
thoro seemed to be a good deal of shop trade gaing on.. 

Whilo Messrs, Wyndham and Douglas were riding 
this afternoon in tho neighbourhood of the Emperor's 
hunting grounds, they camo across a small green-and- 
black snake, marked with red about the head, As 
they weve looking at it, some peasants came jp, and said 
to thom that “if manf did not harm the snake, it would 
not harm him, but that if ho tried to injuro it, it would 
probably give battle 40 the man, and do him serious 
injury, a3 it was of a most yonomous character,” The 
peasmits did not attempt lo touch tho snake, but made 
a slight domonstration to induce il lo retire to its holo, 
which it did. ‘Chis rominds mo of what ono of the 
Chineso sorvanis in the Legation—who goes by the 
name of “tho monk,” owing to a severo monastic air he 
has abeut hif’—said to Mx, St, Clair, when the former 
sow the lattor trying to kill a contipelle, namely, that the 
roptilo’s hoart was good, and that if he did not harm 
it, it would not attempt to do him injury. 

dgine 29th. This forenoon, I wont with Colonel 
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Neale into the Tartar city, accompanied by Sco-ou-too, 
who on this ocdasion as well as yostorday was got up 
fegardless of expense, in a figured white Shanghai 
silk robe, and halfmourning shoes of a bluo and 
yellow colour, the design not unlike that of a bright 
snake's skin. Our object was to visit some curiosity 
shops in a stect branching off at right anglos from 
the one that proceeds direct to the Anting Gato, 
and at the end of which is tho Drum Towor, in 
which every night at nine o'clock a largo drum is 
stenck. Ag the distance was considerable, and tho 
sun very strong, passing a cab-stand we provided our- 
selyes with carts, the Colonel and I gatting into one, 
while See-ou-tee got into another, They are not, how- 
ever, calculated to accommodate comfortably moro than 
one, while the dviyer sits on a little soat constructed 
across tha shafts, ‘Notwithstanding the sufferings 
which Mr, Ward, the Ametican niinistor, is ropresontod 
$0 have undergone on his journey from ‘Tion-tsin to 
Peking in one of these conveyances, they are by no 
means so bad, aff are, in fact, capablo of boing mado 
tolerably comfortable.* The mulos go along with grant 


steadiness and at a moderate trot; their hamess was. 


very good, and the drivers skilful, Wo had the tw 
carts with ts for upwards of four hours, whilo we wore 
going from shop to shop, and their combined charga 
was ten thousand cash, or about two shillings and ton- 
ponge sterling; thé distance we had gone was “about 
seven miles, *

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_ ,At tho sides of tho wider strects large pools of water 
have collected, where crowds of children were amusing 
thomsclves with hand-nots, catching  cockchafors. 
Others had orickels fastened to tho end of lings, and 
wore flying thom like kites, This appears to be the 
poriod whon insect life buds forth in greatest activity ; 
for, in conjunction with these ampsemonts, which are 
new on tho sérects, a branch of industry has appeared 
which wo have not scen before, and which consists of 
stvect stalls, where aro vended small paper figures, ropre- 
senting ,men with whoclbarrows, small. caris, horsomen, 
&c., all of which move about with considerable placrity, 
the motive power being applied by securing to them large 
black beetles. Ina wheelbarrow, for instance, the wheel 
is represented by a, beetlo, who is fastoned to the barrow 
“by tronsfixion with a pin. One or two are kept in 
motion as specimens, and a large reserve stock of beotles 
are on hand ready to be harnessod wheuevor a pur- 
. chaser offers, During the few minutos wo wero looking 
on, soveral were dispospd of, 

We returned homo hy the palace¢ and on the way 
crossed tho marblo bridgo near the great Lama temple 
in its vicinity. The bridge is supported on nino arches, 
and is about two hundred yards wido, It is a beautiful 
stvucbure, and spans across ground originally covored 
with water, but which has now become dry, When tho 
raging agp in, tho wator will bo restorod, Tho heat was 
very grout, and wo rofreshed ourselvos with one of the 
iced drinks at nv stall, tho cost of which was threo cash, 
or less than a farthing. Passing tho palaco we ascor- 
tained from tho “little one,” who is an authority on 

YOu, I, 8 
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these matters, owing to his fathor’s connection with the 
Yuen-ming-yuen, that the palace is at prosont inhabited 
by old women only, the remains of tho harems of pro- 
vious empérors, They are State pensioners, it appears, 
for whom special provision is made. 

Mr, Bruce had an interview with the Prince of Kung 
to-day, for the purpose of discussing matters connedted 
with the new tariff. Tho Princo appears to be working 
hard, and most anxious to make himself acquaintod 
with the subjects immediately relating to tho offico 
of which he is the head, Prior to Mr. Bruce coming, 
Mr, Hart had been at the Foreign Office for somo timo, 
He went there at eight o'clock in tho morning and 
found the Prince alone, reading over various despatches 
enclosing memorials, &c., which wero in course of trans- 
mission to the Emperor, + 

After he had disposed of the business ho had dn 
hand, he made some ethnological inquivio’ bf Mr, Tlart, 
to fill up the time until Wan-se-ang cama; and asked 
him whether, in the course of hig travels, he had passed 
through the countwies in one of which the inhpbitants 
have their bodies perforated by a hole or tunnel, run- 
ning through them fore and aft, while in {ho other thoir 
heads are attached to their bodies in a pendulous man- 
ner, and are carried by them under their arms, My, 
Hart explained that such statomonts were puro ficlions, 
and that tho organisms of all races, Gark and faix, 
ave formed on one °universal design, The convofiaiion 
thon turned on cannibalism, in connection withthe Now 

* Zealanders and the South Sea Islanders, which tho 
Prince seemed to have heard of and not bolioyod. 
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When Mz. Hart told him that cannibalism was a fact, he 
said that ho certainly could havo believed in people 
going about with their heads under thoir arms, but that 
such a thing as the cating of man by man could exist, 
ho could not for 2 moment have credited. When Wan- 
soo-ang came in, and was told by the Princo that there 
were no people with portable heads or perforated bodies, 
he oxpressed surpriso, and said “that tho author who 
had published the book wherein these statements were 
gravely put forth, was evidently unworthy of credence,” 

Before Wan-se-ang arrived, the Prince }took up a 
European map, which they kecp in the office, «vith the 
namesi ontered in Chinese characters, and pointing to 
Russia said, “that is a largo country, but itis not enough 
for thom, they came last year and took that from us,” 
placing his finger on the territory annoxed by Russia 
boyond the Amoor, and when so doing displayed moro 
charactor and fooling than Mr, Hart has over noticed 
before—ovidently regarding it asa great wrong which 
had. beon done thom, * 

The Princo thon asked My. Tart hw it was that tho 
foreigners proferrod going about Peking on those tall’ 
fiery horses, that held their heads up and locked about 
thom, and cocked thoir tails, in place of the more 
quiet and steady Chinoso pony, that holds its head 
down, and logked where it was and what it was troading 
on, Me. Hf ant said that foreigners lilcod to 1ide spirited 
horses, qnd froguently, onayed “tho difficultios of 
managin’ thomy. The ‘Bhigs tpi that he did not 
think such exciting exercise $o bo any onjoyment what- 
over, but dodidedly the contrary, Altogothor, from a 
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variety of questions ho put, ho appears to be well 
posted-wp in what the movements of foreigners aro, 
He looked at Mr. Hart's clothes, and approved of 
pockets, which he thought a groat convenienco, 

Mr, Hart says, that, in tho most unblushing manner, 
both the Prince and Wan-se-ang declared, that from one 
of their red-buttoncd mandaiins down to a tinckchai, 
or orderly, there is hardly a person in the governmont 
employment they can trust, They profess to bo fully 
impressed with the good fortune which they now enjoy 
of having foreigners in their employment who speak tho 
truth, amd on whose reports they can with confidence 
aot, from the assurance they feel of their being in 
accordance with facts, ‘The Prince expressed an 
opinion that they should send a high official, like Wan- 
se-ang himself, to visit the ports whore foreign trade is 
carried on; gnd on the latter saying, “ Will Hang-Ki do? 

Shall we send him?” the Prince shook his head, and 
said, “ No, no; he has been too long at Canton, His 
reports would be pretty sure to We drawn up in accord- 
ance with the prifeiples which he took for his gaidaneo 
when he was collector of customs there.” Hang-Ki 
does not seem to be a special favourite with the Princo, 
and he is stated to be somewhat obstructive 10 tho 
extension of improved relations with foreignors, being 
much wedded to the old Canton 4; at his time of 
life, some allowance ought to be mado ot this point, 
being a particularly"difficult matter, ab any timo, fo gol 
a Chinaman to form a new idea, but ospecidlly so at 
sixty yenas of age, With the Princo and Wan-so-ang 
it is somewhat different. Their ideas respecting a 
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foreign policy aro only now in course of formation, 
whereas Hang-Ki’s have long been formed, and formed, 
also, under totally different and much less favourable 
circumstances, 

Of Wan-so-ang thore seems to bo no second opinion, 
Evory one capable of conversing in Chinese, who has 
boon thrown in contact with him, has formed the same 
favourablo estimate of his character, Mz, Hart speaks 
in tho highest terms of his intelligence, application, and 
(clearness of expression, Ho was much stryck to-day 
with the lucid manner in which he mado a statement 
on. a difficult subject to Mr, Bruce; and Mr. Wade ex- 
pressed the same opinion, stating that his clearness of 
oxposition was remarkable on the subject in question, 
namoly, “duties on ro-imports in foreign bottoms,” He 
is evidently the right man in the right placo, and tho 
Mentor of the Prince of Kung, e 

Respecting Hang-Ki, I got the following additional 
information, His salary whilo he was Hoppo at Canton 
was only two thous@ad four hundred tacls, or cight 
hundied pounds sterling » year, thft boing the salary 
attached to the office, whilo cight thousand taels 
monthly is not unfroquontly oxponded in his Yamun; it 
boing customary that a Chinaman, when he gots a good 
berth, is followed by tho most of his relations, who live 
upon him quring his tenuro of office, Hang-Ki is 
*boligvéd to hevo mado threo hundred thousand taels 
during the timo he was at Canton, and to have been 
squeezed owt of ono-third of.the amount since his return 
to Poking, Whon Mx, Hart saw him at Canton, shortly 
p@fore ho left, lie told him that he intended investing his 
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money in pawnbroking associations, which are about the 
most profitable class of investments in China, Ho lef 
Canton in December 1859, and was six months making 
the journey to Peking over-land, He loitored noarly 
three months in one of the central provinces, being 
desirous of not reaching Peking until the war was over, 
He got there, however, in May, and came in for the 
‘ whole of it, His presence at Peking, when tho army 
was before it, turned out to be of great importance, as 
all the other mandarins of note had fled with the 
Emperor, and there was no one having any acquaintance 
with business to tale the dixection of affairs, At this 
crisis Hang-Ki threw himself into tho gap, and vendered 
his country very important service in bringing about 
tho liberation of Messrs, Parkes and Loch, and the sur- 
render of the Anting Gate, In consideration of his 
“services he yas promoted, to the highest class button, 
and made Assistant-Comimissioner of Foreign Affairs, 
Previous to which, on his retum from Cunton, and pro- 
sentation of the “ red cards,” ho weccived ari appoint- 
ment in the Imptrial -housohold of an honorary cha- 
racter, namely, “ Curator of Bows and Avrows,” tho 
said weapons being used for tho amusement only of the 
Emperor and the Court. Hang-Ki still holds this 
appointment, and the only advantage he is over likely 
to receive from it is the honour of being permittod to 
expend his own funds in keeping thé bows and*hrrows 
in the best possible order, He brought with him from 
Canton. all sorts of ouriositios, as they appeared’to him, 
sucli as specimens of every kind of European firearm 
that had found its way to Cayton, cloth, shirt studs, 


. 
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braces, neckties, &c,, with any of which he has offered, 
in the most liberal manner, to supply Mx, ITaré, should 
he be short of thom, 

This afternoon I had an illustration of the utility of 
pigoon-English, A Chinaman was brought to me for 
whom I prescribed somo medicine in the form of pow- 
dors, one of which was to bo taken every two hours, 
Se-ou-tee was sont for to interprot, but the man did « 
not undorstand the Peking dialect, and the language of 
the Court, as spoken to him by the “ little one,” was 
unintolligible to him, He, however, had been at the 
south of the empiro, and knew pigeon-Engljsh, to which 
Sc-ou-tee next appealed, and was at onee ynderstood ; 
his rendoring of “ One to be taken every second hour,” * 
being, “ Every two hour tim can catchee one,” The 
word “time” in pigcon-English being pronounced as 
if there was no e at the end of it. 

June 80th,—Mz, Hart tobk leave of the Prince and 
Wan-so-ang this afternoon, and returns to Tien-tsin 
to-morrow. In thoecourse of the interview he learned 
that in and around Poking they have a military force of 
ono kid and another amounting 10 one hundred and 
ninoty thousand'inen, who aro all supposed to reccive 
pay, ‘They avo specially for tho protection of the 
capital, and must bo moro a militia and banner force 
tha rogular soldiors, ag in our ramblos ye soldom come 
acyo®s any indications of military display. 

Respecting Mz, Hart's visit ‘to Peking, Mr, Wade 
tolls fie that he has made a most favourable impression 
on both tho Prince and Wan-se-ang, and that they have 
“expressed themsclyos t¢ him as being much pleased

with him, The Prince spoke of him as “ Wo-mimn-tee 
Ha-ta,” meaning, our Hart, and told Mr. Wado to tell 
him go, that he might know that the Chinese govern- 
ment acknowledged him as belonging to itself, “ Ha-ta” 
is the nearest approximation they can make to the pro- 
nunciation of Hart, and “ Wo-mun-tee” affords an in- 
stance of the very peculiar idiom of the Chincse lan- 
guage, “ Wo,” is I; “mun,” the plural of J, or we; 
and “ tee” makes it genitive, of us: literally, therefore, 
“ Wo-mun-tee Ha-ta,” means, “ the Hart of us,” 

The masons and carpenters employed within the 
Legation .by Mr. Contractor Choon struck work to-day, 
not for higher wages, but for paymont in metal coin in 
place of paper cash, which is now being avoided as much 
as possible, owing to the loss which, the holders of it 
‘experience in converting it into metal cash, ‘Tho 
smallest sized notes are for a thousand paper cash, equal 
to three pencé and the third of a penny, The highest 
is for.a million of paper cash, or sixty-six dollazs, 
These notes, as stated on the 18h of Juno, wore is- 
sued by the Board f Revenue at the timo it calted in 
the ordinary coin of the roalm, and issuod it in*a dete- 
riorated form, as a bold stroke in Anance,

July Ist—Dhis nforning  vory respectable-looking ’ 
ol-gofitloman and his son wero brought to the Loga- 
tion by Yang, and, through Mr, Douglas, it was commu- 
nicated to mo that the formor, “ haying hoard of my 
lofty famo,” was anxious Lo consult mo about tho hoalth _ 
of his gon, who is twonty-two years of ago, and has boen 
ina declining stato for tho last ion months, Ibxaminod 
“the goting man, and found him to bo in an advanced 
stago of pulmonary consumption, beyond all remedial 
aid of a permanont kind, I did not wish this to be in- 
terproted to the father bofore the young man, but said 
that I would toll Yang what I thought whon they wero 
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gone, and that he would tell tho father. The lattor, how- 
ever, immediately remarked, that he knew, from tho ox- 
pression of my face, that it was a case for which nothing 
could be done, and put the question plainly to me as 
to whether it was not so, I admitted that such was 
the case, and that anything I could do for his son would 
be confined to relieving his sufferings, and not with the 
hope of being Ablo to cure the disease. I gavo him 
some medicine to relieve the symptoms that are dis- 
tressing him most at present, and have undortaken to 
comé to the house in a day or two, with Yang, to soe 
him. Peior to arranging this, I inquired as to whether 
there were any objections’ to my coming to their resi- 
dence in the city, when tho old man said, cortainly not, 
that, on the contrary, he was most anxious I should 
come. Altogethor, I was much pleased with the bear- 
ing of both (ther and son—civilisod and rospectablo in 
the extreme, : 

July Ind—The heat to-day is very oppressive, being 
94° in the perfect shadé and 12° in tho sun. ‘The 
mosquitoes are iow exceedingly troublesomé, but, 
curious t6 ‘say, they mako no noigo, thoroby “differing 


-matorially from thoso of tho south, I obsorve indivi- 


duals going about covered with marks of thoir punish- 
mept, who are unable to say that they havo yob scon a 
mosipitob—so silently do thoy do their work. 

* {his afternoon Yang applied 10 mo for somTagvioc 
respecting one of his children, aged threo years, that 
has recently heen attacked with small-pox, and is now 
‘suffering a good deal from the accompanying fover, I 
explained to him that'the most prudont course was to 
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follow tho dictates of naturo, and encourago as much as 
possible the process which she had commonced, -of 
throwing tho discaso out on the aurfnee of tho body, 
and thoreby, perhaps, savo mischief being done to some 
intomal organ by a part of the poison remaining unex- 
polled, ‘With this view I provided him with means of 
furthoring tho developmont of the small-pox eruption 
on portions of tho skin on which it had not appeared. 
In connection with this subject, he mentioned casually 
to mo that his other child had had the small-pox, and 
that it took the disoase immediately after being vacci- 
nated, exactly as might be expected to decureafter a 
child had boen exposed to a’ true process of inocula. 
tion, He, however, does not sedm. to suspect that it 
was tho vaccine matter that causdd this,-but views it 
morely as a coincidence, and is inclined to supposo that, 
as tho child recovored, the virulenco of the sraall-pox 
was modifiod ay tho vaccination, 

This evening, about ton o’clock, as some of us wero 
walking about tho Log@tion court, to avoid tho oxtremo 
heat of tho rooms, a brilliant comot fvas noticed, with 
a long areal luminous tajl, It was thon well down 
towards the horizon, and was travelling in 9 cake 
wostorly direction, 

July 8rd,—This morning Yang reported to mo, 
throngh Mx. Douglas, that he had cartiod-out my divec- 
tions with roffronco to tho treatmentrof tho oil that 
tho oruption had boen oonsidlorably* inpreased theroby, 
that the child seemed relioved,and the fover! had abated,* 

* ‘The troRtinont hore roferred to involvod nothing more complientod 
thar@tho application, by friction, of a little croton oil to a portion of 
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In conversation to-day with the Chineso teachors 
about the comet, they say that last night was its third 
appearance, but that on the fivst two occasions it was 
very small, Its large size and brilliant tail excited great 
sensation in the town last night, and it is looked upon 
as a very bad omen, auguring troubles in the capital, 
Amongst the evils dreaded is an advance of the rebels, 
owing to reports being current at the South that thero 
are large sums of money in the Yamuns of Peking., No 
fear is entertained of intramural disturbances, because, 
they say, the inhabitants all know how poor Poking at 
presenbis. 

There is a good deal of discontent, however, in tho 
capital at the present time, owing not only to the state 
of the currency, but also to that of the grain market, Rice 
has risen so much since the Emperor wont to Je-ho, 
that the ppor people cannot now afford to buy the 
ordinary quality, and are obliged 10 content thomselves 
with that which is musty and partially spoiled, Prior to 
the romoyal of the Court to Jo-h0, good rico was a tadl, or 
eighty pence, per"eattio of ono hundrod and thitty-throo 
pounds, Now it is oxactly double, Tho eanso of this 
is, that in addition bo the Emporor having ordored Ingo 
reserves to bo forwarded there, tho grain morchunts 
have ascortained that they can sceuro a higher price for 
tice at Je-ho, evon after the oxponso for carviago is in- 
cluded, than they can. do at Peking ; and the cofikoy tonto 
is, that an, inland” trade Its become established fom 
the capital, which is now operating seriously against tho 


the amfaca of the child’s body which at the timo was frc8 from small. 
pox cruption, 
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Pekingoso, ‘Tho exponses of the war also havo in- 
creased the cost of almost overy necessary of life, This 
grain question is agitating the public mind a good deal 
at tho presont timo, as they say they havo troubles 
onough without it, 

Tho genoral impression scems to gain ground that 
the Emporor will not return, and thoy say that the 
appearance of tho comot will confirm him moro than 
evor in his dotermination, as it will be viewed by him 

. and those about him as a caution io keep out of Peking, 
where tho occurrence of troubles is thus foretold, I 
endeavoured to explain to Yang that the appeayance of 
this comol is a natural phenomenon, which must occur 
at cortain intorvals of time, and that we have calcula- 
tions made whereby we know exactly tho periods when 
phenomena of the kind appear, and, consequently, we 
attach no superstitious impoitanco to thom, |» Yang said, 
neither did the Christians in Cina, and, as one of them, 
he was quite of my opinion, ‘The othor tcacher, how- 
ever, who was presente gontlomanly old man, named 
Sue, was of a contrary opinion, and adepted the popular 
view withgroforonco bo tho comot, the advent of which, 
ho thought, augured very badly, Suo has latly takon 
up his residence in tho Legation, a¢ teacher to Mr, 
‘Wyndham, “lois fifty-one years of ago, and very short- 
sighted, To says that his sight was porfootly good 
until thedast &clipse of tho sun a fow years ago, when, 
havin§ boon persuaded by adviend +8 obsorve it through 
a glass, hts vision has beon so defective ever since that 
he hasgehagl regularly to uso spectacles, 

This afternoon, according to promise, I wont with 
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Yang to see the young man. referred to tho day before 
yesterday as labouring under gongumiption, ‘Tho houso, 
a very respectablo-looking ono, is situatod within a 
court in sireot loading off tho main one, running north 
from the Ha-ta-mun. On coming to tho ontranco of 
the inner court, wo found a fomale sorvant silting there 
sewing. » She got up and hurried to retire; but, bofore 
doing s0, endeavoured to open the contral folding-coorg, 
or “ entrance of honour,” she rotiring at ono of tho sido 
doors. We were ushered dircct into tho central hall, 
and there met sevoral mombors of the family, including 
the coysumptive patient and threo ladies who wero 
sitting there,sewing, The ordinary salutations having 
passed, my want of acquaintance with Chineso, and 
Yang's equally complete ignovanco of English, caused 
my visit to resolve itself into one chiofly confined to 
an examingtion 6f' the patient, Whilo this was going 
on, his fathey came in, antl gavo me a host cordial reeop- 
tign, introducing me at the same, time to gn aged gori~ 
tlembn leaning on a staff, who had Joon’ brought in to 
see me, and avh0, I managed to make, out, avas tho 
maternal grandfathen of the young man, : . 

The hall’ where I was recived, goomad, to, be tho 
family sitting-rogm, consisting of throo compar lunonts, 
the central ono opposite tha doar, ‘Elie compartmnant 
to the right was open, and freely communicated with 
the central one, That on the loft was parfitionod off 
by a wide frame-wérk doo over which was hanging a 
light-green blind, formed of split bamboo. 8. number 
of servants, both male and female, wore movingtahout. 
Tn the contre of the room a largo lead-lined ico raser- 
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voir stood, from which some iccd tea was givon me, 
which, at the presont'scason, constitutes a most refresh- 
ing and judicious beverago, drunk as it is in China, 
without sugar or milk; and only of very moderate 
strength, 

Being unablo to convorsp,—my knowledge of Chinese 
not extending much “Beyond , three sontcnecs I had 
lenrned for tho occasion, namely, Toe-she-leeang, the 
same, Po-how-yee-teaci, worse, and Tow- yee-tecu, bettor, 
—the prolongation of the intorview was unbecessary, and 
on depar ting I found a very nicoly-fitted-up blue cloth 
covérod cart at the dopr—the family carriage; in fact— 
which had been got ready for mo, into which fhey i in- 
sisted that E should get and be driven home, This I 
accordingly did, and on offering the driver a quarter of 
a dollar, after ho had depogited mo ‘At the Legation, he 
would not accept it, though yopoatedly pressed, ovidontly 
afraid that by so doing he would compromisc&ho dignity 
of the family, 

July Ath,—This “foyenoon Isat in Mr. Douglas's 
room while he was carrying on a gonversation with 
Yang antl Suo, which he interpreted to me as it pro- 
ceoded, Tho subject was the destruction. of Yuon-ming- 
yueti, which both tho toachers Wore grieving over, In 
roply to @ question from My. Douglds, as to whother, 
under tho peculiar citoumstanges of Ue case, thoy did 
not think, it’ just retribution, thoy said that, without 
discussing tho justiiess or upjustness of the procceding, 
if was myich to be deplored, and « national loss} in 
respect, of which thoy could not but sympathiso with the 
Emperor; seeing that tho articles destroyed had beon. 


« 
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collecting since the days of the-Ming dynasty. Tho 
ruthless destruction of property seemed to bo what they 
most regretted, They said, that if the properly had 
been quictly removed, and taken caré of, it would not 
_have been so bad, as, though not in tho possession of 
China, it would still have existed, They seomed to 
talk as if but comparatively little of what was in their 
eyes really valuable, had been 1emoved, but only the 
more meretricious articles, to wtich a sécondary impor- 
tance was attached, and that tho propeity of real value 
was overlooked by us and destroyed, Amongst other 
things, they instanced a large bird of solid gold, that 
sang every day at, twelve o'clock. Their statement 
respecting property of value being overlooked, is borne 
out by facts, as it was on the occasion of the burning of 
the palace that it occurred to an officor of the 15th 
Punjaubees* to pick up a large motal Rigure that was 
being kickéd about, under the supposition that it was 
brass, and which turned out to be aid gold,for which 
he realised eight thousand poynds at Hong Kong, 
Their opinion is, fhat in place of punishing the Emperor 
for what he was not individually responsible for, and 
perhaps not cognisant of at All, wo ought ta havo 
demanded that the princes of Cheang and of I shduld 
be givon up, and, if satisficd that they were tho parties 
to blame, have put them to death. ‘fo the dostruction 
of the buildings of the palace they do «ot appear ¢o 
* T afterwards Jeanod’from Sur Foln Michel that this ocottt ad on 
the second day of the burning, and that the men of tho iogimont 
thomselves picked up a quantity of neglected metal lying about, 


which tnined out to be gol, and which, 1t was calculated, would give 
each of thom about six huadied anpeos (siaty pounds),

attach so much importance, seoing that tho property 
was all gone or mord or less destroyed, 

I got Yang t6 explain tho circumstances of the family 
that I visited with him yesterday. The father of the 
consumptive youth is his cousin, and a man of some 
woalth, being the owner of fou shops, where watches, 
clocks, and snuff are sold. Ie is not in the trade him- 
self—meroly tho proprietor of the ostablishmonts—a 
. merchant, in fact, in shops, adopting that modo’ of in- - 
vesting his seagniayd - These shops yield a monthly 
return of about five hundred taels, out of which expenses 
have to be paid. His houschold oxpenses are ene hun- 
dred taels, a month, or one pound sterling per diom. 
Ho bas twenty retainots and servants, and eight in 
fatnily, inéluding his fathor-in-law, two sisters-in-law, 
and an aunt, He is a widower, his wife having died 
giving birth to the young man Tam pregmibing for. 
The family are Christians, 

The Poking Gazette of to-day announces an impor- 
tant victory gained by Shung: pow at Quang-sion, a town 
on. tho Lorders of Shantang and Chik? Sovoral promo- 
tions, bu@tans and poncock’s feathers, ave gazetted for 
this victory. Shung-pow is at present in chief com.‘ 
mand, the mind of the Emporor having been poisoned 
against Sang-ko- lin- -sin by Su-shuen, whom all agroo in 
represonting as a great scoundrel, and tho soutce of 
auch evil to the country. Sang-ko-lin- -sin, though not 
actually degraded, is in disfavour. "Ho continuds to be 
ropresenfed as, what we have always heard he was, an 
honest and highly tespectable Mongolian, much liked 
hy his broops. 2 
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July b5th-—In again discussing, this morning, tho 
question of Yuen-ming-yuen with the teachers, they 
declare that the Emperor was in favour of peaco, and 
that neither he nor Sang-ko-lin-sin had anything what- 
ever to do with the maltreatment of tho prisoners, but 
that the princes mentioned yesterday (Cheang and 1) 
were the parties responsible. 

Information was received to-day respecting the Prus- 
sian negotiations which have been reopencd at Tien- 
tsin, The Chinese continue to refuse the clause in the 
diplomatic treaty, allowing residence at Peking, unless 
the Prussian ministor binds hiinself that it is not to be 
put into operation for ten years; which looks vory like 
merely gaining time, in hopes that, before that period 
expires, all foroign residence in the capital will be at an 
end, “Count Eulenberg is willing to dofor the right of 
vresidance for five years, to which it is not miaohialis 

» the Chinese will consent” 

July Gth,—In to-day’s Gazette a decree appears, ap- 
pointing the Prince of Kung as proxy for the Emperor 
to sacrifice at thé Temple of Heaven for rain, which is 
now much wanted, for the crops as woll as for health, 
On the present occasion, it is intonded only to offer 
prayers, though, as a general rule, at those sacrifices 
various animals arc killed, such as horsos, sheep, cows, 
and pigs, In the Gazotte also, honours = directed to 
be paid to Quang- ti, the god of war, owing! to Inis having 
listoned to the prayors of tho assombled literati of a 
besieged town in the south, and converted into a vic- 
tory what scemed an incvitable defoat.* 

* Seo July 28th, 
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This forenoon the heat within the Leang-koong-foo 
was of so deprossing and stifling a cheracter that, with 
the view of dispelling tho sense of oppression, I took a 
brisk walk. I went up the centre street of the Chinese 
city, and passed out into the country between the 
Templos of Heaven and Agvriculturo, All along the 
line of walk I hardly met a porson with a oovored hoad, 
though the sun was shining fiercoly, and the thermo- 
meter standing ‘at 118° when exposed to it, Business 
seomed to be going on much as usual, ‘Numbers of 
the lower ordors, howovor, wore going about denudad 
of clothes to thoir waists, and all were plying the 
fan vigorously, The edibles for sale on the street 
stalls are now chiefly confined to fruits, such as 
melons, pdéaches, apricots and plums; iced beverages 
axe universal. 

July Tth—The oxtrome heat continuc® unabated, 
and febrilo and neuralgic ailments are on the increase, 
the latter indicating a disturbed condition of tho normal 
electric stata of the atmosphere. Fer somo nights tha 
hoat has been so groat as to rondor sleep almost 
inpossibl’, the little that was ,procurable boing of 
a disturbed and non-refveshing charactor. Tho venom 
of tho mosquitoes also sooms to be progressively in- 
croasing, , 

At dinner gf tho French Legation to-day I met tho 
wiissiqnary Bishop of Honan, a Froych pricst, who has 
been 80 jong in China thet ho has actually forgotten 
the number of ycars that have elapsed since his arrival. 
Ee was accompanied by the Abbé Smoringburgh, Both 


wor8 dressed in the Chinese garb, and sat down to 
= be 
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dinner with their hats on, according to the custom of 
the country, the woaring of it boing a mark of compli- 
ment, They were requested, however, not to stand on 
ceremony, and to take them off, which, considgring the 
oppressive atmosphere, must have been a groat reliof to 
them. The bishop was dressed in every respect liko a 
Chinese mandarin, with the exception of not wearing 
a button. His costume was very complete, though his 
pig-tail was rather of tho kind called a “rat tail” 
amongst hotses, He is a large, bulky man, of dark 
complexion, with an appearance speaking favourably for 
the clinfite of that portion of the north of China whore 
he has chiefly resided. 

July 8th—The father of the consumptive pationt 
called on me to day, and described certain’ symptoms 
that his son was suffering from when he left home, 
and hoped that I would be able to give him something 
that would relieve them, Tracts of this nature certainly 
tend practically to refute the statements made by some 
writers respecting the indifferonéé of the Chinoso to the 
sufferings of their relatives. Tho utmost sdlicitude 
appears to prevail in this family about the ySung man, 
though they are fully convincod, from what I havo said, 
that his complaint is mortal, and that any treatment 
that I may employ has merely tho object of mitigating 
his sufferings, 

Tho flags of three ironty Powors now Ay in Poking, 
that of Bussia having been hoisted this foronoon, 
jmmediatoly on the arrival from Kiachta of Colonol 
de Balluzec as resident minister. 

Fuly 9th.—Tho Prince of Kung has brought wider 
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notice a complaint he has reccived about carts coming 
up from ‘Tion-tsin and avoiding paying the city dues 
leviable at the gate, by saying that they are bringing up 
goods for the “ great English nation.” Complaints have 
beon made from one gato in particular, that from this 
cause its xovonue is falling off, Tho Prince wishes some 
system to be adopted which would effectually check it, 
as merely giving thom a pass written in English is in- 
sufficiont, owing to their being unable to tell one picco 
of foreign writing from another, and with specimens of 
which those who ovade the duty provide themselves. 

* In addition to this, it is stated that when cartseactually 
going to the Legations from ‘Tien-tsin pass into the oity, 
other carts having no connection with them, by private 
arrangement however, come in with them, and thus 
escape the customary gate payments, Mr, Wade sug- 
gosted to the Prince, in an interview which ge had with 
him on the subject, that when’ carts professing to be for « 
the English or French Legation arrived at a gate, thoy 
should bo stopped uatil a Way.Yuang, or deputed 
officer from the gate, was sent to dommunicate with 
whichever Legation tho carts and their contents might 
bo alleged 10 be for, Tho Prince, however, in despair, 
said, “And do you think ho would not cheat also? 
Why, ho again would bring’in carts on his own account, 
saying they wore going to tho foreign Logations,"and* 
pockot tm re€ucod rate of fees ho would chargo them.” 
L presume there is somo gébd reasbn for the Legations 
not payifg the customary gato fees, othorwise, by their 
agroeing 80 to do, the difficulty in question would be 
at ace got over, 


* 
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The English mail of the 10th of May arrived to-day, 
and with it came the news of the appointment of Mossrs. 
Wade and Loch to the Companionship of the Bath, for 
their services during the expedition, 

July 10th,—Last night, about ten o'clock, heavy rain 
set in, and continued at intervals during the night, caus- 
ing some reduction of temperature, and placing us all in 
a more favourable position for sleep. Towards daybreak 
the house adjoining where Mr, Wade is living was dis- 
covered to be in a state of incipient conflagration, a de- 
liberate attempt having been made to set it-on fire by 
piling shavings and other combustibles about the wood- 
work, Fortunately, howevor, before it had prococded 
any length, one of the Tinck-chais, or Chinese ordorlios, 
who happened to be up carly, detected i, procured 
assistance, and had it extinguished. ‘The only probable 
cause for this attempt at incendiarism is, that yostorday 
the superintendent of fhe masons omployed on the 
building that was attempted to be burned was soizod by 
the beard and shaken by one of ého European residents 
in the Legation,ecauso the building in question, in 
which he was individually inlorested, was net making 
sufficiontly rapid progress, Such cbullitions of tempor 
cannot be too strongly condomnad, 

Yang having heard from Yr, Douglas yostorday that 
Mr. Wade had recoived a decoration from his Sovereign 
equivalent to a peacock’s feather, camo this snoming in 
full dress, wearing Ris hat amd gilt button, and proeooded 
to Mz, Wade’s quarters to congratulate him. After hav- 
ing done this, ho commenced his iutorial duties with 
Mx. Douglas; but before so doing, like a carofuleand 
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prudent man, he took off his Number One garments and 
donned his evory-day robe, In tho afternoon he asked 
me if I would come to his houfe and look at his child 
that is suffering from tho small-pox, which I did, Mr. 
Douglas going with us to interpret, As we were walk- 
ing towards the houso, I observed that Yang carried his 
hat in his hand, as it appoared to be incorrect of him to 
appear on the street with it on, while his other garment 
was not in keeping with a full-dress hat. We found 
Yang's tosidence to be a court in a Fang-sue, or private 
dwellings, which are all divided into a number of courts, 
one behind the other. According to the nuntber and 
means of tho family are these courts occupied. Some 
hire a whole Fang-sue, others only a single court in one, 
Yang possesses a court, three sides of which belong to 
him, though he only occupies the northern house, which 
is ono of an ordinary kind, having © contra! recoption- 
room, with two bedrooms on ono side, and a kitchen and 
servants’ room on the other, For three sides of this 
court he pays thirty thousand paper cash monthly, or a 
wifle over threepence per diem, * 

Immediately on entering tho court, his son, a nice 
little boy of five years old, ran oul to meet him, and 
caught him by the hand. Tho wife also, a rather good- 
looking young woman dressed in whito, and prominontly 
in that way in which ladios wish to be who love thoir lords, 
fppogred'al the door of the house to welcome him home, 
As soon as wo wore seated, foa was Brought by a sorvant, 
and Yon inlvaduced his father te us, who does not re- 
side with him, but had merely looked in to see how the 
chitd was gotting on. After this I was taken into the 
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bedroom, and there, lying on a matting-covered cauguo,* 
was the little sufferer, egvered with an eruption of par- 
tially confluéit small-pos, its head supported by a small 
circular pillow. It had on what scemed to be its usual 
clothes, with a light calico, and not over-clean, covorlid 
thrown over it, "The atmosphere of the room was im- 
pure. ‘The case, however, looked to me one that was 
progressing to a favourable termination, I recommended 
them to remove the child at once into the adjoining 
room, where a bettor current of air would be obtainablo, 
Its age is three years, The little fellow running about 
is the imago of his father, and at present his hair is ticd 
up in two little tails projecting like horns on each sido 
of his head, The gustom is to cultivate the young tail 
in a double form, until the hair has attained sufficient 
length to admit of the two being amalgamated and sus- 
pended down tho back. 

July 11th —This morning Mr, Wade applied to me 
for surgical aid on tho part of Tsoon’s wife, who has 
lacerated the end of one of hordfingers. I asked My, 
Wade to oxplain % him that, before giving advico for 
ailments of this naturo, it was but prudont visually to 
ascertain their actual state, and that I would be happy 
either to go with him to his houso, or, if ho proferred it, 
he could bring his wife in a cartto the Logation. Noithor 
of these propositions was acceptable to him, as he feared 
compromising himself with his neighbours; so°I had tq 
take his description? of thotinjury, and suggost “what 
seemed the simplest and least injurious modo of treating 

* This woid whon applied to a bed is pronounced kang, in contra 
distinction from caugue, the stocks round the neck. a 
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it, namely, keeping it clean and covered with wet lint, 
with some of which I supplied him, 

Colonel de Balluzce called on Mv. Bruce Mas, ac- 
companied by his diplomatic staff and two Russian mili- 
tary officers, all in full uniform, Madame de Balluzec 
has arrived in bad health; and Monsicur de Balluzce 
heing vory anxious to have additional medical advico, I 
was requested to seo her, but found nothing more serious 
than might have been expected after so long and so 
fatiguing a journey, especially in such weather, The 
medical officer of the Russian mission (Dr, Kornillofski) 
was in attondance upon her, and I saw'no xgason to 
mako suggestions different to the treatment he was 
adopting. : ' 

In tho wfternoon Sue, Mr, Wyndhain’s teacher, ap- 
poared in his acadomical costume, and proceeded to 
congratulate MrWade on his acquisition of a decoration 
equivalont to that of a peacodk’s feather. After having 
had this complimentary visit paid him, Mr. Wado was 
Ikind enough to accompany mo to the merchant Yang's, 
and intorpret for me in my iuterviewwith his consump- 
tive sonavhom T found 10 bo much worso, On oxposing 

* his chost, I obsorved that ho had a crucifix round his 
neck, worn insido his clothes noxt his skin, ‘The discaso 
was advancing with rapid strides, and I could only pro- 
pare them for the worst occwring at no remote date, 
‘Congidexing tho heat outside, tho houso was wonderfully 
cool, Mr, Wade was muck pleasdl with the aspoct of 
the hou§e, and the respectable appearance of every one 
around, 

eJuly 12th—Tho heat has again become very oppres- 


‘ . 
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sive, notwithstanding which tho Legation is now daily 
nee, foe curiosity dealers, who at briof intervals 
during. fie whole day appear with their waves, having 

’ ascertained what the foreign taste is, Their persovor- 
ance and indifference to fatigue, on the slightest chance 
of effecting asale, areromarkable. They will come miles 
with large jars and bronzes, and are neithor importunate 
nor do they betray much disappointment when they fail 
in their object, but quietly depart, and in a short time 
return with something else. 

I went again this afternoon to see tho dying Ind 
referred.4o yesterday, Mz, Douglas went with mo, and 
we were received exactly as, on the two provions occa- 
sions I have been at the house. There was a largor 
number of people present than I had scen defore, ap- 
parently friends and relatives, who had called to mako 
inquiries after the young 2 man’s health. It required but 
a very cursory examination to seo that the oxtinction of 
the vital spark was rapidly approaching, and that his 
span of life now only admitted tf boing counted by 
hows. I again exjdained to his fathor that he must not 
be misled into a belief that I came and sttwehia son, 
and administered drugs to him, because T ontertained 
the remotest hope of his recovery, but because the phy- 
sicians of the West considered it as much a part of thoir 
duty to relieve sufferings as 40 cura discase, 

Happening to ask what a two-storied bitildifig iy the 
rear of the one we Were in fas, wo wore informed that 
it contained the private apartments of the own®r of tho 
house, and he at once offered to show us aver thom, We 
entered them by a small room at the ond, which sconmd *

his washing and dressing room. There was a large brass 
basin in a sland, on each sido of which a towel depended. 
From this room we esconded to the upper story, which 
is divided by open partitions into threo compartments, 
each fitted up as a sitting and refreshment room, The 
walls wore decorated with paintings; and a good many 
books, as well as poreclain, browze, and jade ornaments, 
wore about, The room opens on a vorandah, so as to be 
adapted for the hot as well as tho cold season, Going 
down stairs again, in @ line with the dressing room 
there are several nicely furnished little rooms, commu- 
nicating one with the other. Returning to gho front 
building from visiting Yang's private apartments, we 
heard the sound of female voices in what seemed 
psalmody ;, and on looking into tho room we saw the 
whole of the females of the establishment, servants 
included, round the bed of tho dying youth singing 
a hymn, On asking the teather Yang witat they were 
doing, ho said, “Performing a roligious excrciso.” T 
noticed that the women clevate themselves at least 
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threo inches off the ground, by wearing thick-svlod 
shoog, which are so fabricated underoath ag to form 
more a short thick stump than « true sole, ‘This is the 
kind of shoe worn by the Tartar women and those of the 
Chitiese in the north, who have not adopted the bar- 
barous practice of cramping the feet. The preceding 
sketch shows the difference hetween them, which is 
very marked, On the table of the room next where the 
young man was lying, there was a large and handsome 
crucifix on a neat-looking stand, with a candlestick and 
candle in it on each side, In nearly overy room of the 
house thgre was a clock ox timepiece of some kind. On 
leaving we found the family carriage again in waiting to 
take us home. 

July 13t—This morning Mr, John Dent arrived 
from Tung-chow on a visit to Mr, Bruce, He came up 
» ina boat from Tien-isin, and came on from Tung-chow 
in a chair, carried by fofy bearers. Ie was stoppod 
at both the Chinese and the Tarlar city gates, and 
requested to get out of the cha. Ife is unable to 
explain what wasevanted, but thinks it was to wait 
until his cart came up, which was a little way bohind, 
This forenoon a foot couricr came up from ‘Tien- 
tsin with a despatch from Count Tulenborg, A me- 
morandum was sont with him, io the offect that he 
had left Tien-tsin exactly as the gun fired at noon, 
and requesting that the hour at which*ho tloliyorodk 
the despatch might*be nod, as ho was to bo" paid, 
according to the quickness with which ho Sxoouted 
his mission. Ho declivored the despatch at half-past 


eleven, having walked oighty-six miles in twonty-thevs 
- e 
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and a half hours, Ho wavelled the whole way on 
foot, and did not sleep at all during the night. 
Giving him but a short time for his meals, he must 
have walked on an avorage four miles an hour, 

In tho afternoon, Coloncl Neale, Messiewrs Wade, 
Wyndham, and mysolf called on tho Russian minister 
and tho members of his Legation, A small party of 
Cossacks have accompanied him on his journey, They 
have a wild sun-burnt look, and are not ovor neat in 
their attire. 

July 14th,—Last night, at half-past nine, the weather 
becamo overcast, and we had some heavy rais, with a 
good deal of distant thunder and sheet-lightning. The 
storm did not last more than half an hour, and it 
cleared wp a fine night. The atmospheric changes at 
this season scem very sudden, but are, for the most 
part of short duration, To-day we havg a beautiful 
cloar sky, with a very fierce sun shining. 

Colonel Neale, Mr. John Dent, and myself, in the 
afternoon, wont roun® some of the chief curiosity shops 
in the Chinese city, In thom we® recognised many 
articles that have been submitied to our inspection ab 
the Logation; tho dealors having dotormined that, as 
tho weathor prevonted Mahomet coming to the moun- 
tain, that should not prevont tho mountain going to 
Mahomet; henec, for some wooks, we have been re- 
‘coivigg Acputations daily from the various curiosity 
shops in both the Chines8 and the Tartar cities, and 
thus, without moving owt, have been able to inspect 
their wares in detail, In all the shops, iced drinks 

. wate brought us as soon as we entered, : 
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As we passed through the Meridian Gato, amongst 
a crowd of beggars congrogated there, I observed a 
poor creature one half of whose log was gone up to 
the knee. The surface was open and ragged, and 
looked ag if it had been removed by violence, and 
left an open sore, It occurred to me at first that it 
was not improbable that he was a, soldier, whose limb 
had been shot away during recent operations, as the 
Chinese Government affords no aid to its wounded 
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soldiers as a gonerd! rule, « From what T have “since 
ascertained, it is more probable that it is tio result 
of self-mutilation, dono to excite compassion; tho 
removal of the limb being offectod by causing the 
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mortification of tho lowor portion, by tying a piece 
of string tightly round it, the bone being sawn through 
as soon as the soft parts havo separated. ‘This prac- 
tice is stated to bo common amongst tho beggars 
from particular provinces more than others, especially 
thoso from Shantung. . 

Talking about tho commercial prospects of Tion- 
tsin, Mr. Dont says that a vory considerable trade in 
Manchester goods has beon done there this yeai, with 
eyery prospect of a steady increase, Some American 
drills have been sold, but business has been chiefly 
confined to white and grey cottons, There is no 
market as yet for woollon goods, as we cannot com- 
peto with Russia, Tivo caravans vid Siboria arrived 
at Tien-tsin about ten days ago, ‘Tho sale of Bir- 
mingham goods has also been very limited. But little 
opium has been sold, the growth of the native drug 
having materially interfered: vith that philanthropic 
branch of commerce, There is nob much prospect of 
an export trade springing up from Ticn-tsin, as far 
as Mr, Dent can soo, as both tallew and wool are 
too deare Payment, consequently, is made in Syceo 
silver and gold, ‘The ico export will necessarily be 
vory limited, as it is not likely to find a mart boyond 
Singapore, if evon so far as that; the ico trado of 
India boing so complololy in thd hands of the Amo- 
ricans that if is doubtful if ico could be supplied 
choaper from the Peiho than from*tho Wenham Lake 
in Amoriéa. , 

July 15th—At prosent there are three hundred 
ands twenty workmen omployed in the Leang-koong-

foo; that is to say, carpenters, masons, and labourers, 
Tn addition to these, thera aro two corps respectively 
of painters and paper-hangers. A new contract has 
been entered into with tho painter to redecorale por- 
tions of the Foo beyond “ Logation Court.” He re- 
established his staff on the premises yesterday, and 
took possession of one of the out-buildings as a:kitchon, 
A quantity of stures, basins, chop-sticks, and several 
cooking coppers airived, and in a very brief time the 
culinary arrangements were all made, These now 
decorations are confined to the palatial side of the 
* Foo, avd continue to be superintended by Colonel 
Neale, to whose architectural abilities, artistic taste, 
and close supervision the very handsome and imposing 
appearance which the British Legation new presents 
is in a great measure due. 

As yet there is no modification of the extreme heat. 
Returning fiom the Fv8nch Legation last night with 
Mr. Dent, he said that during a long residence in China, 
and for the most part in what isqenorally considered 10 
be its hottest portion, he had never before exporionced 
anything like the heat of Peking. Cortainly i} was very 
close, and this morning every one gave a bad account of 
how he had fared for sleep, none hardly having beon 
procured until daybreak, Evon tho birds seom io be 
suffering, and come in and roost undor the shado of the 
matting of the court, and, from the motioff of their bills, 

appear to be gaspifg for frésh air, The invostmiont of 
Peking by twenty- fivo’ miles of stupondous*masonry, 
- which,is the extent of the combined walls of the Tartar 
and'Chinese city, must no doubt tend, undor ordigary 
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clreunstances, to increase tho summér heat, and this 
will Lo of courso the moro soyorely felt. during seasons 
like the present, of extraordinary heat and drought, 

This afternoon we accompanied Mx, Dent again to the |. 
curiosity-dealors in, tho Chinese city, where ho made 
somo extensive purchases, As an illustration of their 
mode of dealing, two hundred dollars were asked for a 
vory handsoma enamelled ornament with a good deal of 
gilt mounting on it; one hundrod and sixty dolfars for 
a cyrious piece of rot crystal about nine inches long, 
and formed into irregular-shaped cup-like divisions, 
vopresenting a soré of double inkstand; aryl thirty - 
dollars for a picce of malachite of a nondoscript form, 
For the whole Mr. Dent offered two hundred dollars, or 
noaily fifty pounds sterling, ‘This they at. first refusod 
with repeated oxclamations of “ Poo-taw-bin,” meaning 
a long way too little. “Mr. Dent held on ateadily to his 
offer, and a lost they held % consultation; a r0ady- 
reckoner in ‘tho form of an abacus was produced, 
several calculations yoro gono through, and the offer 
ultimataly accepted, Whon the abaeus is brought into 
usa, a sajo is almost certain to follow, as it indicates 
that the prico offered is not so far from the actual value 
ag to admit of summary rojoction, and that, though the 
profit may not be great, still, if tho sale follows, tho 
inforenco is that a gain hag beon made, 

, July L6the-Tho carlier part of the forenoon was 
guliay? in the extreme, andethe heat very soveroly felt 
by several.’ An indescribable sense of oppression and 
paralysis of capacity for mental exertion were amongst 
the, prominent offects, though in some instances it was 

Vola I, v 
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accompanied by apparent arrest of the secretion of the 
gastric juice and absence of desire for food, unaccom- 
panied by other symptoms. At half-past onc, howover, 
® sensation, of relief was experienced by all, <A very 
severe storm sct in, the rain falling in torrents con- 
tinuously for an hom’, during which there was the con~ 
stant rumble of distant thunder, with vivid flashes of 
lightning, About half-past two tho rain gradually 
passed~into a light drizzling shower; and with Colonel 
Neale I went out into the city to observe the state of 
the drainage, ‘The canal in front of the Legation, 
which ay hour previously was perfectly dry, now pre- 
sented a rushing stream, tho water coming over the 
knees of the people fording it ; and, as the width of this 
canal is sixty-six feet, some idea can be formed. of the 
large volume* of water that fell within tho hour, and 
also of the attention paid to tho drainage of tho 
city, inasmfch as this eanal is the common sewor 
of one-half of tho city,—during the occurrence, however, 
of the rains only, We obseiygd that sovoral vory 
latye stone-constyicted underground drains , oponed 
into it, from which the wator was pouring in tomonts, 
We also noticed that wherever there was g drain opon- 
ing on the cast side of the canal, there was a covre~ 
sponding one exactly opposite, convoying the water from 
the corresponding disirict on the western side, Alto~ 
gether, wo woro astonished at finding s@ complete a 
system of drainage, which, ig fact,seomed to bo perfoct; 
the only places where accumulations of water hal formod 
being hollows where the strects are out of repair, We 
walked from the Legation to tho Ha-ta-mun, and up to 
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that point might have done so in tho lightost boots, 
On attempting, howovor, to pass through into tho 
Chinese oity, wo were stopped by a largo pool of water 
which had formed undor the sido gate of the bastion ; 
soveral beggars wore éarning cash by emrying people 
through on their backa; and wo were carnestly goli- 
cited to avail oursolves of this mode of transport; 
but having no urgent necessity for passing the harrier, 
wo thought it as well to avoid doing go, for fear that 
unintentionally we might be tho means of depriving 
our obliging friends of some of their personal property 
that we prefetred allowing to remain with thorfselves. 
On roturhing to the Legation, we found Mx. Dent 
bargaining with a curiosity dealer for somo green jade 
beads, or fedte-su-ee, as the Chinese call themhere, Groat 
value is attached to this kind of jado, and three dollars 
apieco was the price My, Deut was asked, which, should 
they bo good, is not more than thoir valup in China, 
Somo necklaces of this material takdn from Vuen-ming- 
yuen, and containing sbout onc hundred and fifly beads 
of tho size of 2 small marblo, realisoias much as throe 
dollars and a half, or equal to sixteen shillings, a bead ; 
evon this was considered by native connoissours very 
cheap. While a discussion was going on regarding tho 
quality of tho jade that Mr. Dent was in iroaty for, Soo- 
ov-tce came if on somo pigeon (business) connected 
with tho work®, and Mz, Dont obsorving that he wore 
on ‘his thumb whit soeme& a, find groon jado ring, 
requested that he might be allowed to look at it; and 
on. scratching it with a diamond it was found to be 
grecy glass, Seo-ou-tee agknowledged that it cbst only 
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two thousand paper cash, or at tho rate of a dollar for 
seven of them; but ab the samo timo the “little ono” 
looked as if he had rather “Jost face” in being thus acei- 
dentally dotected wearing mock. valuables, as ho is, as a 
general rule, rather a dandy, especially when he moves 
about, on which occasions ho is invariably scrupulously 
neat and correct in his attire. The dealer ultimately 
abated, his charge per bead by ‘half a dollar, and Mr. 
Dent bought eighty dollars’ worth of them; also some 
cases of the Imperial vermilion ink taken from the 
Yuen-ming-yuen by the peasants in the neighbourhood. 
One dollar a stick was charged for it, and a groat mya- 
tery made about showing it. Mr. Dont happened to 
have with him two pear-shaped pearls, abowt half the 
size of a sugar-almond, that he bought from a French 
soldier, who got them at tho Yuen-ming-yuen, The 
moment the dealer SOW thom he took them to the 
window, and ab a ‘glanep srecognised their yaluo, and 
immtdiately offered Mr. Dent a hundred dollars apiece 
for them—a sharp fellow, with arquick appreciation of 
their worth, “Mr.\Bebt haying already at the south boon 
offered three times that amount fot thom,  « 

Towards sundown, ag Messy, Wyndham and Douglas 
were strolling in front of tho entrances Lo the Logation, 
looking‘ at the canal flowing, a pair of boots that tho 
former had on over his trousers baie the attention 
of some passers-by, and ono of them was $0 nfutch taken 
with thom, that, after giv inf full oxpression to hig ‘admi- 
ration of the material and workmanship, ho pfoposed to 
Mx, Wyndham to purchase the boots from him, and was 
very anxious to “make ao deal with him,” Jt wa ox- 
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plained to Lim that at present foreigners are residing at 
Peking for political purposes, and not to carry on trade, 
which is contrary to treaty, and therefore that it was 
impossible to comply with the request, Tho man 
appearod to be quite satisfied with the explanation, and 
remarked that ho had no doubt that in the course of 
_ two yonrs or so thoy would be manufacturing boots of 
asimilar kind in Peking; as tho advantages whjch the 
matorial offered for foot clothing during wet weather 
were so very apparent, that if ‘would Hot be long before 
it attracted attention, 

July 17th,—It rained more or Jess all night, and a 
succession of heavy showers fell during the day. ‘These 
tivo days’ heavy rain having occurred immediately after 
the performance of the sacrificial cerempnies at the 
Temple of Heaven by thé Prince of Kung, his Imperial 
Highness will receive groat gredit from tke public in 
consequence of the apparent ‘success which has attended 
his appeal for rain. 

Two naval officorf’ arrived at tho Legation, to-day 
from Ti8n-tsin, their sole object apparently i in coming 
being to*say that thoy have boon to Poking, & as they 
startoff again early to-morrow morning on thoir return, 
Thoy came up in carts, and doseribe the xoads fs 80 
bad in consoquencd of tho rains, that after passing 
Chang-kia-van they had to got out and walk, so as to 
lightgn tito carts and enablo them to got on,

tioned to Mr. Douglas, this foronoon, that his cousin the 
merchant is now reconciled to tho death of his son, 
which occurred on the morning after my Inst visit, 
namely, on the 13th instant, Ile looks upon il as 
his fate so to be afflicted, and thorcfore that it is his 
duty to bear up against it, Yang, the tcacher, him- 
self has had some domestic troubles within the last day 
or two,, Ho is in daily expectation of his wifo present- 
ing him with a third pledgo of affoction ; and his twa 
female servants, seeing the prospect of increased work 
contingent on this auspicious evont, have rotired from 
his servite, while a malo servant has taken wpon him- 
self to decamp with a small amount of forcign silvor 
which had been givon him to geb changed into Peking 
coin. Amidgt all those troubles, howevor, Yang is in 
rather good spirits, as he views the prospect of tho in-~ 
crease +o his family, ocoprring about tho same time as 
the death of his cousin’s son, as a fortunate ovent, should 
the expected little ono be of tho malo sox, as undor 
these cirgumstanoss he thinks it*oxccodingly probablo 
that his wealthy Yolativo will adopt it, becausé, having 
lost his only son, he must adop) some xolatife’s child 
ag his male heir, 

July 18th,—The weather has again cleared wp, and 
at noon Colonel Neale, Mr, Dent, and myself, accom~ 
panied by Sce-ou-tce, proceedod, each in a cart, to make 
® tour of some shops in tho Tarlar city, Whatover 
favourable impressions 3 may have folt inolined to form 


talent ;" while o Mastor of Avia is a Xue-gin, ov “a man who has mado 
giont progress.” Tho noat litany “ve is oquivalont to that of 
Dostor of Laws. . 
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of tho Peking cabs on the first occasion of my being in 
one, the experience of to-day has certainly tonded to 
modify, I doubt if human beings were ever subjected 
to a, greater variety of bruises and shocks, not intended 
to be tho result of direct violence, than wo were to-day ; 
thoy scomed to bo tho immediate result of tho bad-« 
noss of the roads following on the rains, ‘Though the 
gonoral drainage of the city is good, in many placgs whore 
the water hag lain for some time, owing to their being 
below the gonoral level of the street, quagmires have 
formed, in the fording of which the carts labour heavily ; 
and at other places, owing to the moistened ‘oil, deep 
ruts have formed, into which, without any ceremony, the 
éarts are bumped. Nothing short of placing himself in 
the contd of the cart, and tightly holding on by each 
side, can save tho occupant from a succossion of painful 
contusions, With all this, fhe men drive with great 
skill, and I did not observe any tendeney to upset, We 
went from one ond of the town to the other, visiting 
shops on tho way, anf, as usual, a crowd formed sound 
tho dook of every shop that we chtered, to the jn- 
eonvenidhce of tho shopkeepers, who, howover, for the 
reasons that havo been already stated, cavefully avoided 
adopting any incans to disperse the evawd, auch is their 
fear of giving any one an oxcuso for preferring a chargs 
of assault against them at the yamun, 
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July 19th.~When wo first arri¥ed bore, and for some 

months afterward the valuo of the dollar ranfhinod at 

fifteen thousand paper cash, Latcly, howovd?, it has 
been rising in price—that is lo say, silver has gra- 
dually been becoming of greater value in tho monoy- 
market,—and tho dollay now sells for oightoen thousand 
paper cash, In consequence of thig, & one-thousand 
cash noto, which a few woeks ago was worth thirty-nine 
copper cash, is now wortlf only twenty-nine, and in 
place of five hundred and fifty-five of tho lattof going to 
the dollar, as formerly, that number has beon reduced by 
thirty-three, showing @ riso aso in the value of coyper 
a ° 
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coin. This depreciation of papor money was the cause 
of the discontent amongst the people referred to on the 
18th ultimo, The zato of exchange is regulated by 
tho money-changors or exchange shops, They form 
a guild, and regulate the price of silver. 

Tho hont hag again become very great, no pormanent 
modifying effect having been produced by tho -heavy 
yains that have fallen within the last few days. Tho 
thermometer in a perfect shade stands at 94°* The 
oppressive effoct of the temperature on tho brain is 
much complained of by those who are conipelled to 
tnake mental exertion, Myr. Dent started for Sien-tsin 
at the earliest dawn of day, so as to escape as much as 
possible the fierce morning sun, The city gates are 
not opened until daybreak, consequently it is nop prac- 
ticable to start on a jowney from Peking duripg the 
night otherwise than by ledving the city before sunset, 
and going to a suburban inn, 

This morning the pedlar of Pa-loo-choyy, i in ‘his official 
capacity of gatokeepat, detected a native, unconnected 
with thé works, stealing some iuméps that formed a, 
portion of tho culinary stores of the painters, The man 
mace his escape ovor a broken portion of the wall, but 
tho old pedlar gavo chaso and caught Him by the tail, 
Ho then took hin to Ma. Wade, and preferred a charge 
of thoft against him, The local, authoritios wore com- 
munigatetl with, and an official immodiately came down 
and inquized intd the matter ,leating the man in the 
meantim’ in custody at tho Legation, 

July 20ih.—Late last night two policomen arrived 
with lanterns aud chains to, xemove the unfortunate 
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turnip-stealer, Tho chains wore put round his neck, 
and his hands were secured, He was then takon to the 
prison under the charge of tho Prefect of Shumn-tec-cn- 
foo, or chiof magistrate of the district that this portion. 
of Peking is in, He is a high officer, Tung Ta-jin by 
name, and jis represented as a soft and by no means 
viciously-disposed old gentloman individually, It ap- 
pears that tho man had menaged to find his way into 
the Leang-koong-foo when the workmen were entering. 
He does not seem to have any special employment, and, 
as two or three robbories have occurred of Jato, it has 
been deamed recessary to make an example of the first 
delinquent catight. Mr, Wado has requested that in- 
formation be sent to the Legation with reference {o tho 
result ofthe caso, which in all probability will be that 
it has been summavily disposed of by subjecting him to 
the punishment of tho “ ‘heavier bamboo.” Quy avail- 
ing ourselves of the severe penal code of China, in casos 
of trifling offences, is hardly consistent with the strong 
terms in which we froquently av€ in the habit of con~ 
demning it, at thé same timo it is difficult to seo how 
we are to avoid doing so, 

July 22nd—Myr. Wado, in conversation with Sue, 
the teacher, to-day, was astonished to find how all at 
once he had got posted-up in Enropcen affairs ; being 
acquainted with the struggle going on in Italy, and 
with the disruption in the United States, “ ITS observed, 
that “until tho ‘ostablisnfont of The Legations at 
Peking, it was remarkablo the ignorance which pre- 
vailed in reference to Eutopo and iis inhabitants, 
Several of your names, howover, wo knew. buboPa 
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Ta-jin* (Ma, Parkes) wo always thought was a prince of 
the blood. Your name also we knew, and understood 
. you to bo a prince of the second degree.” Convorsation 
aflerwards tured on a subject whercin the age of 
animals was touched on, when Sue romarked, “You 
also havo a dog of’ groat antiquity, called Cha-leo, born, 
I was informed by Noo Ta-jin (Colonol Neale), in the 
Ming dynasty.” Mx. Wade langhod, as well he might, 
and said that in tolling him that the Colonel mu8t have 
been joking, * Truly, now you montion it,” said Sue, 
‘his manner was that of a porson laughing, Now that 
I think of it, ho was laughing, and the statement is, 
doubtless, a jest,” The explanation of this is, that a 
few nights ago Sue came into the billiard-room, and 
-looked ata, game that was going on, While he was 
sitting there, he noticed the dog Chavrlio ‘ying asleep, 
and inquired his ago; ipsa: Colonel Ngle jokingly 
said, “Ta Ming,” + implying Chanlie's nativity to have 
boon prior to the yoar 1648, Suo starged up in asto- 
nishmént, caught hol@ of Charlic, turned him ovor, and 
oxaminerl him oxactly as if he haé beon a pieco of 
ancient porcolain, the statemont not appearing to him 

* Ta-fin literally moans “grent man.” It is tho afllx giyon to the 
nainos of all offivials above a cortain rank; for instanco,,Mr, Biueo is 
known In Poking as Boo 'Va-jin; M. do Bomboulon, as Poo Ta-jiys 
Colonel Neale, a8 Noo La-jin, ‘Tho English equivalent of this is as 
nearly aa possible ‘ITis Excollonsy,” ‘Lhe next designation is"Ta-low- 
ya, meaning ‘TMs Tonour," dir, St, Clair, for instance, is called 
Sin Iow-yo, and Sp.

Groat Ming) avo stamped indelibly on most of the porcoluin made 
davigg that period, 
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too incredulous ; and, as shown by his observation to 
Mr, Wade, he does not seem to have entertained a 
doubt on the subject until enlightened with reforence 
to its being, as he himself styled it, “ a jest.” 

July 28rd—An Imperial decree has appeared in the 
Gazette in relation to the comet, It scems that somo 
parties, with the view of propitiating the Emperor, 
have, contrary to public opiyion, endeavoured to show 
that the comet is a good omen, The Emperor, how- 
ever, does not respond to this bit of celestial flunkey- 
ism, and declines to receive their congratulations, 
viewlng ghem as inconsistent with a period characterised 
by so much rebellion and trouble, 

Many of the articles that are now being brought by 
the curigsity-dealers evidently come out .of private 
houses, the property of people in reduced circumstances, 
Some of the things undoubtedly are from the Vuon- 
ming-yuen, owing o the ‘stealthy way thoy aro brought 
into the Legation, and the comparatively low prices 
that ave,taken for them, For «nstance, yesterday a 
massive white ja¢o ornament was sold for twenty-five 
dollars, for which, under ordinary circumstances, not 
less than from eighty to a hundred dollars would havo 
been taken, To-day also Colonel Noalo had brought 
jato his quartors what at first sight lookod liko a pair 
of very handsomo door panols, but turned oub Lo bo tho 
style of pictures with which the rich in China decorate 
their walls, all tho objects depicted bofg in reliof, within 
a plain ebony frame, ‘These pictures caine frcm Yuen- 
ming-yuen, and have inscribed on them some vorsos, 
which Mr, Wade translated, and found, to bo by the 
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Emperor Keen-Lung, in honour of agriculture. The 
picture is a landscape, into which houses, trces, bridges, 
rocks, and a variety of figures, arc intioduced im relief. 
The trees aro represonted by beautifully-carved brown, 
red, white, and green ivory; the clouds and tho figures 
by light-coloured jade, and tho rocks by jasper and 
agato ; tho honse and bridges are formed of ebony, 
The whole constituted a rgmarkably striking and varied 
grouping of colours, Colonel Neale became tlfe pur- 
chaser of these rare and yaluablo specimens of Chinese 
pictorial art, 

July 2th—Twwo trifling accidents ogewred to-day, 
M. Bruce, while out driving, got foul of a Chinese cart, 
which he upsot, The owner of it was indomnified with 
twenty dollars, in consideration of the i ineonveyience he 
had been put to, while an individual inside received ten. 
dollars as an indemnity for the bouleversemgnt to which 
he had been accidentally subjected. Mr, Glinker also, 
the new Russian Seeretary of Legation, yhile aut riding 
with Mr, St, Claix, nsounted on a spizited and some- 
what vigious horse belonging to the latter, known as 
“the Damon,” was thrown, and whilo on the, ground 
somowhat roughly troated by tho horse, My, St. Clair 
describes tho conduct of the Chinoso as oxcollgnt ; there 
was not tho slightest indication of morriment; the 
utmost solicitude and alarm wore shown for the fate of 
Mz, Glinleor, ind aid was readily afforded in holding 
his horse, while h8 secured®“ the Demon,” who at the 
time wa ‘making very freo with Mr, Glinker, The 
Pokingese themsolyes did not attempt to interfore 
with “tho Demon,” evidently being imbued with the 
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same objection to tall fiory horses as that which the 
Prince of Kung expiossed to Mr, Hart somo days 
since, 

July 25th—The curiosity foir continues, A succes- 
sion of dealers have been coming the whole day, bring- 
ing every variety of curiosity likely to suit the Euro- 
pean taste. Some very good specimens of the porcelain 
of the Ming dynasty have heen purchased to-day, A 
very carious and cleverly-executcd serics of paintings 
on silk, twelve in number, were brought to Mr. Bruce, 
and purchased by him, They roll up like maps, 
each being twe feet and a half wide and twelve feat 
long. I obserye that the dealers arc beginning to 
ask much nearer the sum that they intend lo take 
than they have been heretofore in the habit of doing, 
At first we never thought of giving more than a third 
or fourth of the price asked; but now, as a gencral 
rule, the atticles can bé bought for one-half of the 
sum originally domanded, Chinamon, it would scom, 
rarely ever ask the price that dhey intend td take, 
and those who understand their character say that thoy 
prefer, on the whole, having a bargain drivensbecauso, 
if you close with them at once, thoy feel to a cortnin 
extent dissatisfied, and are under tho impression that 
they havo asked too little, I can in somo ineasuro 
verify this statemont, A short timo ago, at a shop in 
the Chinese city, I offored fifiy dollars “for pair of 
candlesticks, enameled on oppper, an@ my offor Was To 
fused, Having made up my mind to give no moe ¢e, Tdid 
not go back again ; but fourtcen days afterwards Monsieur 
de Meritens bought them for five dollaxs less than I had 
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offered, he having gone for a succession of days and 
bargained with the owners, which his knowledge of the 
language enabled him to do, He says that they much 
prefor this to selling outright; in fact, they like to have 
a long talk over every sale thoy make, 

This afternoon Messrs, Wyndham and Douglas re- 
turued from a trip they made yosterday to a part of the 
Shi-shan, or Westom Mountains, about twonty miles 
from Peking, Irom Mz. Wyndham I recoived the fol- 
lowing intoresting details of their excursion, They left 
the Chinese city by the Seo-pien-mun, and went in a 
south-westorly direction until they came on g stone 
causeway which leads from the central wost gate of the 
Chineso city to within a short distance of Loo-ko-chow, 
a walled village about ten milos from Peking, and 
sifuated on the Wen-ho, Here the river i$ crossed by 
a large stono bridge on seven round arches, Passing 
over the bridge, they got upon % sort of ombfnkmont or 
dyke, with millet ficlds on either sido; tho labourers 
in tho ficlds were quie nakod. Somo fittle way from 
the natuml bank of tho river, near this dyko, thera 
is a farmhouse, They proceeded along tho dyko for 
about three miles, aud then by a road for two miles 
more, until they reached a small village, whore they got 
a guide, who offered his sorvicos, At this pfaco some 
tea was given thom, after which they continued their 
journey. Thegvoad for a short way lay through fields, 
aid then began te got narow and bad. In about 
half-an-hoy? they got into a sgbries of rocky passes, 
which compolled them to dismount and lead their 
horses, The guide oxplained to them that it was neces- 
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sary to take these by-paths, owing to tho ordinary road 
round a spur of the mountain being impassable from 
mud, ‘Iwo miles of bad road brought them to the vil- 
lage of Woo-loong-gan, consisting of one navrow street 
of a poor kind, situated on a ridge of one of the spurs, 
from which there is a very fine view in the direction of 
Yuen-ming-yuen and Peking, the latter being secn in 
the distance, Just before reaching Woo-loong-gan, in 
the ueighbourhood of a narrow pass, & fissure in the 
rock was pointed out by the guide, with a rocky projec- 
tion’on either side of it. ‘This, he informed thom, was a 
portion of a dragon, whose head was in one‘hill and his 
tail in the other, and who is held in great respect and 
worshipped by the neighbouring population, By this 
time it was five o’clock in tho afternoon, and, as Woo- 
loong-gan afiorded no suitable accommodation for oith’r 
man or beast, they descended, and returned by a rocky 
road into tae valley of tho Wen-ho, and reached the 
small village of Lee-yuan-chuang, where they put up ab 
the temple of eng-fu-tze, and were provided with good 
accommodation fpr themselves, and excellent stabling 
and food for the horses, The priest in chargo of it 
seemed well-to-do, combining with his religious dutios 
‘the pursuit of agriculture, and cultivating some land 
attached to the tomple, They romained horo for tho 
night, and mot with evory attention from the priost and 
his establishment, consisting of four ov five elgan-louking 
servants, who supphied than liborally with oges voge- 
tables, and rico, No nfcat of any kind was"procurablo, 
the dict of the Bonzes, as alrenly mentioned, boing con- 
fined to vegetables. 
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At five o'clock noxt morning they started on foot with 
their guide, and wont towards a ridge, on the way to 
which thoy passed several villages inhabited by a 
mining population, and when about half-way up the hill 
came to a coal mino, whoro a numbor of camels, mules, 
and donkeys wore standing in course of being loaded, 
The entrance to the coal-pit seomed to bo small, In 
tho immediate vicinity of tho mino thore are a few 
buildings, and o respectable-looking house occupied by 
the manager. The mode of mining adopted appears to 
be laborious in the extreme, While they were there, a 
miner emerged from the shaft with » common lamp, 
without any shade, fastened in front of his skull-cap. 
He was dragging a baskot of coal after him up an in- 
cline, whigh is wooded over like a ladder, and wp which 
the miners work their way by their hafds and their 
feol, No mechanical contrivances whatever scemed to 
bo used in raising the coal, * Air is pumyfed down the 
shaft by means of a circular fan, worked by one man 
with his foot, like a knife-grindor's wheel, 

Passiyg tho coal mine, they came tga temple called the 
Lan-yo-qoo-ou, a small establishment, situated on the tap 
of thoridgo, Two priests wore in chargo of it, their occu- 
pation consisting chiefly of providing food for tho carriers 
passing with coals from tho mines, a considetablo quan- 
tity of which appoared to bo conveyed in baskots on 
mon’s bagkse At this temple they wero vory civilly 
troat$d ; tea was givon thegn, and dot water and towels 
brought J& for them 1o wash “their faces, which is the 
OChinaman’s custom when he is warm, never, under 
those circumstances, applying cold water to his faco, if 
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hot can possibly be procured. From this temple thoy 
had a good view of the valleys and hills beyond. Some 
are cultivated in terraces, and a good deal of millet and 
wheat is grown. They now turned east, and after walk- 
ing about three miles, 1eached the Chiek-tai-zu-meo-ou, 
a large temple on the hill side, surrounded by oak trcos, 
which, though it is a considerable way up the mountain, 
can be reached by carts Four hundred mow of land aro 
attached to this temple, but the priests derive no profit 
in money from its produce, which goes to the district 
magistrate, Several smaller branch temples are scat- 
tered abput the hill near it, one called Gi-lo-tung, 
almost at the summit of a lofty peak at its back, The 
trees in the temple grounds are very fine. One cedar, 
said to be a thousand years old, was shown, to them, 
which shook from tho trunk upwards in o remarkable 
manner when one particular branch was shaken, A 
tablet is cxcéted near it, ‘containing a sonnot “On tho 
Moving Tree” by the Emperor Keon-Lung, Aftor this 
they were taken to the refectory,,whore a breakfast of 
tea, rice, and vegetables was supplied them, and,done as 
ample justice to as was possible with chop-sticks in un- 
practised hands, At oleven o'clock a bell in tho room 
was struck, and the priosts, twelve in number, enterod. 
They stood in a 1ow, and performed the kow-tow lo a 
small image of “ Kwan-yin-poussa,” the Goddoss of 
Mercy, bofore which an incenso-slick was burning, ‘This 
imago was on the table of the head priest, who fad a 
soit of throne resorved for him, with a yollow cushion 
in the chaix, After this ceromony tho Bonzos sat down 
at tables, four at each ; and, while their rico was boing 
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sorved out to thom, chaunted, with folded hands, a grace 
to Buddha for their food, one of them keeping time 
with a small bell. As soon as each man’s basin was 
filled, tho man with tho bell handed three or four grains 
of rice 10 his noighbour, who got wp, bowed to the god- 
doss, and thon throw it out of doors. This is intended 
to propitiate two ovil spirits —ono a largo bird, which is 
thought to be inimical tg tho human species, and in a 
seorot and mysterious way to devour men; the other, the 
Quac-mow, or Mother of Devils, + Ag soon as the priest 
had returned from throwing out the rice, and taken his 
seat at tho table, the chaunt ceased, ance their Meal was 
proceeded with, the strictest silence boing preserved 
throughout, tho meal being looked upon as a sacred rito 
or ceremony, 

They asked the head pricst when he took his micd- 
day meal? He said at the gamo timo ay the others ; 
but, having to attend to visitors, he could not think 
of doing so wntil thoy wore providgl for. Under 
these 8iicumstances, thoy got up and asked him to give 
thom a yuide to take them to the ofticr temples in the 
noighhowrhood, which ho did, and then proceaded to his 
breakfast, At tho uppermost templo they saw a priest 
who had neithor spoken nor had his hair oud for thirty 
‘yenrs, having mado a vow against both, Te onts also 
only once a day, namoly, at noon, He was dirty in his 
jerson, artl Is hair hung down beyond his hecls in o 
tangled mass, that lookod@likg » “quantity of matted 
black to#, When ho walked, he rolled it round his 
neck in two large coils, Ie appeared to be in the full 
poswassion of his facultics, and alive to all that was being 
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said, which was proved by his evory now and then writ- 
ing roplics to quories, Ilo put no written questions 
himself, but carefully examined their clothing, spurs, 
viding whips, &. He was asked if he would allow his 
portrait to be taken, He immediately went and goto 
mat, on which he sat down cross-legged. Ho kept his

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eyes closed whilo tho sketch was being mado, but his 
ears were sharply opon, because on tho question being 
asked if thore were any mosquitoes thero,"he jumped up 
and wrote the chafhetor fér mosquito (onezza) on the 
table with his finger, implying that thero woe, These 
singular vows he had taken whon ho was quite a youth. 
He was attentive to tho wants of others, and didetho 
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honours of the temple admirably, bringing the visitors 
chairs and tea, : 

From the pagoda of this tomplo, they had a splendid 
view and a charming cool breczc, such as is foreign 
at the present timo to the plain surrounding Peking, 
Thoy remained at this temple until about one o'clock, 
when they descended to the temple occupied by the 
superior, and found hire busy receiving some guests 
who had just arrived with carts and baggage from 
the city, for the purpose of enjoying a few days’ change 
from the oppressive atmosphere there prevailing, At 
this temple thoy were provided with mountdin chairs, 
covered with awnings, and carried by four stalwart 
bearoig, who quickly conveyed them back to the Feng- 
fu-tze tentple, where they had spent the night 

At three o'clock they mounted their hoses and 
started for Peking, About a quarter of ap hour after- 
wards, whilo they wore m tho passes leading thoir 
horses, a violont storm came on, and sin a very short 
time, “less than half-n-hour, all the passes wore rushing 
torrents knoe deop, the curient bekg so strong as to 
vondor % difficult for them sometimes to keep their 
fooling, Aftor some difficulty thoy at last got clear of 
the hills, and reached the main road leading to Loo-ko- 
chow, which is about twenty foot wide. This they 
found impassablo, it having become a running sticam, 
‘and gtho¥ ware compelled to make their way to the 
vaised cngisoway by whidh they*had como out At 
Too-ko-chow, tho main streot was flooded; and the 
greater portion of the road between it and Peking 
was in 2 sunilar state, ‘They got back to Poking

about seven o'clock this afternoon, and as they wore 
passing through tho city mot Sir John Michel, accom~- 
panied by Major Faussott and Captain Mansorgh, of 
the Forty-fourth Regiment, and Lioutonant Oliver, of 
the Royal Artillery, who had just arrived from Tion-tsin, 
and were in search of the Leang-koong-foo. They were, 
however, going in the direction of the Board of Punish- 
ments, having a Chinaman with them as a guide, who 
was but'indifferently acquainted with Poking, 

July 2th.—Walked through the curiosity shops in 
the Chineso city with Sir John Michel and Major 
Faussett.° The aformer was surprised at the compara~ 
tively naked aspect they now present to what was the 
caso when he visited thom during the time wo word 
in occupagion, of the Anting Gate, ‘This is tonsily ox- 
plained, there having been a steady drain upon than 
for tho supply of Tion-tsip, evor since the army wont 
into occupation there; and whatever really good articles 
havo found thoi, way into them of late lave been pur- 
chased by tho foreign residonts % Poking, and tho 
strangors who havewisited it during tho summof, 

From Sir John Michel I gathorod some infétmatior 
about the destruction of Yuen-ming-yuon, Ho marchoc 
the troops gut, consisting of tho GUth Rifles and the 
15th Punjaub Infantry, and pointed out the buildings 
to be destroyed, authorising at the same timo tho mon 
taking anyghing that thoy could carry awhy. * On, this 
occasion a considerallo punfbor of Pgh and others 
from the force came out with carts, and removedhs much 
as they conveniently could ; tut Sir John Michel says 
that the actual quantity token away was like a deyp 
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in the bucket to what remained and was destroyed. 
Though two rogimonis wore engagod two days at tho 
work, a considerable number of the buildings escaped 
destruction, the terms of peace having boen come to 
before it had been thoroughly carried out, General 
Michol mentions ono large room in particular that 
escaped, It was fitted with shclves, on which were 
packed, as close as arti@es in a tinsmith’s, a Splendid 
collection of bronzes, Tom whet Sir John Michel 
states, it appears that the British cavalry was the 
first force that reached the Yuen-ming-yuen, but did 
not enter it, Tho French came up ifoxt, aid at once 
went in, and the scene of plunder commenced, The 
day afterwards he rode out, and saw the French sol- 
dios passing out ingots of silver, ands loafing their 
carts with them, Inside they were walking about, 
smashing with the butt-enda of their neuskets beau- 
tiful mirrors, clocks, and articles of vortu too bulky 
for’ rgmoval, ‘The floors wore strewed® knee-deop with 
silks and satins, whieh thoy appeared neithor to have 
the méans nor tho: inclination t8 romove, their at 
tention ‘being absorbed in secking for proporty of moro 
value. 

July 28th.—In to-day’s Gazotte, Kemg-ming-lin, 
Director-Genoval of Grain Transport and Troasurer of 
the Western Division of the Provinco of Keang-soo, prays 
‘tho Rutpor or Lo rgward the apod Kiwan-ti, for bis interposi- 
tion in ghvai- ngan-fu, by whieh the citios of ‘Tan-quan 
and Leing-ho were saved on the 11th of March last, 
Tho people, ho states, saw perspiration on tho face of 
Lb® image of Kwan-ti, go great was his anxiety akout 
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the fate of the places. ‘The important services ron- 
dered by Kwan-ti on the occasions roforred to havo 
been already acknowledged by the Emporor, who has 
divected a tablet to be erected in his honour, 

July 29th—News was reecived to-day from Nu-cho- 
wang, the new treaty port in Manchuria, of Mr, Da- 
venport, the interpretor to the Consulate, having beon 
severely injured by some Chiftoso peasants. Tho facts 
of the case are theso:—a gunboat, the “ Woodcock,” 
is at present lying at Nu-che-wang, the commander 
of which, Lioutenant Boswquet, was riding on the 
evening “of thé sixth instant with My. Davenport in 
the neighbourhood of the town, In tho course of their 
ride they came upon a couplo of mon who were beat~ 
ing a wolnan, their attention being attracted by hor 
cries, They immediately rode at the men, endcn- 
youring to drive them off, and Mr, Bosanquet stauck 
one of them with his stick, Mz, Davonport then 
jumped off hie horse, leaving it, in Mr, Bosanqut's 
charge, and commenced bolabowring the men with 
his stick. They tmmodiately turned upon him, and 
the woman jumped up and joined thom,” and so 
severely injured My, Davenport with hoos as, in the 
opinion of-My. Consul Meadows, to place his life in 
danger, Mr, Bosanquet was unablo to assist him, tho 
horses having become restive, which kogt him out of 
sight of what was going on for a migulo or ‘Wor On 
tuning the anglo of the rouse, ho porceived My, Daven- 
port engaged in a struggle with the people, and he saw 
the woman aim a violont blow with a hoo at his head, 
which mniasead his hand tint tools offect on hig back, ‘Vir, 
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Meadows, immediately on heaving of the occurrence, pro- 
ceeded with a Chinese official and soventeen men from 
tho “ Woodcock,” and had the house burned down. He 
hag written to Mr. Bruce, urging him to insist on having, 
under any cireumstances, one of the party executed on 
the spot, and, in the event of Mr, Davenport's death, the 
whole of them. Mrz. Bruce, however, I am glad to say, 
takes a sound common@sense view of the cqge; and, 
under the circumstances which led to the assault, 
namely, a primary assault from Mr. Davenport, does 
not see grounds for demanding any such redress ag My, 
Meadows recommends. ‘Tho motives*whicl? actuated 
these gentlemon in their interference were, no doubt, 
creditable ; but that they were carried out in an injudi- 
cious manner the facts of ihe caso sufficiantly*show, A 
few words from Mr, Davenport would, in all probability, 
have satisfactorily effected what his appeel to his stick 
completely failed to obtain. 

July 30th,—This morning, as we ware looking at the 
‘wavos of the curiosity dealers aproad out on the sleps of 
the court, a Japan box was producti, which, being of a 
kind wkeful for keeping papers in, Mr, Wade- made 
an offor of five dollars for. The man wanted seven, 

-saying at tho same time that if ho was towell it at My, 

” Wado’s prico he should lose capital, Mr, Wado replied, 
“Then pray, do not do so, but with mo thero are no two 
“pricas,* * Aftor % moment's hesitation he snéd he might 
have it for the price ha Shad offered, Mr. Wade then 
said, “ But why soll it to me for that? You said just ” 
now that you’ would lose capital.” The man laughed, 
arfl said that for friendship’s sake he did not mind 
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making a slight sacrifice, and accordingly handed the 
box ovor for five dollars. 

While at the Russian Legation this afternoon with 
Mr, Wyndham, we visited the studio of tho artist 
attached to the mission, and were shown somo remark- 
ably good sketches of Yuen-ming-yuon and Poking by a 
Chinaman, who has received instruction from tho Rus- 
sian artist. One of the skotch&, a coloured ono, amused 
us a good deal, It represonied the Emperor sitting in 
state at Yuen-ming-yuen, viewing the feats of a number 
of juvenile acrobats, THe was sitting in front of a raised 
pavilion, fookin§ on a court whore the gymnastic feats 
were going on, Standing on one side, at the baso of 
this pavilion, and sereencd off, so that thoy could not see 
the Empbrorethough thoy could witness the perform- 
ances, were a numbor of peoplo belonging’ to nations 
stated to be wibutary to Ghina, Foromost in the crowd 
were placed the Coreans, then the English, distinguishod 
by being dresse@ in red, and Jast the Russians, 

There was also hanging up in tho studio a portrait of 
tho chicf of the “Emperor's Body Guard, which, it 
appears, is composed of Russian Christians, who woro 
originally natives of Albazin, Laken prisonors during its 
siege, ‘They havo tho horeditary right of keeping ono 
of tho northern gates of tho Tartar city, Thoir capture ; 
was tho origin of tho Russian mission ingPoking, On 
returning to the Legng-koopg-foo, I consulted’ Atkin: 
son's book on tho Amoozy and ascortained ther{ollowing. 
Albazin is the first Russian post on tho Amoor, and is 
described as a setllemont and fortress, In tho your 
1630, Khaharoff was despatchyl from Vakoutsk wit a 
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body of Cossacks, to select a position on the Amoor and 
lo fortify it, After a difficult march ho reached the river; 
and, having carefully examined the various localities, 
he selectod Albazin, as affording the most essential 
requisites for such an establishmont, namely, water and 
pasturage, In 1651 the fort was completed. A numo- 
vous body of hunters followed the Cossacks, and a town 
rapidly sprang up. Thiwadditional force rendered the 
town’ so secure, that no body of Chinese troops could 
dislodge them, During the hunting season the men 
dispersed themselves in sgarch of game, which was 
found in abundance. The neighbowtng tfbes, who 
lived by the productions of their forests, looked upon 
this as an intrusion, but the Cossacks and the hunters 
considered the territory as their own, and kunted whore- 
evor furs could be procured, and gradually drovo the 
natives from their hunting gyounds, besidag committing 
othor doprodations. This state of matters continned 
for sevoral years, until at last the Chirsese Government 
was Poused, and in® 1657 an army appeared before 
Albezin} and summoned it to survafiler, Tho garrison 
rosistodfand the siego was continued for noarly two 
yours, Lato in 1658, want of provisions compelled thom 
to surronder, and thoy were pormitted te return to 
Siborla. ‘All the prisoners takon during the siege 
wore sent to poking, and honco, in after years, Russia 
stipulated’ to Sond.a mission to give spiritual énstruction 
to the Cogsacks of Albazin™ *, Rather, it should havo 
been sai®, to their deacaeceee as if was not until 
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1727 that Vladislavitch, who conducted tho third mis- 
sion sent by Russia to Pcking, suecceded in arranging for 
the permanent residence thero of a mission consisting of 
six ecclesiastical and four lay mombors, for the purpose 
of studying the Chineso and Manchurian languages, tho 
mission to be changed ovory ten yoars, 

Having referred to Atkinson’s work on tho Amoor, I 
may stato that tho mombers 06 the Russian mission do- 
clare that it is a mere compilation, and that tho author 
was never near the Amoor in his life, They state this, 
not as an impression, but asg positive fact; and show tho 
original Russia& lithographs (of dates long anterior to 
the publication of the book) from which the woodcuts 
and sketches with which the work is illustrated wore 
taken, ‘Being struck with this statemont, % contrary 
to the generally received opinion, I peruséd tho book 
carefully, ang certainly was not ablo‘to find any passage 
wherein it could be distinctly brought home to the 
author that the descriptions he was giving wore tho 
result of porsonal observation, Mough no douft the 
inference was that"thoy were, In fact, it is onfy in tho 
lattor half of the book that any reforenca in Motail is 
made to the Amoor, Jf tho Russian statomont is cor- 
rect, it would scom that, in order to write an amusing 
and instrugtivo book of wavel’, it is nol ossontially 
necessary to be personally acquainted with tho country 
under deseription; aud it is just possiblé thas; iy pro- 
portion as this fornf of Jnledgo is wanting, may the 
descriptions prove attractive to readors ata dBtance, 

July 81st—The merchant Yang called on mo to-day, 
to thank me for my oxertions in ameliorating his gon’s 
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sufferings during the latter portion of his illness, He 
called also on My. Wade, to thank him for the interpre- 
torial aid which he had rendered on the occasion of my 
second visit, He states that tho great sicknoss which 
has provailed in the capital of lato, as woll as in the 
county gonerally, is attributed to the unusual heat 
and tho absence of rain, This sicknoss has extended to 
Tion-tsin, where, by tha last accounts, three hundred 
and twonty-nine soldiors were in hospital, exclusive of a 
considorable number of sick that had to be treated in 
barracks, owing to the want of sufficient hospital accom- 
modation, 

This morning there was a report current in the market 
that the Emperor was dead, Another report, which has 
boen in cieculation during the day, is that his physicians 
have stated that, if he abstains from those pernicious 
practices which have exercised such a detrimental influ- 
ence on his constitution, he may survive as long as the 
Ninth Moon (October), but that thoro js not much pro- 
babil&y of his doing#o longer, Whether these are mere 
popula rumours, or whether they ewe their origin to 
thoso about the Emperor, it is difficult at prosent tosay, 
Tt is curious, howovor, that the question of his health is 
always most talked about, as tho time approaches when 
he has promised to return to Peking, A story is at pre- 
sont in circulation charactoristic of what tho feelings of 
the pogpte do in respect to the continued absence of 
the bape frofn the capital, The story fa that the 
Emperot’ has lately had constructed in tho palaco at 
Je-ho a beautiful room for his son, the heir apparent, a 
lad of about seven years of age; and that on taking him 
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into it ho was surprised to find that tho child showed no 
signs of satisfaction, contrary to what was' anticipated ; 
and that on his father asking him how it was that ho 
did not seem pleased with the room, the heir apparent 
replied that it was because i, was not in the capital. 
Mr, Wade saw Wan-se-ang to-day, who said that thoro 
was no particular news from Je-ho, and made no allu- 
sion to the reports about tho Fimperor’s health, 
e 
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* obsgrvations about thogthistiens—Colobration of the birthday of 
the Emperor of tho Trench, ‘ 
Ye 
Augugt 1st—Want of confidence in papor money is 
increasing to such an extent, that ovon the labourers 
orployed on the works going on in the Legation will 
not wocoive it in paymont of their wages from the con-

tractor, but profor wailing until he can procure copper. 

Yestorday, a @thousand paper cash wore only worth

paper cant to the dollar, To-day, however, there is a 

slight improvement jin the money market, the value of 


the dollar having fallen to cighteon thousand two hun- 


* 
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dred paper cash, Soe-ou-tee’s explanation of the pre- 
sent financial crjsis is, that “tho Emperor's shop, no 
can catchee money,” which is his rendering of tho 
Board of Revenue boing short of copper, wherewith to 
meet the demands for metallic currency. It appeara 
that there are several private banks in Poking whoso 
notes are good enough, and that it is certain public 
banking establishmonts, undor the supervision of the 
Board dz Revenue, who are making a speculation of the 
cash. question, and hence the difficulties connected with 
it, ‘The people, under any circumstances, ave by no 
means fevourably disposed’ towards a papor currency, 
and much prefer the more bulky and inconvenient sys- 
tem of metallic payments, Tho present is stated to be 
only the Seoond occasion in tho history of ~ho Empire 
that the Governmont has resorlod to papor issuos, The 
first time was on the overthrow of tho Mongols in 1868, 

‘The ming is in chargé conjointly of tho’ Board of 
Revenue and of Public Works. ‘No coin has been issued 
from it for some timo, owing tona want of tho usual 
supplies of copper from the mincs in tho south-wost of 
the Empire, none having beon reccivod for neqrly oight 
years. Thero would seem to be no doubt that tho chiof 
cause of the present ombarrassed stato of the currency 
is the scarcity of motal, because ono of tho first 
questions ‘asked by tho Chinose Commissionors, when 
the Treaty was originally proposed at ¢Tion-fein, was 
with reforence to ths practicability ff procuring oppor 
from Japan, 

The copper and lead mines in the south of China are 
situated between tho provinces of Hu-peh and Hu-nan; 
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thoy are now in the hands of the Tpopings, ahd Have 
been so for some years 5 hence the stoppage of supplies 
from thoth. In addition to the coppor which usedto 
be sent aunually from theso mines, a fixed’ amount of 
four million four hundred and thilty thousand catties 

was imported every year from Japan, for the use spe- 

cially of the, provincial mints of Ngan-hwui, Kiang-si, 

Keang-soo, and Cheh-kiagg, Ina note by Mr. Wade, 

on somo remarks writton by him on this subject’in the 

Chinoso Repository, it is stated, “In a supplomentary 

edition of the Statutes of the Tartar Dynasty, published 

in 1826, it is directed that there shall ba sent annually 

to Peking 5,886,220 catlies of copper from Yun-nan, 

4,391,914 catties of white and 478,238 cattios of black 

lead from Kwoi-chan, and 250,000 black légd from: 
Hunan, for the coinage of cash, “The Yun-nan copper, 

is to cost, independent of carriage, nine taels one mace; 

the Kwoi-chan lead, one taal five mace, and that “of 
Hu-nan threo tacls six mace per hundred catties, It is 

farther laid down thatthe model cash mado at Poking 
shall consis§ of threc-fifths copper aud two-fifths lead, 
and shallywoigh onc-hundredth of a cattie, but that the 
current cash coined in Peking and tho provincos shall 
weigh threo-fourths of the model cash, or abgut sevehty 

grains troy, Thore aro two motropolitan mints, oie 

under the Board of Revenue, the other under ihe Bositd 
of Works, » F€r tho Province of Peh-chili there is a 

soparato mint at Phn-ting-f%.” These rules, of course, 

are now obsolote as regards the Peking currency, owing 
to the local pecyliaritios that have been, ‘vithin the last 
few yeays, introduced into it,

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The ordinary currency of the Empiro consists of the 


following sub-divisions :— ‘ 
A tael or lee-ang is equal to Eighty ponce. 
A mace or E-tseon . . . Eight ponco, 
A candarine or E-fan ,°. Threo farthings. 


Cash, or Ele, or Tchen, as they avo also called, 
are equal to about one-third of a farthing, 

Each of these coins, it wilf,be seen, is equal in valuo 
to ten ‘of the coins next below it in tho scale, At Tion- 
tsin at the present time, whore tho ordinary currency is 
in full oporation, the tael, or dollar, instead of being 
worth one thonsand copper cash, is worth fifteen hun- 
dred, of which, at that rate, one hundred and fifty go 
to a mace and fifteon to a candarine, 

As iggards Chineso weights, the cattio er E-kin is 
equal to onc pound and a third avoirdupois, Mach 
cattie is divided into sixteen liang or tuos, similax, in 
fact, to our division of the pound into ounces, 

An illustratign occurred to-day of the want of ready 
money which at present exists amfongst the nobility, or 
those dependent pon them. Ono of tho eouriosity 
dealers brought to tho Legation, and sold to Mr, Bruco, 
a beautifully enamelled pagoda, which had beon placod 
in his hagds for salo from tho Su-wang-foo, which 
stands on tho sido of tho canal opposite to whore the 
Leang-koong-foo is, and is tho palaco of tho Prince 
of Su, whg is now with tho Emporgr at J@hoe «Elis son, 
however, is at present residing at thé Su-wang-[oo, and 
it is not improbable that ho is disposing of "ho family 
property. 

August 2nd.—The slight improvement i in the mgnoy 
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market quoted yesterday continues, tho dollar to-day 
having fallen to sixtcon thousand paper cash. 

Yesterday's Gazetio, being that for the twenty-fifth 
day of the sixth moon, contains five decrees and throe 
momorials. The first deoreo is one “ Directing the 
Board of Civil Office to punish Wang Yu-ling, Governor 
of Choh-kiang, for having made upwards of twenty 
changes in tho District Mpgistrates of his Province in 
loss than onc month, the same boing capricious donduct 
and undignified, Wang Yu-ling is at the same time 
acquitted of many grave charges brought against him 
for his mal-administration, of the sale gof ramk, ‘ &o.” 
Decree number two is one acknowledging the reports 
detailing certain victories gained over the rebels in 
Shantung, * Number three is “ Directing the Board of 
‘War to prosecute Chun-ho, commanding the Nomad 
district about ‘T'se-hol (Jo-ho), for not sending the Board 
of Revenuosa copy of the Emporor's reply to his memo- 
rial Gvhich latter he-did submit) upon the silver mines 
at sorfo point beyond the frontier of China proper in 
his jurisdictjon.” 

The memorials commence with— 

“No, 1, Tho Chiefs of tho Houschold move tho 
Emporor 1o tho course he signified a few days ago he 
wotld adopt regarding Yuh-tsing, Superintendent of 
Customs at Canton, whoso grandmothor died at Peking 
on thg 4wentf-second of Juno last, They cite a pre- 
cedent ef 1848 for his rfurn to Canton, when he 
shall havémourned a hundred days at the capital,” 

“No. 2. Lo;pin, Governor-General of Sheusi and 


Karysuh, reports the death of Pei-ching, en route from 
- 2 
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the Mahomedan colony of Khoten,* where he had beon 
resident, Ho had no one with him but a handmaid, 
or concubine, ahd a young son, for whose jownoy to 
Peking by.the post line the judge of Kan-suh has mado 
the provision required by law.” + 

“No, 8, Mien-sing, of the Imperial houso (late 
Emperor's generation), now resident at the Mahomedan 
colony of Aksin,} denounces various high officers for 
collusién with each other and opposition to him, such 
conduct being in disregard of the+great interest, and 
calculated to unsettle the Mahomedan public, Ho went 
down t@ his spost in the spring of 1859, and found 
things in such a state as made his blood boil (scorched 
his whole interior), Ho,donounced abusos and pro- 
posed same, financial changes in tho taxation of tea, 
cloth, and jade-stone, This appears to bo tho founda- 
tign of charges brought,against him, which ho indig- 
nantly repels, praying for a special commission to do 
him justice.” 

August 8rd—Another incidddt took place to-day, 
indicative of the ‘poverty which is heginning fo display 
itself amongst the first-class nobility, ‘This meming, in 
charge of a sort of agent for the salo of curiosities, was 
brought by.several bearors a magnificent sot of onamela

tifully engraved in gold, This is a chair of state, which, 
from the characters on it, the Chinese literati on the 
premises say, is an Imperjl seat, on which no one but 
the Emperor daro seat himself. Mr, Wado is of ®pinion 
that it is a chair which has been prepared for presenta- 
tion to the Emperar, by his permission, and not actually 
presented ; or it may be one that he himself has given 
away, Itsy history, so far as the agent employed knows, 
is that it has been placed in his hands fér disposal by a 
prince of the first degree, a relative of the Emperor's, 
residing at the Chin-wang-foo, near the How-mua, or 
northorn gate of the Imperial city ; that he is seriously 
embarrasses for want of money; and that.owing to tho 
Emporor’s absenco, and gther causes, his usual allow- 
ances %s a princo of the blood not having heen forth- 
coming, hoJjs necessitated to disposowf personal offects, 
The enamels are very finc, consisting of two large 
heraldic dogs standing on claborately carved stands, 
inlaid with onamel ; also a pair of pagodas about three 
feat high, round which, in gilt devices, dragons are 
entwined, In the back of tho chair a largo plate of 
enamel és 4otn, through which the Imperial cragon, in 
gold lines, is oxgfisitely Worked. *The price asked is 
two thoutand five hundred dollars, ‘The agont has left 
them with us qn sight for » few days, so as to give time 
forgonsideration and examination, should any one feel 


> 
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inclined to purchase such expensive curiosities, The 
agont has no instructions to sell portions of the sot— 
cither the whelo or none, Though upwards of six hun- 
dred pounds aro now asked for them, thoro is no doubt 
that a much smaller sum than that will be taken. 

Mr, Austin, Emigiation Agont in China for tho trans- 
port of coolies to British Guiana, arrived to-day at tho 
Legation on a visit of busingss to Mr. Bruco, During 
the thfee yeas that he has been in the south of China, 
he has shipped to the Colony yeforred to fivo thousand 
Chinese labourers, Thoir passage is found them, but 
no provision ig made for their return, Arrangements, 
however, are made for them to correspond regularly 
with their relations, and for them 1o transmit money to 
their homes, which is paid through tho agonoy nt Can- 
ton, The goneral tono of their letters is satisfactory. 
Occasionally they complain of the amount of rain which 
falls, but invariably they speak woll of thgir mastors, 
and of the kind treatment thay reccive, Once a month 
a stipendiary magistrate holds % court, wherd thoso 
Chinese are invited to attond, and all complaints on 
either side are legislated for. When a Inbaurer, or 
coolie as he is callod, wishes for any reason to chango 
his mastor, ho can procure a transfer by applying to 
the stipendiary magistrate, hoy ave employed in tho 
culture of the sugar-canc, ‘Tho fxs year tavo hundred 
and fifty women wero sent out; tho sefond year five 
hundred, ‘and onlys womer# of good? charactar. "This 
aystom, as carried on whder Mr, Austin’s atyrorintond- 
ence, is corlainly « yasb improvemont upoa that which 


"has hitherto boon in existence, and it appears to bo gon- 
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ducted on principles of equity and consideration, leaving 
nothing to be desired, 

August 4th,—Mx, Wade had an interview yesterday 
afternoon with Wan-se-ang; and in the course of conver- 
sation the latter mentioned that the Emperor had read 
overything that was to be found in Chinese about Eng- 
land and the English; and that ho hadl risen from the pe- 
rasal impressed with the belief that we were perpetually 
cithor at war, or preparing to go to war with one nation 
or another, In roply to a direct query from Mr, Wade, 
as to why the Emperor would not receive the forcign 
ministers, Wan-se-ang repl%&d that that was,not diffi- 
cult of explanation ; that it was owing ‘to recent events 
being so fresh on his mind, and also on account of the 
difficulties attending the céremonials on such an occa~ 
sion, eo ® 

A Peking shopkeoper brought a quantity of old bank 
notes to gho, Logation this’ morning, w&ich he ahid 
were worth two hundred dollars in cash, but that he 
would soll them fo much below that sum, assigning 
as his veagon that, while natives pad great difficulty 
in gottjng them changed at tho Government banks, 
foreignors would have none, inasmuch as they feared 
them too much at the present timo to, as See-ou-tee 
oxprossed it, “makeo a bobbery about éatchee sycee 
for the notes.” No ono, however, felt inclinell to dabble 
in the Calostial Funds, so the owner of the Government , 
paper ipa to go aml try hés luck glsewhere, * 

This diftencon « sumptudts banquet of meats of, 
various kings, with all the e¢ ceteras, was seen coming , 
into tho Legation, which, on inquiry, we lcamed was a" "= 
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presont to the Chineso sorvants from Low-yoong-chuon 
(See-ou-tee) on tho occasion of his nuptials, now under 
solomnisation--an announcement that occasioned us 
some surprise, seeing that it is just four months sinco 
the “little one” requested leave to dbsont himself fram 
his dutjes for tho purpose of consigning his first wifo to 
the tomb. 

August 5th,—On questioning See-ou-teo this morning 
about his marriago, ho admittéd that he had “ catchoo 
one wifeo” excusing the indecent haste with which ho 
had re-entered tho hymeneal state by referring it partly 
to his mother’s wish, parenf’s being particularly anxious 
to have grandchildion, to ensure ancestral worship boing 
kept up; partly, and more especially, to the precarious 
state of jhe Emporor’s health, for it sooms that no 
Chinamah, ufider penalty of docapitation, daro marry 
for twenty-seven months aftor an Emperor dies, Tho 
Intperial decSaso also interferes with tho,ocgupation of 
the barbers, as no one is allowod™ to shavo tho head for 
a hundred days afterwards—a custom somowhai’ ana. 
logous to that which prevails amongst the Jqwspwho do 
not shave the face for a certain poriod aflor a parent's 
death, Tho “sing songs” aro also amongst tho unem- 
ployed, theatres being shut for tho same period, it is 
stated, that Tarriago is prohibited, Rod is » calour 
proscribed ‘for a cortain timo, groon being substituted 
for it in the caso of sodan-chairs, and white ie tho, cng, 
of tho hat fassel of ued silk,ewhich fs vorn in 1 th full- 
.dvess hat by all tho bott®r classes, Sec-ou-tée’s infor- 
mation regarding tha precarious state of the Emperor’ s 

“health was procured by him from his cousin, wha i ig in 
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the service of tho Prince of Kung, and who, ho says, has 
it from undoubted authority, that the Emperor is at the 
present time very ill, and not expected to recover, 

M2, Austin returned to Tien-tsin this afternoon, and, 
amongst some things which he had brought with him, 
he observed, bofore sturting from the Legation, that there 
wore a number of boxes that did not belong to him, but 
which, on inquiry, proved to be the property of a Peking 
agent of Dont & Cg. at ‘Tien-tsin, who had accompanied 
Mx. Austin to Tung-chow, and then tacked the carts 
containing his merchandise on to these with My, 
Austin’s private baggage, thus ovading the gity dues; 
and coolly depositing them at the Legation until he. 
coulil conveniently remove them, Information was 
given to the authorities, who sent custom-house officers 
to valuo the goods for duty. This case afords a prace 
tical illustration of the justice of the complaint made 
by tho Pyinoe of Kung some short tim since, with 
1oference to the gate revenues falling off from frauds of 
this rind, ; 

August, th —Tho cash question gontinues to agitate 
tho public mind, and ovory morning the exchange shops 
are besieged by crowds, endeavouring to convert paper 
money into cash, Sceo-ou-tee was intorrogated to-day 
on the subject by Colgnel Noale, In the opinion of the 
* little ono,” the mint must soon commencd to coin, or 
things qvill become vory serious, The mandavins, he says, 
manage one way*or another to get their paper cashed, 
but, thes‘poor pooplo camot,* In reply to the question. 
as to how they would manage to exist if they had only 
mgnoy that was worthless, he solved the difficulty by” 
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explaining thet they would go on as long as thoy could 
raise money on their property, and by the timo that 
was gone, should matters not have become better, thon 
they would probably hang themselves, 

To-day a new union-jack was hoisted over tho on- 
trance to the Legation. It is the first ever mado in 
Peking, and tho handiwork of a Chinose tailor, who, 
having the old ensign given him as a pattern, procured 
materials of the necessary colours and of a fabric similar 
to bunting, charging for it, making included, nine dol- 
lars—equal at presont to fifty shillings—boing about 
the samo,price that a flag Of similar dimonsions would 
cost in England, The Peking tailors havo already 
masteicd the making of European clothing, and several 
membeis of the Legation have had things, made by 
them. £ 

August 7th—very morning now thero aro sovoral 
Chinese waiting to conuls me professignally, and 
amongst others | the curiosity dealers aro frequontly 
solicitous to be druggod, Ono of gho difficultios 8 find, 
in treating the Pekingese, is thoir avorsion aloe beliove 
that anything which is simple is likely to be bqnoficial, 
Towever, by force of oxplanation, a good many of them 
havo beon induced 10 follow plain directions, and, having 
scon the bon6fit, of them, others aro beginning to put 
more faith"in treatment which is simple and non-mys- 
torious. This morning a rospectablo Chimamay cane, 
to mo, and “oxplained, that he did nod want io 0 dey phy- 
sicked, but meroly to bo*furnished with an opinion on. 
the condition of his chest, and tho probable affect which 
‘any diseaso there oxisting would havo on his longevity, 
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as he had suffored from pulmonary symptoms for sorpe 
time, I oxamined his chest, and, finding the affection 
to be of an asthmatic nature, Iwas able to tell him that, 
though it wag not likely that he would over be alto- 
gother {reo from the annoyance complained of, I did 
not think he had cause to approhend premature death. 
This opinion seemed to be vory satisfactory to him, ande 
after making numerous obcisances, ho took his depar- 
ture, ovidontly much reheved in his mind. 

A Chinese artist, who has been employed preparing 
a picture of Yuen-ming-yuen for My, Bruce, brought 
it to the Legation to-day* completed, It gonsists of 
forty sketches, each a foot square, which the artist 
made fifteen years ago, every house, tree, lake, vivu- 
let, and bridge being carefully pourteayed: . Mz, Cle- 
ments, who was present at the burning,” says that it is 
strikingly correct, This artist states that the grounds 
of the pajace proper are five lee long dha two atid a 
‘half loo wide, Tho grounds where the pagoda is ae 
exteMor to the first and principal enclosure, 

Theemgro I seo of the Chinese charactor, tho more 
convinesd I feol that it is only by means of a con- 
ciliatory policy that we shall ever attain any pernia~ 
nont influonco over the national mind, and by the 
autbstilution of a gontlo process of reasoning for those 
cnorgotio appoals ta force which havo Hitherto too 
much pharattorised Consular legislation in China, 

ALugaist 8th,—SThis mosning, ay Mr, Brudo was going 
out, to Hivo, ho observed the Ina-foo, or Chinese groom, 
who stands behind tho carriage, deposit a small pareel

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ngies, Nothing ocomred to him at the moment con- 
nected with them, until he was passing one of tho

it is for gho Legation. Fv’m facts which have trans- 
pired, there is reason to bolieve that the Government 
feel this source of pressure a good deal, and it is in- 
tended to intimate to tho Foreign Office that wo havo 
no dealings wRatovor in papor cash, and that any uso of 
the English namo at the exchange shops is unauthorised, 
and®should fo disrogardod. A. notico has,also been 
stuck up inside the Logation, cautioning the sorvants 
against a continuance of the practio, ® 

The poverty of the highor classos is gvory day 
becoming moro apparent. A largo and very handsomo 
jov was brought to the Legation to-day by an agent, 
who said that it had boon placed in his hands from tho 
Su-wang-foo, ” ‘The porcelain is of a charactor which. the 
Chineso iedehers who havo beon consulted state eannol 


be procured in the shops, and has boen ifade only for, 


the first-cldés nobility; mores than that, it canyot now 
-be procured at all, tho fhanufactories and tha poftor 
population where it was mado having beop destroyad 


* “by the Taopings, The teachers refer the daily incroas- 
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ing poverty of the nobility in question to the ‘stoppage 
of their allowances, as offshoots of the Imperial family, 
owing to the stato necessities not admitting of their 
payment, 

“Mz, Wado had anothor interview to-day with Wan- 
se-ang, and found him romarkably well up im recent 
political events in Europe, amongst others, the occupa- 
tion of Syria by tho French. In tho course of conver- 
sation, ho touched upon a subject of considerable inte- 
rest and importance—that of loans, His astonishment 
was groat on hearing that the English Government had 
no difficulty in raising mony from its people, who rea- 
dily lent it on receiving a fixed rate of interest. “ But 
thon,” asked Wan-se-ang, “what would the conse- 
quences he, if the interest was not regularly paid ?” 
That a serious difficulty would arise, Mx, Wade, of 
course, had to admit, It is a matter of some moment, 
howover, {p find the minds of the higher Sfficials ténd- 
ing in any direction novel to that of tagli. 

Amgust 9th——The last time Mr. Brace drove out by 
the Anting gate, there was a portign of the road near 
it in bad repair, which had tried the springs of the 
carriage a good deal, and, through the ma-foo, he asked 
tho policomen on duty at tho gato if they would endea- 
vour to fill up the gaps a little, With so much good 
will did thoy ontcr on tho task ghat by the "time he re- 
jonterod thorcity they had completely repaired the part 
in qegtion, andehs gave ¢hém a,couple of dollars for 
thoir ufublo, This morning, as he approached the. 
same gate, he noticed ono of tho policemen spreading 
out a whito cloth on the pavement near the gato, and™ 
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by the timo he had reached the spot, tea had been pro- 
pared, and was offered to him as ho passed, showing 
good feeling, and appreciation of tho small poouniary 
present they had received,—otherwise gratitudo, a pin- 
ciple that, it is constantly alleged, does not enter into 
the Chinese character, These policemen belong to a 
scorps called the Kang Choe-ete-ping, which, literally 
translated, means, “ the keep or look tho street sol- 
diers,” ia other words, tho civic gondarmorio. 

This morning numerous crowds were in the streots, 
and a good deal of excitement prevailed in the noigh- 
bourhood,of the exchange Shops, From what wo now 
hear, it would soem that tho amount of papor issued by 
the Governtent banks far oxcoeds what there is a pro- 
bability of their being able to redeem for many years to 
come, AS faf'as havo boon ablo to gathor, the con- 
nection between tho Government and this depreciated 
paper currengy i is, that it has, to a cortain axtont, au- 
thorised these hanks to make tho issue, and that con- 
sequently they Navo been able, in xoturn, to makorlargo 
advances to the Goyernmont, and havo boon pading as 
paymasters to tho troops, or moro properly, qa army 
agents, A vory long Memorial appeared on tho 
subject in yostorday’s Gazotto; Mr. Wado is now in 
course of tratislaling it, bub this ho finds o matior of 
considerabld difficulty, pwing to tho numorous peculi- 
avitios of tho tarms omployed. me, - 

A beautifully-chasyl bronze bell wae broughtté-day 

Jo tho Foo, and sold as & curiosity, It camo from Ono 
of the temples in tho Yuen-ming-yuon, and was taken 
“away by some of tho villagers during tho confusion 
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attending the destruction of the palace. A mother-of- 
pearl snuff-bottlo, of a light rose tint, said to be tho pro- 
peity of tho principal lady of the Su-wang-foo, was also * 
sold to-day, its prico being thirty-five dollars, The Su- 
wang’s son continues in town, and it is he who, as 
already stated, is supposed to be making free with the 
family property. ‘ 

To-day a rumour was gurront that the Emperor died 
ten days ago, and a good deal of faith appearod to be 
attachod to it by some, The general impression, how- 
over, is that it is unfounded, as the officials have not put 
on. mourning, which they Would have tp do a once on 
the event being announced, One of the Peking stories 
at prosent in circulation is that the little Emperor has 
declared that the first thing he will do when he succeeds 
to the throne will be to cut off Sushh-en’s head,* 
This imperial favourite appears to be universally exe- 
arated, Hais the reputed author of theprestnt distrefsed 
financial condition of the capital, and is.so disliked, that 
lasé year the populace went the longth of pelting him 
in tho strogts with the iron cash wlijch, as head of the 
Board of Revenue, ho endeavoured to substitute for the 
coppor ones which were not forthcoming, At tho New 
Yoar of 1880, also, tho Board of Revonue establishment 
was burned down, and all the documents’ thereto per- 
taining woro destroyed prior to gho period arriving for 
auditing theannual account, That this was deliberately 
done by, Su-shu-en thoro seems to,be no doubt.

* Curious ileis,ovonts brought about this, no doubt idle rumour. 
boing vorified within three months afterwards. 
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August 10t—Tho financial oxcitement continues 
unabated, The opinion, howevor, of the tonchor class 
is that il will tide ovor, and ‘nothing serious in tho shape 
of disturbances result, How tho pooror classes get” on 
is to me a marvel, seeing that tho paper monoy which 
they are more or less compelled to receive, whon 
‘exchanged into coppér, undergoos a depreciation, which 
is stated to be equal to ninety per cont. Supposing a 
workman receives a note to the amount of a thousand 
paper cash, and takes it to an exchango shop, they are 
obliged to exchange it for scven-tenths of its valuo, 
which, according to the ofiginal value of the Peking 
copper cash, ought to bo sovonty, each ono, properly 
speaking, represehting ten papor cash; but at presont a 
fictitious volue of twonty is attached to thom, and tho 
man accordingly receives only thirty-five of what, in 
reality, ought to be equal to threo hundred and fifty 
paper cash, which, hag, aheady reduced his original thou» 
sand cash note, one-third; and it would be well if 
the depreciation stopped hore » but it doos not, 
because that which ho reccives as twenty, and which 
ought to bo worth ten, is in reality, owing to the reduc- 
tion in sizo and guceossive adulterations in tho courso 
of re-coinings for furthor débascmont, only worth two, 
Thus his thousand Papor cash, when convorted into 
coin, is reduced to thipty-fivo cash pieces, which, when. 
reduced to a true motallic payment, aro eq@ivalont only, 
to threo and a half of Aho coine, of whfelt he ough dohavo 
-xecoived sevonty, In adéition to the actual sarcity of 
copper which oxists, an artificial ono is now constantly 
going on, owing to thé already soriously dolerioxatod coin

boing called in with the utmost activity by the Govorn- 
mont, and re-coined as stated above in a reduced and 
othorwise detoriorated form, It appears that it is only 
singe 1852 that the banks havo been acting as pay- 
mastora for tho troops, which was brought about by the 
nocessities axising out of the Taeping rebellion, A 
large debt to these banks is acknowledged by the Board 
of Revenuo, 

Provisions are said to be rapidly approaching*famine 
prices, and indications of distress continue amongst the 
‘higher classes, judging from the character of the pro- 
porty which continues to be Sffored for sgle at whe Lega- 
tion, Tho agent came yesterday and offered the 
Imperial seat and. enamels for exactly ono-half of the 
sum he oyiginally asked, which he then stgted was 
positively the lowest that could be taken for ‘them. 
Ne one being inclined to give that sum for them, he 
has taken them away. A beautiful sop of Yronzes, fve 
in number, constituting an altar-piece sq, were brought 
to-dayefrom the Su-wang-foo, and offered for sixty-five 
dollays, 5 

Colonel Neale concluded a third contract this after- 
noon with the painter to complete the decorations of 
tho two courts fronting tho Logation Court for eighteen 
hundred dollars, ‘The estimate “vas most carefully 
drawn up, eich building being om a separate sheet of 
paper, anda th xoquisite quantitios and pricos of the 
various ppints andé other deeprativoematerials. ihinutely 
dotailed ; ; Also tho number and cbst of the men required 
for each portign of tho work. Amongst the items which 
Se-on-teo translated, was five hundred catties of what 
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ho denominated “all samo as soda-water in England,” 
which itis presumed is some alkaline solution, 
Yesterday one of the suporintending masons was do- 
tected by the Chinese gatokeeper (the pedlar of Paice. 
chow) taking out with him some iron nails and hinges. 
As Mr, Clements was of opinion that such robborios 
* were frequent, he wés anxious that tho man should bo 
sent to tho magistrates, and subjected to the extreme 
penalty of the law for such an offence, ‘This morning, 
however, the contractor, his foreman Ariel, and Sco-ou- . 
tee, came as a deputation to Mr. Clements to intercede’ 
for tho mtan, but were unSuccessful, As it scomed to 
ine, if a little lenionoy might check such occurrences for 
the future, that it would be a pity that this man should 
be subjected probably to some sovero physical, sufforings, 
more especially as it was from carclessnoss on tho part 
of tho soldiers of the Engincers that facilitios wore 
offered for stealing the articles in question, I brought 
the fact of tha intcrcession under My, Bruco’s notice, 
who kindly detormined to ontertain it, on tho sndor- 
standing that the,interceders held thomsolvea respon- 
sible that similar occurrences did not tako plago again ; 
so the man was punished meroly by dismissal from om- 
ployment on tho works, This aflornoon, howovor, again 
the podlar of Parloo-chow dotected another workman 
removing five poundg of unils; and as sobn as Ariel 
heard of this, he wont to Mu, Wade and Imggod, bet on 
no account should any inlomossiou*fer this mqg “bo lis- 
;tened to, as, should ho 2fot be sont to the Yan by tho 
Logation, ho should send him thero himself, having this 
morning passed his word that ovory precaution should 
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be taken to check the practice for the future, ha man 
was accordingly handed over to tho Chinese authorities 
in tho samo way as tho turnip-stealer was ou the 20th 
ultfino, I they questioned the consistency of our avail- 
ing oursolves of the severe ponal code of the country for 
trifling offences, Howevor, without cither practically 
setling the example: of establishifg an imperium in’ 
mperio, and legislating, on such cases ourselves, or 
allowing offences against property to go unpunished, it 
is not easy to suggest a remedy, That the adoption of 
the former is open to the strongest objections there can 
be no doubt, a tendency to its establishngent alseady too 
much pervading English residence on Imperial soil in 
China, That there is an inconsistency, however, is 
more than ever apparent to me, from the following 
letter from an officer at Hong Kong, dated 23rd July, 
ant received by me on the th instant, alt states ;—~ 
“Myr. Parkas has succeeded within the last few days i in 
practically convincing the inhabitantyin the Quan- 
tung Provinces of thothigh-handed policy England pur- 
poses adopjing in this country, *The Ping-yu, or 
mandaria in Canton noxt in rank to the Governor- 
Gonoral of the provinco, has beon arraigned before and 
tried by tho Allicd Commissioners for pracijsing torture 
on certain native prisonors at Canton, The gaid Ping- 
yu, much to his astonishmont and the consternation of , 
a-small pottifh of the Cantonose community, has ef 
sontoricoal to fort days’ ifnprisonment by the yo its 
Commpissituors, ” Tho scone at his trial, I am ioe 
informod, wae yery laughable, The Ping-yu\s aspect. 
fongof the ‘ Flowery Land, considered i rebellion in 
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dignity to appcar as 9 prisoner beforo tho Alliod Com- 
missioners, and refused to stand up. He was offered a 
chair to sit upon, which, in the oxcess of his wrath, ho 
took up and threw across tho room, Hg thon took “his 
cap off his head, and threw it in the direction.of the 
Allied Commissioners.* As le would voluntarily noither 
‘sit nor stand, the Corhmissionors directed a party of tho 
military police to hold him mp by main fores whilst 
they passed sentenco upon him,” Of the judgment and* 
good tasto, espocially on the ove of the alliod occupation 
ceasing, which characterised tho carrying out of this 
remonstiance against torture (for we cannot alter the 
laws of China) in the mannor which it appears to havo 
been done, I shall leave thoso to form thoi own opinions 
who may read the facts as given in the otter quoted. 
Walking roid the Legation this ovoning with My, 
Bruce and Polonel Nealp, we observed at the doot of 
one of the Chincao servants’ rooms a cricket in a little 
bamboo cage, -On inquiring of tho man what ho kopt 
it for, he said, “To sing”—adding another to tho iume- 
rous list of contraioties, Wo rathor banish Aho serocch- 
ing of crickets from our neighbourhood, while theChinese 
enjoy its proximity, and artificially encourage it. 
Auguat 14th—In. consequence, it is prosumed, of the 
currency of the report of tho Emporor’s death, and tho 
_evedence which appears to bo attached to it, a bullotin 
“ag been jssuod and posted about the iofn,ralative to 
XOX. inperor’s health, statifig thal ifie dangomis again

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that ho is doad or not, it is difficult to say; one fact is 
certain, that tho utmost activity prevails in marrying, 
the number of wedding processions seen in the streets 
fox excoeding what is customary, This is stated to 
arise from a popular belief in the death of the Emperor, 
and an anxiety to get out of tho state of single blessed- 
ness prior to tho official annourkemont rendering it‘ 
impracticable, Somo of the procossions seen of late are 
on a grand scale, having camels introduced into them, 
covered with trappings, and with houses on their backs, 
like the houdah of the elephant, ‘ 

To-day Mr. Bruce had a fetter from }ord Jehn Hay, 
giving him an account of the visit of Her Majesty's ship 
Odin to Nu-che-wang, from which it appears that Yen-ko 
or Yon-ize is the place at the mouth of the riyer where : 
our Consulate is established, and that Nt-che-wang is 
tffity miles inland from it, ,The road ig described as 
very bad, keing little better i in webwweather than ditthes 
running through fields, The country,is flat and ex- 
ceoditgly fertile, ané the people a robust, active, and 
industribug yace,—a finer peoplo, ig fact, than any he 
thinks Qo has seon in China, Nu-che-wang is a large 
and wealthy place, but the chief trading city is Laon- 
qui-ang, forty-five miles up the river. Tt js larger than 
Mon-tsin, and has a yash oxtent of wall, Forty-five 
milos again from this place is Moukden, thé capital of 
Manghyria, *Lord John Hay desoribos it as zesembling 
Pokingeon a smafict sealopwith the exception that its 
strogls ato broader, its “housos Letter built, and altoge= 
ther presontjng a cleancr and more prosperous aspect, , 
Al] the people go about armed, as there is rebellion in

tho neighbourhood, and it takes some timo bofore a 
stranger gots accustomed to the natives rushing up to 
and after him, ‘with baskets of melons in ono hand, and 
spears or matchlocks in the other.’ There was some 
popular excitement on their arrival, but no rudeness ov 
incivility,—the exeitement of curiosity only. 
© There is every indfeation of wealth and prosperity in 
this portion of the empire ; gud Lord John Hay ex- 
presses the belief that, with such elements to work with, 
trade cannot long romain dull, as it now is, which 
is to be traced chiefly to tho prohibition of the export 
of beans. A geod deal of smuggling, however, of this 
form of produce out of tho place would appoar to have 
already commonced, and to have boon gradually exciting 
a feeling of hostility against foreign intruston‘and trade, 
This was becorting apparent at tho time of My, Davon- 
ports interforonce in thg domestic misunderstanding 
which led to himbeing maltroated, ‘The fecling, how- 
ever, owing to tho destructive measures adopted by Mx. 
Consul Meadows, is not now manifbst, and, whatovor the 
people may feel, jheir oxternal domcanouy if one of 
civility, no doubt dreading the occurrence on their own 
soil of the calamity which last year befol the pencoful 
and amiable peasantry of tho Poi-ho, Export trado, in 
the form of smuggling of beans, is contrary to treaty, 
and if foreigners lond: themsolves to i, as they havo 
bean doing, it need not be a tugiter of mftprisa. jf dis- 
trbances census. Exeollont dal is profurablo atNu-che- 
-vang, and Lord John ‘Bay thinks that in Gourgo of 
time it will become an important oxppri, tho proba- 
bilities being that it will admit of being sold pt Shang- 
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hai at a lower price than the coal from Japan, Mr, 
Wado states that thore is no rebellion going on at 
Mouikden, but that the armed condition of the popula- 
tion arisos from the number of robbers with which the 
neighbourhood is infested. 

August 12th,—Inquiring to-day with veference to the 
health of the city, I find that. singe. the.rains have set ' 
in, that is to say, withiy’ the last fourtoon'days, there 
has been a change in the character of the sickness pre- 
vailing, small-pox and the spotted fever having boen 
succeeded by a disease which, from the description 
given of it, would seem to be ague ; and this corresponds 
with my experience inside the Legation, several cases of 
that disease having occurred of late. Though the 
general character of the weather continues very warm, 
there are occasionally somewhat sudden’ falls of tho 
{hermometor; for instance, yesterday evening, affer a 
hoavy squall, with some rain and lightnitg, the flass 
foll in two hours from 85° to 75°, These sudden 
changes from great eat to comparative coolness, opera- 
ting of qpnatitutions impairéd by, previous excessive 
heat ang gencral defective hygiene, are no doubt the 
cause of the aguish type of disease referred to ag being 
rife in the town, some instances of whigh,I hhve seen 
amongst the Chinese teachers and sorvants resident on 
the promises ; Jin fact, while the health of the Europeans 
is coypainly ifot worse fifon it was during the extreme 
heat, Ishave ech ppjiedtto mora frequently since the 
advent & the rains by the ObMose section of the cone 
munity thay during the hot weather. 

hugs 18th.—T had some conversation this morning 
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with Mr. Wado on the curroney question, with which 
he is at presont doeply ongaged, endeavouring to wans- 
late the Government Momorial on the subject, which 
continues to be uo easy mattor, In illustration, “ho 
came to a passago which he could make nothing of, and 
he took the opinion of four differont teachors upon it, all 

"of them men of consiflorablo learning, and each of thom 
gave him 4 different intorpro(gtion of it; but after all, 
this is ‘wot so remarkablo, for it is casy to understand, 
that even in England, if an abstruso paper on financa 
was submitted to three or four people unacquainted with 
the subject BS gone of special study, many passages 
might | ocour in it to which cach might apply a different 
signification, 

Through My, Wado, I made somo inquirios*of 'T'soon, 
who has resid@ct for ty-three yoars in Peking, with vegar¢ a 
to it8 population Accordipg to his statemont, which*tn’ 
tho" Whole ws cowfirmed by another leachore—tho only 
difference hotwagn them being in roferenco to whother 
the Chinese or Manchus prodomfatod in tho ‘Partar 
city,—it would scom that, oxclusive of enrogiméntod or 
gaurison Manchus, there are in round numbors Vout a 
hundred thousand families; these, considering tho 
numbors’ which xosilo together, wo aro justified in 
multiplying by oight, and with tha garvison, amounting 
to ono hundred and tom thousand mon, shiy brings tho 
population « of tho ‘Lartur oily ap, elaso on®ont mjjlion, 
As fox as porsonal obsorvalion goes, F should Lny this 
nvas an overestimato, Afiloss the suburban pépulagion 

»imuiediately outside tho wall is inelndogl cin it, Tha 
population of tho Chinese city is cslimatod at fifty 
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thousand families, which at the same ratio would give 
four hundred thousand persons; and this I should think 
ajolerably approximate estimate, from tho more crowded 
and compact manner in which the houses are built, as‘ 
well as the narrower character of the cross strocts run- 
ning botween the main thoroughfares, 

"This evening, being that on which a Jée takes place” 
in Russia connected wigh the “blessing of the water,” 
Colonel and Madame de Balluzec invited the Frénch and 
Engish Legations to a soirde—tho first social occasion 
on which the three Legatigns have met. We had the 
great treat of hearing Colonel de Balluzpc, wh is a most 
accomplished musician, perform several extemporary 
pieces on an instrument resembling an organ—har- 
monium, I think, is the name usually given ij. ‘In the 
course of conversation, Colonel de Balluzce said thatfor 
some days he had been anxious to sce fhe Pringg, of 
Kung, buishad been unable to do so, cxeuses of one kind 
or another having beon made; and leo has reason to 
boliove that the PAnce has beon to Je-ho; further, 
that his informant alleges that tho Prince stayod but a 
fow mitutos in tho Emperor's room, “his illness’ being 
of a putrid charactor, precluding any ono remaining for . 
prolonged poriods near him.” This story, I suspect, is 
mere rumour, as I think Mx, Wado saw tho Prince at a 
poriod sufficiomtly rocent to rvendur it impossible that he - 
could,leav’ boon te jes 0 And back, 

Augfrsp 14th —! —*to-gay Bx, ‘Wode had an intorvjew at 
the or Bon Office with ‘Wan-se-ang ; ; and, being desirous 
of finding oxtawhothor the Princd was actually in towns 
or mot, hownsked Wan-so-ang if he had been to the office 
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to-day, who, in a somewhat hesitating manner, said, 
“Yes, he was here this morning, and I think he has 
gone into the eastern part of the city to call on his 
*prother,”” As Mz, Wade was leaving, he casually aslad 
one of the mandarin attendants standing outsida, after a 
young officer who ia usually thero, and whom he has not 
“geen for several days, “The reply was, “Te is in attond- 
ance on the Prince.” Mr, Wadg then asked, “Has the 
Prince Ween here to-day ?” and the man gavo a ready 
“No.” Notwithstanding these contradictory statemgnts, 
Mr. Wade is of opinion thgt the Princo is not absent 
from Pekhg, begause on the 12th instant ho reccived a 
document back with his cypher upon it, indicating that 
it had been pertised by him, which, unless it was 
signed by-some other person in his stend, world render 
“Yt aupossible for him to be at Je-ho, as supposed, How 
can, those at,a distance wonder at the uncortain anc 
frequently unreliable character of the information thoy 
receive about Cleina, when at the present moment, with 
every possible advantage, we are wfiablo to say wifethar 
the Princo of Kuxgris in Peking or not? 
Mattes are very bad to-day in the money markot, 
_ and the public distrust of paper more and moro appa- 
rent, the value of the dollar having risen to twonty-four 
thousand paper cash, In connestion with this quostion, 
Iwas called on to-day ¢0 sootho by medieinal moans the 
wrath of Yang's malo servant, ‘wha had got sdme pough 
usage, at an exchange shop,” nok, fern the oxowd in a 
Struggle for priority, butt from the officials in ‘the hank, 
Ser insisting on more than was first offered him, and 
refusing to go pavay, 
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August 15th.—Thore is no impr$vement in the publie 
mind relating to paper money, but the contrary, the 
depreciation having reached such an extent that no one 
will xeceive paper at all, The rate of exchange this 
morning is twenty-fivo thoussnd papor cash to the 
dollar, ‘The holder, for instance,-of a thonsand-cash 
note receives fiftoon of the Peking ten-cash pieces, the 
actual value of which ig thirty of tho ordinary cash of 
the realm. The depregiation the paper mney has 
undergone is thus ninoty-seven per cent,, which perhaps 
will be the more readily understood by supposing a £5 
Bank of England note to be at so logy a pfice in the 
money market as to be worth only three shillings. 

This lamentable state of the currency, fortunately, is 
confined "to Peking, and would seem fo have been 

adually coming on for years, and increased of lat 
the bad management and malversations attending Su- 
shu-en’s mdministration as chief of the Board of Re- 
venue, By law, one tee-ou contains fave hundred cash, 
and. fvo teo-ou aqua? one 1acl—the equivalent proper of 
six shillings and cightpence sterling fy 1838, however, 
the Bosrd of Revonue altoved it to four tee-ou, and in 
1853 increased it 10 eight tco-ou to the tael; consequently 
the dobt‘which the Roventio Board admita to the banks 
amounts to two very different sums, according as the 
taol is estimaded at ifs legal ¢r fictitious number of 
$e0-gn<—* , .. me A 
At eight teo-ou 8s gett is 1,887,500 taels—equal to 

9 £502,500. 
At two tee-au,to the tal it is 6,750,000 tacls—equalea 
£2,2730,000, 
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In the Memorial which Mz, Wade has undor iranslation, 
it is proposed to pay off this enormous debt in too-ou at 

. the present deprociated rate of thirty to the tacl, which 

*yeduces the amount to four hundred and fifty thousand 
taels, or one hundred and fifty thousand pounds stor- 
_ting, the money for the purpose to be raised through tho 
subscription offices for the sale of rank, Tho taol’ 
hitherto has been paid into (hese offices in the form 
of threetenths silver, five hundred cash in bank paper, 
‘and five hundred cash in State paper, Now Govern- 
ment offers to take nine teg-ou in paper in lieu of tho 
three-tenths of gilver, which will induco the rich to pur- 
chase paper money from the poor, and thus increaso the 
metallic currency “amongst the lower orders, By this 
means Geveryment hopes in one year to redobm all its 
rougr, That, again, which has been isswod by tho banks 
without Govprnment authority—that is to say, notes 
beyond the amount of the Government debt—ethe banks 
aust meet as bos they can, Government ndt intendine 
to interfere, 

The accounts irre squared, it is proposel that all 
banking establishments in Poking in future issue hotes, 
and on the day that the account of the Board of 
Rovenue is gottled, the four Govornment bénks lake 
down theiy sign-boards, and give up thoir note-blocks 
beating “ Government Banks ogtablishod by the Board 
of Rovenug,” and become private, banks, Plated: gindor 
the jurisdiction of the Slin-fe-Og-fu} & Profegimot the 
Metropolitan Department, There are at presfut in all 
ine Government banks, but five of Lhem,axo under tho 
household, I have endcavoured to ascertoky whethor 
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thosq banks had an cxistonce pri to their becoming 
paymasters for tho Government ; and, from what I can 
learn, they had not, having been, in fact, started with 
Gbvornment subsidies aided by private speculation. 
Tho prosent oxcitement about paper has been mate- 
vially increased by tho Governyent proclamations 
‘denouncing several of the baukd for their over-issue of 
notes, and stating its ingention of calling in the papor 
jesuc, This is viewed as a declmation of its worthless- 
ness, and therefore the holders of it are eager to get rid 
of it, almost at any amount, of loss ; in fact, the depre- 
ciation cannot go much Idwer then ig now #, short of 
doclaving the paper utterly wo1thless,* 

Baxon de Meritons returned from Sien-tsin last night, 
where heshas been giving intorpretoiial aid tothe Prus- 
sion.

\<bo-day being the bith-day of His Majesty the um- 
peror of the French, a Te Dewm was performed at the

dinner the English and Russian Logations, in all 
‘wonty-two Europeans, including Madame de Bburbou- 
lon dnd Madame de Balluzec, After dinner the health 
of His Imporial Majosty was proposed by,Mr. Bruce, Her 
Majesty the Quoon’s by Colonel do Bélluzce, and that of 
the Emperor of Russia by Monsieur de Bourboulon, 
Tho gondamorie attached fo the French Legation gave 
expression to their loyalty in the course of the evening 
by substituting for the pyrotechnic displays, usual on 
such occasions, several grané discharges of Chinese 
crackers. 
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
